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THE  PURPOSE  of  the  Society  is  to  discover,  procure 
and  preserve  whatever  may  relate  to  the  civil,  ecclesiastical 
and  natural  history  of  Connecticut.  Its  aim  is  to  collect,  pre- 
serve, and  publish  historical,  genealogical  and  biographical 
material  relating  to  the  State. 

O 

MEMBERSHIP  in  the  Society  is  open  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  Connecticut  history.  Application  blanks  may  he 
secured  bv  addressing  the  Librarian.  The  admission  fee  is 
three  dollars.  Thereafter  annual  dues  of  local  members  are 
three  dollars,  and  for  those  outside  Hartford,  two  dollars. 
Payment  of  only  fifty  dollars  by  a member  constitutes  Life 
Membership.  Residence  in  Connecticut  is  not  a pre-requisite. 

THE  WADSWORTH  ATHENEUM  BUILDING  has 
been  the  home  of  the  Society  since  1842.  Long  ago  the  space 
provided  has  been  outgrown  and  plans  have  been  made  for 
the  erection  of  a building  near  the  Connecticut  State  Library. 
With  this  in  mind,  a site  has  been  purchased  at  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  Buckingham  Streets.  The  culmination  of  this 
plan  depends  on  endowment  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
building. 

THE  SOCIETY  is  privately  endowed  and  receives  no 
financial  support  from  any  other  source.  Gifts  or  bequests  will 
be  welcomed.  The  Librarian  is  able  to  suggest  specific  ways 
in  which  monies  may  be  expended  to  fulfil  the  particular  in- 
terest of  donors.  A piece  of  furniture  may  be  repaired,  a por- 
trait restored,  an  index  or  calendar  prepared,  a document 
treated,  or  a print  or  map  matted.  Federal  tax  laws  allow 
an  individual  a deduction  up  to  15  % of  his  adjusted  gross  in- 
come for  gifts  to  educational  institutions.  1 he  higher  the  tax 
bracket,  the  lower  the  net  cost  of  such  a contribution.

body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical 
Society,  and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  succes- 
sors shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and 
also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  convey  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four  million  dollars; 
and  may  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleas- 
ure, may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future 
members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such 
by-laws  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
charter,  or  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  government  of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
and  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice 
of  a President,  Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Re- 
cording Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the 
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State  House  in  Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Honorable  John  Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  pre- 
viously given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall 
be  subject  to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
General  Assembly. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corre- 
sponding, and  honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons 
residing  out  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  any  admission  fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  ren- 
dered important  public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
or  to  the  cause  of  historical  inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership 
shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported 
by  the  written  recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member 
residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  admission  fee  of  three  dollars.  Such  applications  must 
be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Society  and  shall 
contain  a brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or 
honorary  members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in 
writing,  of  at  least  two  active  members,  residing  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason  for  such  nomination,  and 
the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active, 
corresponding,  or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meet- 
ing next  succeeding  the  one  at  which  his  election  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  on  Membership  with  the  exception 
that  during  the  period  from  the  regular  meeting  in  May  of 
each  year  to  the  first  day  of  the  following  September,  the 
Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership,  elect  any  applicants  to  membership. 

Whenever  a vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a 
member  and  there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  ad- 
mission, the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  election  post- 
poned. At  the  next  regular  meeting,  if  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  renewed,  he  may 
be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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Whenever  there  shall  be  found  one  ballot  in  the  Standing 
Committee  against  an  applicant  for  admission,  this  applica- 
tion shall  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society,  if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership shall  be  renewed,  and  the  applicant  mav  be  admitted 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues 
to  the  Society  three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  City  of 
Hartford,  and  two  dollars  if  they  reside  without  said  city. 
Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to  the  Society  for  dues,  may 
constitute  himself  a life  member  by  paying  at  one  time  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance 
on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the 
annual  dues  shall  constitute  a condition  for  membership,  and 
the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed  a withdrawal

tion to  the  Society. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  con- 
sider all  applications  for  membership,  and  shall  report  to 
the  Society  such  applications  as  said  Committee  may  approve 
and  recommend  for  admission.  No  applications  for  member- 
ship shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said  Committee 
during  a meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general 
oversight  and  management  of  the  Library,  manuscripts  and 
other  collections  belonging  to  or  deposited  with  the  Society. 
Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases  for  the  library  to  such 
an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to  time  for  the 
purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superin- 
tendence of  all  publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selec- 
tion and  arrangement  of  such  papers,  from  the  library  of  the 
Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most  suitable  for  publication 
in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a 
paper  to  be  read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this 
Committee  may  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  a notice  for  a meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be 
deemed  a notice  for  a meeting  of  this  Committee.  Special 
meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 


ARTICLE  III.  MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the 
month  of  May,  at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint. 
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A regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
evening  of  each  month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction 
of  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of 
three  active  members  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by 
mail  to  each  active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto. 
And  at  any  meeting,  duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members 
shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IF.  DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS . 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be 
entered  in  books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless 
the  Society  have  a duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  writh  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  pre- 
served, and  may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor 
in  person,  or  delivered  on  his  written  order.  But  every  deposit 
which  has  not  been  so  reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after 
the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be  entered  as  a donation,  and 
be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society;  unless,  at  the  time 
of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have  been  pre- 
scribed by  the  depositor. 

AR TICLE  V.  LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  ar- 
ticles belonging  to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public, 
and  the  examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcrip- 
tions therefrom,  at  such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  the  Library;  and  no  book 
or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  without  a special 
vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee  on  Publication. 
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ARTICLE  VL  PUBLICATION  FUND. 


The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the 
Hon.  Thomas  Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  appli- 
cation fees,  and  all  special  donations  and  subscriptions  which 
may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a Publication  Fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such 
publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 


ARTICLE  VII.  ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
regular  meeting  held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the 
same  is  taken.

to  be  seen  in  the  museum.  More  than  180  portraits  of  Con- 
necticut people,  many  by  internationally  known  artists,  are  in 
the  gallery.

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Report  of  President 

IN  the  southeastern  section  of  our  State  history  reveals  an  out- 
standing instance  of  human  credulity.  The  gullibility  of  man- 
kind is  proverbial,  and  not  unusual.  We  enjoy  being  “taken  in”, 
as  the  saying  goes. 

Elisha  Perkins  was  born  at  Norwich,  Connecticut,  January  16, 
1740/41,  the  fourth  child  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Bushnell)  Perkins. 
His  father,  Dr.  Joseph  Perkins,  was  a man  of  outstanding  mental 
talents,  and  was  eminent  both  in  medicine  and  surgery,  and  was 
styled  the  “Town  Doctor”.  His  grandfather,  Dr.  Caleb  Bushnell, 
of  Norwich,  was  a well  known  and  successful  practitioner,  and 
a younger  brother,  Dr.  Caleb  Perkins,  was  an  eminent  physician. 
Ability  in  medicine  and  surgery  was  part  of  the  family  blood, 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  Dr.  Elisha  Perkins  achieved  an  enviable 
reputation  and  popularity. 

His  father,  Dr.  Joseph  Perkins,  was  a graduate  of  Yale  College 
in  1727,  but  Elisha  Perkins  was  content  to  study  medicine  with 
his  father,  and  for  a short  period  acted  as  his  assistant. 

Dr.  Elisha  Perkins  settled  in  Plainfield,  Connecticut,  where 
he  married  Sarah  Douglass  who  was  a sister  of  the  wife  of  his 
brother  Simon.  He  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Medical  Society,  and  served  for  several  terms  as  Chairman  of 
the  Windham  County  Medical  Association.  During  the  Revo- 
lution he  was  surgeon  of  the  Eighth  Infantry. 

He  was  in  stature  over  six  feet  in  height,  and  possessed  a 
strong  and  vigorous  constitution.  A few  minutes’  sleep  wher- 
ever he  happened  to  make  a call  on  a patient  and  three  or  four 
hours’  rest  at  night  was  all  the  relaxation  he  needed.  He  used 
no  stimulants  or  liquor.  Miss  Caulkins,  in  her  History  of  Nor- 
wich, well  describes  him.  “Dr.  Perkins  was  a man  of  great  purity 
of  character,  skillful  and  indefatigable  in  his  profession,  with 
great  kindness  of  heart,  and  that  winning  cordiality  of  manner 
which  secures  the  ardent  attachment  of  friends.  Such  was  the 
vigor  of  his  constitution  and  his  physical  activity  that  he  re- 
garded a ride  on  horseback  of  sixty  miles  a day  as  only  pleasur- 
able exercise  that  gave  him  no  sensible  fatigue.”  The  Academy 
at  Plainfield  was  established  and  largely  supported  by  him.  He 
was  ever  ready  to  admit  out-of-town  students  into  his  home, 
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and  at  one  time  his  family  numbered  fifty.  He  also  received 
patients  for  treatment.  How  his  wife  managed  to  give  birth  to 
ten  children  and  carry  on  for  thirty-three  years,  from  the  time 
of  their  marriage  in  1762,  is  one  of  the  unsolved  mysteries. 

With  the  passing  of  the  years  the  professional  fame  of  the 
Doctor  has  passed  from  memory,  and  his  reputation  rests  on  the 
“Metallic  Tractors”,  of  which  he  was  the  inventor.  These  tractors 
were  two  small,  pointed  pieces  of  metal,  steel  or  brass,  about 
three  inches  in  length,  which  were  thought  to  extract,  by  a 
kind  of  magnetism,  the  pain  in  various  diseases,  such  as  neural- 
gia, rheumatism,  cancer,  headache,  etc.  When  applied,  they  were 
drawn  over  the  painful  part,  from  above  downward,  for  about 
twenty  minutes  at  a time.  He  admitted  that  the  tractors  did  not 
always  cure  headache  caused  by  excessive  drinking. 

In  1795,  Dr.  Perkins  was  a delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Connecticut  Medical  Society,  and  there  reported  his  discovery. 
The  report  was  received  with  doubt,  caution,  and  even  contempt. 
During  his  absence  from  the  State,  the  Connecticut  Medical 
Society,  at  a meeting  held  May,  1796,  passed  a vote  in  which  it 
condemned  the  “metallic  Instruments”  as  barefaced  imposition, 
disgraceful  and  delusive.  The  following  year  he  was  expelled 
from  membership  in  the  Society. 

In  1796,  on  the  advice  of  friends,  Dr.  Perkins  departed  to 
Philadelphia,  where  his  discovery  was  received  with  enthusiasm. 
Public  hospitals  and  similar  institutions  adopted  his  theories, 
and  gave  him  every  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  metallic 
tractors.  Members  of  Congress  and  distinguished  personages  were 
among  his  supporters.  It  is  written  that  George  Washington, 
President  of  the  United  States,  purchased  a set  of  the  tractors, 
because  he  was  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  discovery 
from  experiments  in  his  own  family. 

Of  the  ten  children  of  Dr.  Perkins,  two  are  of  present  interest. 
His  oldest  son,  Joseph  Perkins,  was  a physician,  and  carried  on 
the  family  tradition.  Another  son,  Benjamin  Douglas  Perkins, 
a graduate  of  Yale  College  in  1794,  here  takes  an  important  place 
in  our  story.  In  1795  he  went  to  England  to  promote  the  sale  of 
the  tractors,  in  which  he  was  most  successful.  He  settled  in  Lon- 
don, where  he  went  so  far  as  to  practice  the  use  of  them.  Profits 
mounted  from  the  sale  at  five  guineas  a pair  of  what  cost  only 
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one  shilling.  The  success  of  the  tractors  in  England  exceeded 
his  fondest  hopes,  and  workmen  could  not  make  the  tractors  fast 
enough  to  meet  the  demand.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  the  medical  profession  was  strongly  opposed,  this  craze  con- 
tinued until  the  year  1803,  when  Perkins  left  England  while  the 
going  was  good.  He  is  reported  to  have  amassed  a profit  of  ten 
thousand  pounds. 

On  the  Continent  the  tractors  met  with  considerable  success, 
especially  in  Copenhagen  where  twelve  physicians  in  the  Royal 
Frederick  Hospital  used  and  recommended  them. 

Dr.  Perkins  also  had  compounded  a remedy  which  he  had 
used  with  success  in  cases  of  typhoid  and  ulcerated  sore  throat. 
Seeking  new  worlds  to  conquer,  he  went  to  New  York  City  to 
test  its  efficacy  on  yellow  fever,  and,  after  some  weeks  of  work 
attending  the  sick,  he  himself  contracted  the  fever  and  died  on 
September  6,  1799,  aged  59  years. 

The  end  of  the  tractors  soon  came,  and  by  1811  they  had  be- 
come museum  pieces,  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  owns 
several  sets. 

Though  denounced  as  a quack,  an  imposter,  a poor  deluded 
individual,  and  in  other  harsh  terms,  it  is  difficult  to  pass  judg- 
ment of  that  nature  on  a man  of  such  character  as  his.  Many  re- 
garded him  as  one  who,  in  the  enthusiastic  pursuit  of  his  pro- 
fession, had  honestly  been  mistaken.  Hon.  Calvin  Goddard,  a 
member  of  Congress,  mayor,  and  judge  said  of  Dr.  Perkins,  “I 
believe  there  are  few  men  in  the  world  more  public-spirited,  more 
hospitable,  and  more  free  from  all  guile,  than  Dr.  Perkins. 
Whether  the  tractors  are  valuable  or  not,  I have  never  doubted 
that  the  doctor  fully  believed  in  their  efficacy”. 

Much  of  my  information  has  been  obtained  from  an  article  by 
Walter  R.  Steiner,  M.D.,  of  Hartford,  which  was  printed  in  the 
Bulletin  of  the  Society  of  Medical  History  of  Chicago,  January, 
1923,  entitled  “Dr.  Elisha  Perkins  of  Plainfield,  Conn.,  and  his 
Metallic  Tractors”.  This,  with  four  pamphlets  on  the  subject, 
published  by  Dr.  Perkins,  are  in  the  Library  of  this  Society. 

Fifty-eight  new  members  joined  the  Society  during  the  year 
which  has  just  ended.  This  increase  was  partially  offset  by  17 
deaths,  2 resignations,  and  16  who  were  dropped.  It  is  hoped 
that  more  of  our  members  will  become  Life  Members.  A material 
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increase  in  this  class  of  membership  is  desirable.  The  present  en- 
rollment of  564  is  divided  into  the  following  classes:

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  assets  amounting  to  $1,492,- 
240.82.  We  must  not  be  misled  by  this  impressive  figure  as  eighty 
percent  of  it  represents  the  book  value  of  the  Library,  Museum 
and  Furnishings,  and  the  Building  Funds.  Only  the  Building 
Funds  are  income  producing,  and  that  income  must  be  devoted 
to  the  special  purpose  of  the  erection  of  a building  for  the  use  of 
the  Society.  The  income  from  the  remaining  twenty  percent 
or  only  $278,853.82,  plus  the  annual  dues  from  members,  is  all  the 
Society  has  to  rely  on  with  which  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  operation.  It  can  be  readily  seen  that  the  great  possibilities  for 
service  are,  of  necessity,  curtailed.  The  Society  is  in  real  need  of 
increased  endowment,  the  income  from  which  can  be  applied  to 
general  expenses. 

In  closing,  I am  impelled  to  express  acknowledgment,  in 
which  we  all  share,  of  the  fine  and  unselfish  work  which  is  being 
done  by  Mr.  Thompson  R.  Harlow,  Librarian,  and  his  Assistant, 
Miss  Frances  A.  Hoxie.  They  are  the  ones  who  come  in  contact 
with  the  public,  and  consequently  are  the  ones  who  are  creating 
our  present  pleasant  relations.  Their  laborious  work  of  re-arrange- 
ment and  preservation  of  a great  quantity  of  valuable  material, 
long  put  aside,  is  a thing  of  which  many  of  us  are  not  aware.

Frederick  Norton  Belding 

Frederick  Norton  Belding,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
January  3,  1922,  and  whose  home  was  in  Rockville,  died  at  the 
Hartford  Hospital  November  i 1,  1945. 

He  was  born  in  Rockville,  August  1,  1887,  son  of  Alvah  Nor- 
ton Belding,  long  prominent  in  the  silk  industry  in  Connecticut 
whose  wife  was  Lizzie  S.  Merrick.  He  was  educated  at  St.  Paul’s 
School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  and  at  Princeton  University, 
where  he  took  his  A.  B.  degree  in  1910. 

After  graduation,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Belding  Brothers 
and  Company,  silk  manufacturer,  later  known  as  the  Belding- 
Heminway  Company.  He  became  Vice-President  in  1926.  He 
became  Vice-President  of  the  Hockanum  Mills  Company,  and 
retired  from  active  business  in  1934.  He  was  a Director  of  the 
Hartford-Connecticut  Trust  Company  and  of  the  Travelers 
Insurance  Company.  He  was  Vice-President  of  the  Peoples  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  Rockville,  a Trustee  of  the  Rockville  City  Hospital, 
a Trustee  of  the  Rockville  Public  Library,  and  President  of  the 
Belding  Land  and  Improvement  Company,  and  was  a director 
in  many  other  industrial  companies. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Union  League  of  New  York,  the 
Princeton  Club  of  New  York,  the  Bankers  Club,  of  New  York, 
of  the  Colony  Club  of  Springfield,  the  Hartford  Club,  and  of 
the  Farmington  Country  Club.  He  was  fond  of  fishing,  and  was 
a member  of  the  East  Haddam  Fish  and  Game  Club. 

June  11,  1921,  he  married  Helen  Maxwell,  daughter  of  the 
late  Francis  T.  Maxw'ell,  of  Rockville.  He  leaves  a son,  Lieu- 
tenant Maxwell  Merrick  Belding,  and  a daughter  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Adelaide  Almira  Piper  Bissell 

Mrs.  Adelaide  Almira  Piper  Bissell,  who  was  elected  a member 
of  the  Society,  November  1,  1921,  died  at  the  Connecticut  Chil- 
dren’s Hospital  in  Waterbury,  August  21,  1946.

Donald  Brett  Cragin 

Donald  Brett  Cragin,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
November  9,  1920,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford,  July  13,  1947. 

He  was  born  November  18,  1875,  in  Farmington,  Maine,  a 
son  of  George  B.  and  Abbie  Belcher  Cragin. 

He  wras  graduated  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1902. 
He  studied  in  Berlin  and  Vienna.  During  the  first  World  War, 
he  served  as  a Captain  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps. 

In  1920,  he  settled  in  Hartford,  and  in  1924,  became  an  Assis- 
tant Medical  Director  of  the  iEtna  Life  Insurance  Company,  be- 
coming Medical  Director  in  1933. 

In  1940,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Association  of  Life 
Insurance  Medical  Directors.  He  served  for  a time  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hartford  Health  Board,  and  was  a member  of  the 
Hartford  Welfare  Board. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Medical  Society  and  was 
a Fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  of  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  the  Hartford  Golf 
Club,  the  University  Club,  the  Twentieth  Century  Club,  and 
of  various  Masonic  bodies. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Reata  Cragin,  by  a son,  George 
Stevenson  Cragin  of  Boston,  by  a daughter,  Mrs.  Reata  K.  Hart, 
of  Cheshire,  and  by  three  grandchildren. 
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Curtiss  Crane  Gardiner 

Curtiss  Crane  Gardiner,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
February  2,  1943,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford  February  23,  1948. 

He  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  May  19,  1874,  a son  of 
Curtiss  Crane  Gardiner,  whose  wife  was  Mary  Parmelee  Thurs- 
ton. He  was  educated  in  the  Shady  Side  Academy,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. 

He  entered  the  service  of  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection 
and  Insurance  Company,  January  1,  1894.  He  remained  with  the 
St.  Louis  office  until  1901,  becoming  Manager.  After  serving  as 
head  of  the  New  York  Office,  in  1927,  he  was  made  a Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Director.  November  25,  1941,  he  was  elected  Executive 
Vice-President.  When  the  late  William  R.  C.  Corson,  February 
1942,  became  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Gardiner  was  elected 
President.  October  27,  1947,  after  Mr.  Corson’s  death,  he  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

He  was  a Director  of  the  Hartford  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  and  of  the  Boiler  Inspection  and  Insurance  Company 
of  Canada.  He  was  a Trustee  of  the  Society  for  Savings,  and  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Casualty  Managers  Association  in  1940. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  the  Hartford  Club, 
and  the  Hartford  Golf  Club. 

June  4,  1926,  he  married  Alice  Dana  Knox. 

Mrs.  Jennie  E.  Seymour  Hammond 

Mrs.  Jennie  Elizabeth  Seymour  Hammond,  wife  of  H.  Pierson 
Hammond,  an  Actuary  of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company, 
died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital,  July  27,  1945.  She  was  admitted 
to  the  Society  May  26,  1931. 

Mrs.  Hammond  was  born  July  6,  1875,  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  a 
daughter  of  Warren  and  Mary  E.  (Nielson)  Seymour.  She  mar- 
ried H.  Pierson  Hammond,  July  12,  1905,  in  Saratoga  Springs, 

N.  Y. 

She  was  a member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, the  Daughters  of  1812,  of  Founders  of  Hartford,  and  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America.  She 
was  especially  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  Seymour  family, 
and  had  made  an  extensive  collection  of  data  concerning  it. 
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She  was  a member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  West  Hart- 
ford. 

Benjamin  Eastman  Harwood 

Benjamin  Eastman  Harwood,  who  was  elected  a member  of 
the  Society  November  14,  1922,  was  found  dead  near  his  home 
in  Chester,  Connecticut,  November  28,  1947.  He  had  been  in  ill 
health  for  some  time. 

He  was  born  in  New  Haven,  May  27,  1869,  a son  of  Theodore 
and  Julia  Ives  (Eastman)  Harwood.  He  was  educated  in  the 
schools  of  New  Haven  and  in  Columbia  University. 

He  was  Examiner  for  the  Western  Division  of  the  Home 
Insurance  Company  of  New  York.  For  a number  of  years,  he 
gave  his  attention  to  music.  He  was  a member  of  the  choir  of 
St.  Thomas’  Church,  New  York,  and  he  Riled  engagements  as 
tenor  soloist  with  oratorio  societies  as  far  West  as  St.  Louis, 
Missouri. 

In  1900,  he  returned  to  Connecticut,  living  on  the  farm  in 
Chester  that  had  been  in  his  family  for  260  years.  He  paid  much 
attention  to  cattle  breeding.  He  was  President  of  the  Chester 
Agricultural  Society  and  was  a Director  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Farm  Bureau.  He  served  as  a Selectman  and  as  a member  of  the 
School  Board.  He  was  a Director  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital. 
He  served  several  years  in  the  State  Legislature  in  the  1930’s.  In 
1937,  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Connecticut  Central  Com- 
mittee, serving  till  December  1940. 

He  is  survived  by  two  daughters:  Mrs.  George  Seeley  and  Mrs. 
Elliott  M.  Compstock,  both  of  Ivoryton. 


Hugh  Charles  Haynsworth 

Hugh  Charles  Haynsworth,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
October  7,  1941,  died  in  Sumter,  South  Carolina,  October  13, 
1944. 

He  was  born  in  Sumter,  South  Carolina,  May  27,  1875,  a son 

of  William  F.  B.  Haynsworth,  whose  wife  was  Mary  Charles.

She  was  bom  south  of  Oregon,  Ogle  County,  Illinois,  May  10, 
1857,  t^ie  °West  child  of  Isaac  Bourne  Bly  and  his  wife  Rebecca 
(Bailey)  Van  Potter.  Mr.  Bly  was  from  Greene,  Chenango  Co., 
N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  from  Fallstown,  Wyoming  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

September  29,  1886,  she  married  Robert  Noe  Johnson,  of 
Delaware  Co.,  Ohio,  a Civil  War  veteran,  whose  first  wife  was 
Sarah  Jane  Stevens. 

_ She  is  survived  only  by  her  daughter,  Mildred  Noe  Johnson 
Bryan,  wife  of  Barnabas  Bryan,  Jr. 

Flora  May  King 

Flora  May  King,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society  February 
4,  1936,  died  at  her  home  in  Somersville,  Connecticut,  July  27, 
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She  was  a daughter  of  Ralph  King,  and  his  wife,  Lomyra 
Davis,  and  was  born  in  Somersville,  July  19,  1872. 

She  taught  school  in  Hartford  for  forty-seven  years,  thirty  of 
them  in  the  Northeast  School. 

She  was  much  interested  in  Connecticut  history.  She  was 
a member  of  the  South  Church  in  Hartford.  She  is  survived  by 
two  brothers,  Howard  E.  King,  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
and  Herbert  C.  King  of  Chicopee  Falls,  Massachusetts. 

Martha  Stevens  Lewis 

Martha  Stevens  Lewis,  who  was  admitted  to  membership  in 
the  Society  November  7,  1927,  died  in  Clinton,  Connecticut,  Sep- 
tember 15,  1944. 

She  was  born  in  Madison,  Connecticut,  August  18,  1886,  a 
daughter  of  Emory  Philander  Lewis  and  his  wife  Sarah  Jane 
Stevens.  She  was  graduated  from  the  Morgan  School,  in  Clinton, 
Connecticut  in  1904.  In  1911,  she  became  Secretary  of  the  Noah 
Webster  School  in  Hartford,  and  served  till  her  retirement  in 
July  1944. 

She  was  a Charter  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Descendants  of 
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the  Founders  of  Hartford,  and  was  an  organizing  member  of  the 
Clinton  Historical  Society,  and  was  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
Chairman  of  the  Programme  Committee.  She  was  a member  of 
the  Griswold  Family  Association  and  was  Editor  of  its  Bulletin. 
She  was  a member  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ  (Congregational) 
in  Clinton,  and  was  active  in  the  work  of  its  “Ladies  Aid  Society”. 

Archie  Harwood  Loomis 

Archie  Harwood  Loomis,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Society,  who  was  admitted  to  membership  March  7,  1893,  died 
at  the  Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  in  New  York  November 
10,  1947. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  April  30,  1871,  a son  of  Archibald 
and  Mrs.  Cordelia  Gertrude  Harwood  Loomis.  His  father  was 
connected  with  the  Society  for  Savings  in  Hartford,  and  Mr. 
Loomis  began  his  business  career  in  its  service.  Going  to  New 
York,  he  was  employed  by  the  Farmers  Loan  and  Trust  Com- 
pany there.  Later  he  became  President  of  the  Distributors  Ware- 
house Service,  Incorporated. 

He  was  a member  of  the  New  York  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, of  the  Order  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America,  of  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  of  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars.  He  held  office  in  most  or  all  of  these  societies,  and  was 
much  interested  in  historical  and  genealogical  research. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Grace  Gunning  Loomis,  and  by  his 
three  sons,  Archibald  G.  Loomis,  Winthrop  A.  Loomis,  both  of 
New  York,  and  Harwood  Loomis,  of  New  Haven. 

Robert  Brewer  Newell 

Robert  Brewer  Newell,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Society,  January  6,  1920,  died  at  his  residence  in  Hartford,  Sep- 
tember 15,  1947. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  September  11,  1879,  a son  of  William 
Henry  and  Ellen  Louise  (Brewer)  Newell.  His  father  was  for 
many  years  Secretary  of  the  /Etna  Life  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Newell  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High 
School  in  1898,  and  in  1902  was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  December  17,  1907,  he  married 
Helen  C.  Lincoln. 
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In  1902,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Phoenix  National  Bank; 
from  1903-1907,  he  was  with  the  State  Bank;  from  1907-1917, 
with  the  State  Savings  Bank;  from  1917-1923,  with  the  Fidelity 
Trust  Company;  from  1923-1927,  with  the  U.  S.  Security  Trust 
Company;  and  from  1927  to  his  death,  he  was  President  of  the 
Hartford  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 

He  was  a Director  of  the  Society  for  Savings,  of  the  Standard 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  a Trustee  of  the  Bankers  Trust  Com- 
pany, and  a member  of  the  Hartford  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

He  was  a Trustee  of  the  American  School  for  the  Deaf,  Kings- 
wood  School,  and  of  Wesleyan  University.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Hartford  Club,  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity Club.  He  was  active  in  civic  affairs,  and  served  for  twelve 
years  as  a member  of  the  City’s  Finance  Board,  resigning  in  1927. 
He  was  a member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Hartford. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  by  a son,  Robert  Lincoln  Newell, 
of  West  Hartford,  and  by  two  daughters — Mrs.  Woodruff  John- 
son, of  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.,  and  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Butler,  of  West 
Hartford. 

Mrs.  Jane  Huntington  Norton 

Mrs.  Jane  Huntington  Norton,  wdiose  membership  in  the 
Society  dates  from  May  20,  1930,  died  in  Cazenovia,  N.  Y. 
December  8,  1937. 

She  was  born  in  Middletown,  Connecticut,  December  n,  1852, 
a daughter  of  John  Hubbard  Watkinson  and  Catherine  Stebbins, 
his  wife.  In  Middletown,  October  2,  1873,  she  married  Frank 
Louis  Norton. 

Mrs.  Anna  Morris  Perry 

Mrs.  Anna  Morris  Perry,  admitted  to  the  Society  October  27, 
1908,  died  at  her  home  in  Hartford  July  5,  1947. 

She  was  born  in  Hartford  January  24,  1856,  a daughter  of 
Jonathan  Flint  Morris,  sometime  President  of  the  Charter  Oak 
Bank,  and  of  Harriet  Hills,  his  wife. 

She  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School 
in  1873,  and  married  the  Rev.  Alfred  Tyler  Perry,  April  13,  1887. 
Her  husband  was  a member  of  the  facultv  of  the  Plartford 
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Theological  Seminary  from  1890  to  1900  and  was  President  of 
Marietta  College,  Marietta,  Ohio,  from  1900  to  1912. 
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She  was  a member  of  the  Asylum  Hill  Congregational  Church, 
and  was  active  in  its  work.  She  was  a member  of  the  Saturday 
Morning  Club,  the  Hartford  Woman’s  Club,  of  Ruth  Wyllys 
Chapter  of  die  D.  A.  R.,  and  of  the  Colonial  Dames. 

She  is  survived  by  two  sons,  the  Rev.  Edward  Tyler  Perry, 
of  West  Hartford,  formerly  a missionary  in  Turkey,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Alfred  Morris  Perry,  Professor  in  the  Bangor  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Rollin  Usher  Tyler 

Rollin  Usher  Tyler,  of  Tylerville,  Connecticut,  admitted  to  the 
Society,  November  4,  1902,  died  at  Hilltop  Manor,  a convales- 
cent home  in  Rocky  Hill,  Connecticut,  January  n,  1948. 

He  wras  born  at  Tylerville,  September  8,  1864,  a son  of  Alpheus 
Williams  Tyler,  a farmer,  whose  wrife  was  Melissa  Usher.  He 
was  educated  at  the  Middletown  High  School,  the  Wilbraham 
Academy,  and  Yale  University,  where  he  took  his  B.  A.  degree 
in  1886. 

He  taught  for  three  years  in  the  Nichols  Academy,  Dudley, 
Massachusetts,  and  for  one  year  at  Stevens  School,  Hoboken,  New 
Jersey.  After  working  for  a year  with  the  Remington  Typewriter 
Company  in  Boston,  he  entered  the  Yale  Law  School,  graduat- 
ing in  1893  with  the  LL.B.  degree.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Con- 
necticut Bar  in  that  year;  the  year  1893-1894,  he  studied  in  the 
Harvard  Law  School.  He  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Connecticut  State  Legislature  in  1901. 
He  was  a candidate  for  the  State  Senate  in  1898,  1906,  and  1914, 
for  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  1920  for  Governor,  and  in  1926  for 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  He  failed  of  election;  he  was  a 
Democrat.  In  1908  and  in  1916,  he  was  a Delegate  to  the  Demo- 
cratic National  Convention.  He  served  as  Judge  of  Probate 
in  the  Haddam  District  for  twenty-two  years,  retiring  in  1936. 

He  served  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Pardons,  Board  of 
Voting  Machine  Commissioners,  and  of  the  East  Haddam  Bridge 
Commission. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Middlesex  County  Historical  Society, 
the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  of  the  Middle- 
sex County,  the  Connecticut,  and  the  American  Bar  Associations, 
and  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  He  wras  President 
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of  the  Deep  River  Savings  Bank  for  forty  years.  He  was  for 
thirty  years  a Director  of  the  Deep  River  National  Bank,  a 
Director  of  the  Edward  W.  Hazen  Foundation,  and  a Trustee 
of  Wilbraham  Academy. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Haddam, 
and  served  as  a Deacon  for  thirty  years,  and  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  School  for  twenty  years. 

He  married  Fannie  Kidder,  who  died  in  1934. 

Albert  L.  Washburn 

Albert  L.  Washburn,  who  was  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Society  March  6,  1906,  died  in  Sarasota,  Florida,  February  1, 
1948. 

For  many  years,  he  was  associated  with  Norman  F.  Spencer 
in  the  firm  of  Spencer  & Washburn,  Inc.,  Civil  Engineers  and 
Surveyors.  Mr.  Washburn  was  an  expert  title  searcher,  and  had 
an  unequaled  knowledge  of  titles  of  land  and  of  the  exact  location 
of  places  of  historical  interest  in  Hartford. 

He  determined  the  exact  location  of  the  Dutch  Fort  at  Dutch 
Point,  largely  through  records  discovered  in  the  New  York  State 
Library  in  Albany.  At  the  time  of  the  Connecticut  Tercentenary, 
he  discovered  a contemporary  description  of  the  first  Meeting 
House  in  Hartford,  made  at  time  it  was  torn  down,  and  located 
the  sites  of  the  three  later  Hartford  Meeting  Houses.  He  left  a 
valuable  topographical  collection  relating  to  Hartford. 

Francis  Ely  Waterman 

Francis  Ely  Waterman,  younger  brother  of  the  President  of 
the  Society,  was  elected  to  membership  February  7,  1911.  He 
died  in  the  Salem  Neck,  Massachusetts  Hospital,  August  10,  1947. 

He  was  a son  of  Edgar  and  Lucy  (Ely)  Waterman,  and  was 
born  in  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  December  12,  1878.  He  was  graduated 
from  Trinity  College  in  the  Class  of  1901,  and  from  the  School 
of  Architecture  of  Columbia  University  in  1904. 

He  carried  on  the  work  of  his  profession  in  Hartford  and 
New  York.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Eastern  and  the  Corinthian  yacht 
clubs.  He  served  as  a member  of  Troop  B Cavalry,  Connecticut 
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National  Guard,  and  during  World  War  I,  he  was  superinten- 
dent of  the  Engineer  Arm  Transport  Service,  Army  General 
Staff,  in  Washington. 

He  was  a communicant  of  Trinity  Church,  and  was  a member 
of  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter  of  Psi  Upsilon  of  Trinity  College. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helen  E.  Leland  Waterman,  and 
by  two  daughters,  Miss  June  L.,  and  Miss  Frances  E.  Waterman. 

Heywood  Hotchkiss  Whaples 

Heywood  Hotchkiss  Whaples  of  Farmington,  who  was  elected 
a member  of  the  Society  May  4,  1926,  died  at  his  summer  home 
in  Fenwick,  June  28,  1947. 

He  was  born  March  31,  1879,  in  Hartford,  the  son  of  Meigs 
Whaples  and  his  wife  Harriet  Hotchkiss. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in 
1897.  He  was  graduated  with  the  B.  A.  degree  from  Yale  Univer- 
ity in  the  class  of  1901,  and  was  a member  of  the  Psi  Upsilon 
Fraternity  there. 

Before  returning  to  Hartford,  he  was  associated  with  the  firms 
of  Redmond,  Kerr  & Co.,  and  N.  W.  Harris  in  New  York.  He 
was  associated  with  the  Roy  T.  H.  Barnes  Company,  brokers, 
and  after  Mr.  Barnes’  death,  organized  the  firm  of  Whaples,  Vier- 
ing,  and  Company. 

He  served  as  Alderman  from  the  Tenth  Ward  in  Hartford  and 
was  President  of  the  Hartford  Building  and  Loan  Association. 
He  served  as  Treasurer  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  for 
a number  of  years.  In  1935,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Hart- 
ford Yale  Alumni  Association.  He  was  much  interested  in  Near 
East  Relief  and  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Connecticut  State  Com- 
mittee of  the  Near  East  Foundation. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Golf  Club  and  of  the  Fenwick 
Golf  Club.  He  was  a Vice-President  of  the  Hartford  Better  Busi- 
ness Bureau.  He  was  a Director  of  the  Whitlock  Manufacturing 
Company.  He  was  a member  of  the  S.  A.  R.,  the  Society  of 
Mayflower  Descendants,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  the  Uni- 
versity Club  of  New  York,  and  of  the  Dauntless  Club  of  Essex. 

His  wife,  Constance  Roberts  Whaples,  whom  he  married  in 
Hartford,  November  30,  1909,  died  some  years  ago.  He  is  sur- 
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vived  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  John  S.  McCook,  of  Niantic,  and 
Mrs.  George  Crawford,  of  Saybrook. 

Mrs.  Grace  Hall  Wilson 

Mrs.  Grace  Hall  Wilson,  of  Hartford,  who  was  admitted  to 
the  Society  December  6,  1927,  died  suddenly  at  her  summer  home 
in  Fenwick,  September  2,  1947. 

She  was  born  in  Portland,  Connecticut,  a daughter  of  John 
Henry  Hall  and  Sarah  Loines.  Her  husband,  the  late  John  C. 
Wilson,  died  in  1919.  He  was  President  of  the  Smythe  Manufac- 
turing Company. 

Mrs.  Wilson  was  active  in  civic  afTairs  in  Hartford  and  her 
support  could  be  counted  on  for  all  worthy  undertakings. 

She  served  as  President  of  the  Woman’s  Exchange,  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Children’s  Village 
of  the  Hartford  Orphan  Asylum.  She  was  a communicant  of 
Christ  Church  Cathedral.  She  was  a member  of  the  Mayflower 
Society,  the  Society  of  the  Descendants  of  the  Founders  of  Hart- 
ford, the  Connecticut  Horticultural  Society,  the  Ruth  Wyllys 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  She 
served  as  President  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames. 
She  was  a member  of  the  Wadsworth  Athenaeum,  the  Town  and 
County  Club,  the  Thursday  Club,  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  the 
Fenwick  Golf  Club,  and  of  the  Colony  Club  of  New  York. 

She  is  survived  by  her  son,  John  C.  Wilson,  Jr.,  of  Hartford; 
a daughter,  Mrs.  Jean  Wilson  Brown,  of  New  York,  died  a few 
years  ago. 
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Report  of  Librarian 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society : 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I have  tried  to  keep  two 
thoughts  uppermost  in  my  mind.  First,  that  historians  and 
bibliographers  search  it  for  information  in  their  particular  fields; 
and  second,  that  I must  justify  my  employment  here  to  our 
hundreds  of  members  through  actual  accomplishments,  progress 
and  plans  for  the  future.  If  I seem  to  dwell  too  long  on  our 
problems,  it  is  only  because  so  few  realize  we  have  an  income  of 
approximately  $10,000  for  general  expenses,  which  includes  sala- 
ries. Few  realize  the  urgent  need  for  additional  funds  in  order 
to  assure  the  collection  and  preservation  of  materials  important  in 
Connecticut  history.  Glaring  weaknesses  in  our  museum  can 
be  corrected  only  by  gift,  for  there  are  no  funds  for  purchase 
of  specimens.  The  solution  of  these  problems  rests  with  all  of  us, 
and  one  of  my  most  important  duties  is  to  explain  them  so  that 
every  member  appreciates  the  enormity  of  the  task. 

A total  of  J 1,755  has  been  contributed  this  year  by  the  follow- 
ing members  and  friends,  for  which  we  are  deeply  grateful  and 
take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  acknowledge  our  appreciation:

Of  this  amount  $640  went  to  endowment  funds  the  income 
from  wThich  will  be  available  over  the  years  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Society.  The  remainder  was  for  such  purposes  as  the  purchase  of 
a Venetian  blind  for  the  reading  room,  restoration  of  a painting, 
restoration  of  the  Mitchell  highboy,  purchase  of  a manuscript 
record,  photographing  museum  specimens,  matting  prints,  and 
binding.  These  were  projects  that  could  not  have  been  accom- 
plished with  existing  funds  and  consequently  are  of  the  utmost 
importance. 

Photographs  of  16  museum  objects  were  supplied  different 
persons  and  institutions,  the  negatives  for  which  were  added  to 
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our  files  without  cost.  We  should  have  negatives  available  of  all 
important  pieces  so  that  prints  may  be  readily  obtainable.  This 
is  one  way  of  securing  them.  Sixty-one  Kodachrome  slides  have 
also  been  made,  and  plans  for  additional  photographs  are  soon 
to  be  realized  through  the  generosity  of  certain  of  our  members. 
Eventually  we  will  have  a collection  that  will  facilitate  lectures, 
interest  others  in  our  functions  and  point  out  gaps  in  the  the  col- 
lection. A projector  and  screen  were  also  secured  and  the  slides 
have  already  been  used  on  a number  of  occasions.  It  might,  at 
this  time,  be  well  to  point  out  that  we  are  most  interested  in  ac- 
quiring Kodachromes  of  old  buildings,  scenes  and  historic  events 
in  Connecticut.  These  have  many  uses  and  certainly  some  mem- 
bers have  such  transparencies  that  are  no  longer  of  personal  in- 
terest. To  those  interested,  we  should  be  delighted  to  suggest 
prpjects  of  future  importance  that  could  be  accomplished  by 
amateurs  who  would  derive  pleasure  performing  a useful  and 
valuable  service. 

During  the  year  a number  of  loans  were  made,  thus  ful- 
filling an  important  function  in  our  community  and  state.  G.  Fox 
& Co.  and  Sage-Alien  & Co.  borrowed  materials  for  window  dis- 
plays. The  Hartford  National  Bank  & Trust  Company  used  some 
Noah  Webster  relics  in  the  opening  of  their  Noah  Webster 
Branch  in  West  Hartford.  The  Glastonbury  Historical  Society 
borrowed  three  water-colors  by  Laurilla  A.  Smith,  the  diary  of 
Julia  Evelina  Smith  and  a pitcher  and  bowl  of  the  Smith  family 
for  exhibition  during  a lecture  on  the  famous  Smith  sisters.  An 
important  series  of  legislative  documents  was  loaned  the  Library 
of  Congress  for  a microfilm  project  and  several  pamphlets  on 
Henry  Barnard  were  sent  the  Teachers’  College  of  Connecticut, 
in  New  Britain,  for  preparation  of  radio  broadcasts. 

We  are  now  reaping  the  benefits  of  one  year  of  our  cataloguing 
project,  made  possible  by  a grant  from  the  Hartford  Foundation 
for  Public  Giving.  In  122  years  of  the  Society,  some  36,660  cards 
W'ere  placed  in  the  catalogue.  Since  March,  1947,  we  have  cata- 
logued 3,300  volumes  and  filed  19,100  cards,  increasing  the  cata- 
logue by  more  than  one  half.  This  has  necessitated  the  order  of 
a sixty-drawer  case  to  allow  for  expansion.  Intangible  though 
important  results  include  the  sale  of  S1.572.65  in  duplicates  and 
the  exchange  of  materials  valued  at  $1,438.30.  Several  hundred 
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dollars  of  this,  plus  accumulated  income  from  funds  restricted 
for  genealogies,  was  used  to  acquire  some  86  genealogies.  This 
purchase  filled  in  important  gaps  and  adds  to  the  effectiveness 
and  completeness  of  the  collection. 

Many  discoveries  of  lasting  benefit  have  been  made  in  cata- 
loguing, including  the  detection  of  Romans’  1777  map  of  Con- 
necticut in  the  third  state  where  Southbury  is  both  east  and 
west  of  the  Naugatuck  River.  In  a copy  of  The  Holy  Bible 
(Hudson  & Goodwin,  Hartford  1814),  is  an  early  (perhaps  the 
earliest)  use  of  a thumb  guide  to  the  various  books  of  the  Bible. 
The  Books  through  II  Chronicles  are  indicated  in  type  of  a size 
to  cover  the  pages  required  in  the  text. 

Two  editions  of  Donald  Fraser’s  Mental  Flower  Garden , (Dan- 
bury, 1800)  were  noted;  one  has  a frontispiece  while  the  other  has 
an  engraving  on  the  lining  paper.  The  1824  Solomon  Porter  map 
of  Hartford  is  in  two  states,  with  one  having  a compass  point  and 
scale.  The  Literary  Casket , volume  1 number  1,  is  also  in  two 
states.  Perhaps  when  bound,  another  issue  had  to  be  set  to  fill 
the  demand.  Two  editions  of  Benjamin  H.  Coe’s  New  Drawing 
Book  with  identical  plates  but  published  in  1845  and  1849  were 
found.  Among  the  views  are  Preston,  Norwich,  West  Granby, 
Guilford,  Durham  and  North  Guilford.  The  1849  edition,  further- 
more, was  presented  to  the  Society  by  the  publishers,  E,  B.  & E.  C. 
Kellogg,  making  it  particularly  choice  in  my  opinion.  Another 
book,  also  rare  and  perhaps  unique,  is  titled  Unfading  Beauties , 
(Hartford,  D.  W.  Kellogg  and  Company,  1838).  This  has  lovely 
colored  plates  of  flowers,  butterflies  and  fruits  and  is  by  Wyatt 
and  Ackerman,  whom  we  have  been  unable  to  identify.  Jonathan 
Edwards’  Justice  of  God  in  the  Damnation  of  Sinners , (Hart- 
ford: Printed  by  John  Babcock,  1799)  is  in  two  states,  one  with 
a note  added  on  page  132;  “NB.  This  Book  is  given  by  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  be  Circulated.” 

A new  binder  has  been  added  to  our  lists  of  eighteenth  century 
craftsmen.  The  account  book  of  Alexander  Wolcott,  1744-1751, 
Windsor,  has  a hand-tool  stamp  on  the  binding  with  the  name 
“J  Johnson  1744  '.  This  appears  as  an  ornament  at  each  corner 
of  a ruled  rectangle  which  is  on  both  covers.  Johnson  is  by  far 
the  earliest  local  binder  of  whom  we  have  record. 

Cataloguing  also  detected,  through  examination  of  township

names,  that  we  have  three  states  of  Amos  Doolittle’s  1798  map 
of  the  Western  Reserve. 

Both  Evans  and  the  Trumbull  Supplement  note  an  edition  of 
Richard  Price’s  Observations  on  the  Importance  of  the  American 
Revolution  and  the  means  of  making  it  a benefit  to  the  World . 
(London,  Printed:  New-Haven,  Re-printed:  By  Meigs,  Bowen 
and  Dana.  M,DCCC,LXXXV.)  of  64  + (1)  pages.  We  noted 
that  in  one  of  our  copies,  page  87  wTas  misnumbered  64  so  that  it 
is  an  early  state  of  the  issue,  not  a different  edition  from  the  regu- 
lar 87  + (1)  edition. 

John  Chester’s  autographed  copy  of  The  Federalist , uncut  in 
original  boards,  was  found  on  our  open  shelves.  Chester  was  a 
delegate  to  the  Connecticut  Convention  that  ratified  the  Consti- 
tution and  it  is  assumed  this  little  book,  written  by  James  Madi- 
son, Alexander  Hamilton  and  John  Jay,  influenced  his  decision. 
It  is  very  valuable,  for  a similar  copy  was  recently  sold  for  $1,000. 
Through  a member’s  generosity,  a solander  case  was  made  to 
preserve  this  fine  association  item. 

Yet  another  type  of  service  provided  by  adequate  cataloguing 
is  research  on  pseudonyms.  For  example,  The  Tim  Bunfer 
Papers,  or  Yan\ee  Farming  by  Timothy  Bunker,  Esq.,  of  Hooker- 
town,  Conn.,  (New  York:  1868,)  was  recently  purchased  for 
the  library.  Cushing’s  Initials  and  Pseudonyms  lists  William  Clift 
as  the  author.  The  Library  of  Congress  card  gave  his  birth  date 
as  1817,  but  no  additional  information  seemed  to  be  available. 

An  inquiry  on  William  Clift  was  referred  to  our  cataloguer 
who  discovered  that  William  Avery  Clift,  son  of  William  and 
Nancy  (Avery)  Clift,  wras  born  at  Griswold,  Connecticut,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1817  and  died  at  Mystic  Bridge,  December  9,  1890. 
“The  Tim  Bunker  Papers”  appeared  first  in  the  American  Agri- 
culturist, of  which  Clift  was  an  associate  editor  1867-1868.

Librarian 

.Attendance  in  the  Library  was  again  record  breaking  with  a 
total  of  3583,  an  increase  of  147  from  last  year.  During  March 
we  had  41 1 readers  with  34  on  one  day,  the  largest  number  re- 
corded in  recent  years.  Included  in  their  wants  were  40  volumes 
of  old  newspapers,  many  of  which  had  to  be  carried  more  than 
a hundred  yards  and  returned,  from  stacks  in  the  Morgan  Me- 
morial. In  addition,  in  this  same  month,  we  answered  130  letters 
requesting  information  of  one  kind  or  another.  Many  were  of 
the  usual  ancestral  type,  but  others  desired  information  on  George 
Loring  Porter,  a prominent  Physician  of  Bridgeport;  D.  R. 
Brown,  who  drew  the  series  of  lithographs  depicting  Sherman's 
entry  into  Atlanta;  Leonard  E.  Richardson,  a well  known 
Hartford  physician;  and  Alfred  Thomas  Richards,  an  insurance 
man  of  Hartford  who  was  an  authority  on  English  men  of 
letters,  particularly  John  Ruskin.  Others  wanted  materials  on 
Italians  in  Connecticut,  the  names  of  historical  societies  in  the 
State,  the  value  of  books,  recipes  in  which  beer  was  used  for 
cooking,  early  jewelry,  migrations  to  Illinois,  Michigan  and  Wis- 
consin, and  the  account  of  the  celebration  at  Meriden,  March  7, 
i860  when  Abraham  Lincoln  visited  there.  This  multiplied  by 
12  would  give  a fairly  accurate  picture  of  service  of  this  kind 
supplied  during  the  year.  That  it  is  of  value  is  evidenced  in  our 
files  by  the  many  replies  received  in  appreciation,  by  published 
acknowledgements  in  books  and  by  the  extraordinarily  large 
number  of  new  members  from  out  of  state.

Time  consuming  yet  important  in  our  efforts  to  make  the  li- 
brary efficient,  has  been  the  constant  shifting  of  our  collection 
to  take  care  of  catalogued  materials.  Another  long  overdue 
project  was  shifting  four  secretaries  in  our  stack  and  placing 
them  back  to  back  rather  than  facing  each  other.  This  did  away 
with  an  aisle  so  narrow  that  it  was  useless  and  permitted  cleaning, 
which  apparently  had  long  been  impossible.  Among  the  things 
discovered  was  an  oil  on  canvas  portrait  of  John  Bonner  (1693-?) 
which  our  records  state  was  ‘‘mislaid  or  lost.”  Also  found  was  a 
delightful  primitive  oil  on  canvas  of  a boy  and  girl  dressed  in 
pre-Revolutionary  costumes.  Of  it,  we  find  no  record  at  all. 

Oversize  books  have  been  finally  shelved  separately,  several

hundred  leather  bindings  have  received  oiling  and  our  classifi- 
cation numbers  have  been  shellacked,  aiding  in  their  preservation. 
The  trusty  vacuum  cleaner  has  as  usual  been  used  to  good  ad- 
vantage. For  the  first  time  since  the  war  our  binding  of  news- 
papers is  current,  half  of  our  periodicals  have  been  done  and  we 
are  now  starting  on  rebinding  much  used  books  from  the  read- 
ing room.  In  all,  12  volumes  of  newspapers  were  bound,  50  books 
and  a like  number  of  periodicals.  We  have  also  had  ten  protective 
cases  made  for  valuable  pamphlets  and  books,  a dozen  maps  and 
engravings  mounted  and  placed  in  a folio  volume  and  about  30 
prints  matted  for  preservation.  There  is  much  more  to  do,  but 
everything  done  is  a step  nearer  where  an  anticipated  budget 
account  will  keep  the  collection  in  fair  condition. 

It  has  been  intimated  previously  that  the  newspaper  storage 
problem  was  rapidly  approaching  a crisis.  The  two  rooms  used 
for  this  purpose  were  considered  full  ten  years  ago,  and  since 
then  we  have  added  annually  a minimum  of  twelve  volumes  of 
local  papers  and  have  also  secured  several  long  runs  of  older 
papers.  Recent  gifts  of  books  for  sale,  amounting  to  nearly  1,000 
volumes  have  also  been  stored  in  these  rooms.  As  a result,  there 
was  no  continuity  of  arrangement  and  it  was  often  difficult  to 
locate  desired  volumes.  The  more  recent  years  were  stacked  in 
piles  containing  anywhere  from  eight  to  twelve  volumes. 

To  remedy  this  problem,  we  have  cleaned  one  alcove  that 
was  piled  high  with  books.  Many  of  these  were  damaged  by  water 
years  ago,  were  in  hopeless  condition,  and  so  two  and  one  half 
tons  were  sold  for  waste  paper.  Others  proved  to  be  duplicates 
and  some  not  suited  to  our  collection,  and  were  consequently 
eligible  for  disposal.  Sufficient  funds  were  secured  in  this  process 
to  erect  proper  shelving  for  flat  storage,  two  volumes  to  a shelf, 
to  shelve  432  volumes  or  36  years  of  both  Hartford  papers.  This 
relieves  the  pressure  temporarily  but  above  all,  saves  the  bindings 
and  makes  the  papers  easily  accessible.  Moreover,  nearly  a third 
of  the  floor  space  in  the  first  room  is  now  usable  for  other  pur- 
poses and  we  propose  to  construct  adequate  storage  facilities  for 
our  paintings. 

Accessions  worthy  of  particular  mention  include  a set  of  the 
Walpole  Society  Year  Booths,  a gift  of  Mr.  Morgan  B.  Brainard. 
These  are  of  particular  interest  to  us  for  they  contain  so  many 
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articles  of  Connecticut  interest,  information  obtainable  nowhere 
else. 

An  extremely  fortunate  purchase  of  old  newspapers  augmented 
our  newspaper  collection  with  the  addition  of  230  issues  of  The 
Norwich  Packet,  November-December  1801,  Norwich  True  Re- 
publican 1804-1805  and  the  Windham  Herald  181 1-1815.  Files  of 
all  these  papers  during  these  years  are  very  scattered.  Our  file  is 
now  the  most  complete  one  and  logically  so,  due  to  our  large 
collection  of  18th  and  early  19th  century  Connecticut  news- 
papers. 

Mr.  Samuel  St.  John  Morgan  has  continued  his  generous  gifts 
of  Kellogg  lithographs  to  the  collection  now  bearing  his  name. 
Last  year  he  presented  61  examples  and  this  year  108  more.

We  have  had  only  one  major  exhibition,  though  for  the  ma- 
jority of  the  meetings  there  has  been  a special  case  connected  with 
the  program  of  the  evening.  In  connection  with  the  visit  of  the 
Freedom  Train  to  Hartford,  we  had  an  exhibition  of  Connecticut 
freedom  documents.  This  remained  on  exhibition  for  a month 
and  attracted  many  people.  The  newspapers  gave  us  favorable 
publicity,  including  an  editorial,  which  I believe  promises  suc- 
cess for  future  endeavors. 

A number  of  paintings  have  received  needed  attention  both 
as  a result  of  gifts  and  our  own  budget  account.  It  has  recently 
been  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  miniature  of  Silas  Deane, 
which  was  purchased  by  the  Society  in  December,  1937,  is  the 
work  of  Charles  Willson  Peale.  This  of  course  adds  considerably 
to  its  interest  and  value.  We  have  also  determined  that  the  minia- 
ture of  Jesse  Deane,  secured  at  the  same  time,  is  by  Peter  Verstille, 
of  Wethersfield.  A pastel  of  Jared  Goodrich  (1769-1804),  received 
in  January  1918  from  the  estate  of  Mary  K.  Talcott,  is  believed 
to  be  by  James  Sharpies.  An  oil  on  panel  by  Jared  Bradley  Flagg 
when  17  years  old  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Amy  W.  Jamieson,  of 
Longmeadow,  Massachusetts.  It  is  important  for  it  is  the  earliest 
known  work  of  this  prolific  local  artist.  We  have  also  discovered 
that  the  painting  of  Washington  College,  c.  1842,  was  done  by 
William  D.  Lincoln,  a carriage  painter.  It  was  presented  in  1886 
by  friends  of  Mrs.  F.  R.  S.  Lincoln,  widow  of  the  artist.  The 
long  hours  spent  by  Miss  Monson  on  our  early  records  were  in- 
strumental in  bringing  this  information  to  light. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Armstrong  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and 
knowledge  in  aiding  us  to  prepare  a complete  catalogue  of  our 
furniture  collection.  This  has  long  been  needed  and  with  records 
discovered  by  Miss  Monson,  who  has  worked  now  nearly  two 
years,  we  are  gradually  assigning  pieces  to  recorded  informa- 
tion, particularly  where  tags  have  been  lost  or  become  so  faint 
they  can  no  longer  be  deciphered. 
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Plain  housekeeping  in  this  department,  such  as  spraying  with 
moth  solution,  vacuuming,  placing  of  camphor  in  the  silver  case 
to  retard  tarnish,  polishing  and  oiling  of  wooden  objects  and 
metallic  pieces,  has  also  consumed  much  time.  In  addition,  Mr. 
B.  F.  Hubbell  has  cleaned  and  replaced  certain  missing  parts 
on  a window  leading  machine  made  originally  by  Edward  White 
at  London,  July  26,  1717.  He  is  at  present  occupied  in  cleaning 
our  gun  collection  in  preparation  for  installing  it  in  a case.  Also 
of  great  help  has  been  Mr.  Newton  C.  Brainard’s  cleaning  and 
oiling  of  many  of  our  early  swords.  It  is  a revelation  how  much 
can  be  and  is  needed  here.  We  can  never  do  all  that  is  necessary 
and  yet  in  many  cases,  such  as  these  mentioned,  members  and 
friends  can  be  of  great  service. 

Editor 

Again  our  released  publications  are  confined  to  the  quarterly 
Bulletin  and  Annual  Report.  Demand  for  the  Bulletin  has  ex- 
hausted the  supply  of  two  recent  numbers  so  that  we  have  had  to 
increase  the  edition.  This  I think  is  very  encouraging  and  note- 
worthy. The  Beckley  Genealogy  is  due  and  may  be  ready  for  dis- 
tribution before  this  report  is  printed.  The  same  is  the  case  with 
Volume  25  of  our  Collections , now  at  the  bindery.  Volume  26  of 
this  series  is  progressing,  index  to  the  Saybroo\  Vital  Records 
has  been  approved  and  we  are  preparing  copy  for  the  publication 
of  Mr.  Bates’  Chec\  List  of  18th  Century  Connecticut  Broad - 
sides. 

The  Annual  Report  is  apparently  being  read  by  members  and 
friends,  for  many  comment  on  it  and  ask  for  things  mentioned 
therein.  The  edition  of  recent  years  is  practically  exhausted  and 
that  of  1946,  in  which  was  listed  our  publications  for  sale,  has 
long  since  been  out  of  print.  Again  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Henry 
A.  Castle  for  assistance  in  reading  proof  on  various  of  our  pro- 
jected publications.  Without  his  help  we  would  be  hard  pressed 
to  keep  abreast  of  our  printers. 

Newspaper  publicity  has  been  extensive  this  year,  with  not 
only  accounts  of  meetings  and  exhibitions  but  also  excerpts  from 
the  Bulletin.  Antiques  Magazine  reprinted  in  its  entirety  die 
article  on  Sunflower  Chests,  the  State  and  Local  History  News 
and  the  Library  Journal  both  announced  our  cataloguing  grant

and  periodic  discoveries  and  announcements  have  appeared 
throughout  the  State.  Your  librarian  has  talked  to  eleven  or- 
ganizations, made  three  appearances  on  the  radio,  and  we  have 
entertained  a number  of  classes  in  the  museum. 

Our  expenses  have  increased  like  everyone  else's,  some  of  them 
out  of  proportion  to  past  experience.  The  orderly  buying  and 
replacement  of  certain  supplies  was  disrupted  during  the  war. 
Unfortunately  during  those  years  no  provision  was  made  to  set 
aside  money  earmarked  for  these  purposes.  We  did  for  the 
restoration  of  paintings  and  we  are  still  reaping  the  benefits. 
As  a result,  we  entered  the  year  1946-7  with  no  Bulletin  or 
Annual  Report  envelopes,  no  window  envelopes  for  bills  and 
with  a depleted  stock  of  bill  heads.  Already  a quantity  of  Treas- 
urer’s envelopes  for  inclusion  with  this  year’s  bills  has  taken  a 
third  of  our  budget  for  supplies.  We  have  to  be  extremely  care- 
ful just  to  stay  near  the  appropriation.  With  the  funds  available 
we  have  attempted  to  build  up  a working  margin  for  safety  and 
resulting  saving  in  unit  costs.  This,  however,  is  most  difficult  and 
far  from  completed.  Specifically,  in  1944  and  1945  we  spent  only 
$87  of  a budgeted  S300.  We  now  must  make  this  up  from  current 
appropriations  and  contend  with  increases  of  more  than  100%. 

Until  such  time  as  money,  space  and  supplies  are  adequate, 
much  that  wre  do  must  be  termed  temporary  measures.  We  can 
not  provide  solutions  without  proper  space,  materials  and  funds 
with  which  to  work.  For  example,  in  cataloguing,  we  have 
found  many  volumes  badly  in  need  of  rebinding  or  protective 
cases.  We  have  placed  some  in  cartons  and  wrapped  others  in 
paper,  but  we  are  only  postponing  what  must  be  done  when 
funds  are  available. 

We  have  some  60  roll  maps  and  though  we  fashioned  a rack  to 
store  them  so  they  may  be  protected  from  crushing,  we  still  have 
not  solved  the  problem  of  preservation.  When  unrolled  for  use, 
disintegration  of  old  paper  is  hastened.  No  matter  what  care  is 
taken,  tears  occur  and  dust  collects.  All  rolled  objects  need  to  be 
flattened,  mounted  on  linen  and  secured  in  heavy  folio  binders. 
Each  map  costs  $10  and  up  depending  on  size. 

We  have  more  than  100  large  prints,  many  unframed.  With 
space  at  such  a premium,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  work 
out  a solution  wherebv  folders  in  various  sizes  can  be  stored  flat.

We  need  not  only  flat  storage  space  but  also  reference  space. 
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Many  of  these  should  be  matted  to  discourage  curling  and  pre- 
vent minor  tears  when  handled.  Those  that  are  framed  need  to 
be  stored  nearly  perpendicular  to  prevent  breakage  of  glass  and 
must  also  be  protected  from  dust,  which  is  a major  problem 
here  and  for  which  there  is  no  real  solution  in  this  type  of 
building.  We  have  rigged  up  a rack  on  wheels  for  this  purpose 
to  facilitate  handling,  but  where  are  we  going  to  put  it?  Usable 
floor  space  in  our  stack  is  so  limited  that  even  3x8  feet  is  next  to 
impossible  to  And  and  additional  weight  can  not  be  placed 
there  without  dangerously  overloading  the  floor. 

Smaller  prints  fit  our  print  boxes.  Unfortunately  we  only  have 
four,  and  we  have  several  hundred  prints  which  are  carefully 
wrapped  awaiting  the  return  of  boxes.  They  used  to  cost  around 
$3.00  each.  Now  they  are  non-existent  and  plywood  is  so  expen- 
sive we  cannot  even  make  them. 

Manuscript  collections  acquired  recently  are  in  many  instances 
still  crated  because  we  do  not  have  filing  boxes  or  shelf  space  for 
them.  In  order  to  shelve  something,  something  else  must  be  re- 
moved. We  have  made  much  space  through  weeding  out  of 
useless  material,  but  we  also  have  discovered  much  which,  in  our 
opinion,  should  be  on  our  shelves  that  had  been  relegated  to  the 
cellar  or  boxed  for  storage.  Consequently,  the  overall  saving  has 
not  been  large  and  we  face  the  future  with  increasing  difficulties. 

Museum  storage  and  display  is  deplorable.  We  have  no  pro- 
visions to  control  natural  light,  and  as  a result  we  have  bleach- 
ing, burning  and  cracking  of  woods  resulting  from  exposure. 
Humidity  control  is  a serious  problem,  and  for  lack  of  it  our 
furniture  and  canvases  are  undergoing  constant  swelling  and 
shrinkage.  This  loosens  glue  and  flakes  paint.  The  lack  or  excess 
of  humidity  is  also  very  bad  for  the  paper  and  leather  of  our 
books.  This  problem  is  particularly  acute  in  respect  to  so-called 
modern  paper  and  leather  which  is  made  to  sell,  rather  than  last. 
I am  not  implying  that  our  earlier  books  do  not  need  the  pro- 
tection; they  do,  but  even  volumes  200  to  500  years  old  are  in 
better  condition,  even  in  our  poor  storage,  than  many  that  have 
recently  appeared. 

Some  may  ask:  why  do  you  insist  this  is  such  a pressing  prob- 
lem ? The  reason  is  that  it  has  existed  too  long  and  the  problem 
is  either,  or  else.  In  short,  damage  beyond  reasonable  repair  will 
cost  a great  deal  more  than  facilities  for  proper  maintenance.  The

beautiful  Mitchell  highboy  suffered  bad  cracks  on  the  end  boards 
due  to  shrinkage,  the  back  boards  once  flush  now  have  a gap 
inch  wide,  and  every  chair  in  the  reading  room  must  be  reglued. 
This  damage  we  can  see  and  how  much  more  that  time  alone  will 
disclose,  is  a very  serious  matter  whose  immediate  solution  is  im- 
perative. A humidifier  must  be  secured  somehow  to  help  boost 
the  humidity,  especially  in  the  winter  months.  With  our  tight 
budget,  even  this  expenditure  will  sorely  tax  us. 

The  display  cases  here,  with  but  few  exceptions,  are  museum 
pieces  themselves.  They  have  no  provision  for  lighting,  are  largely 
waste  space,  leak  dust  badly  and  can  be  easily  opened.  Cases  can 
be  bought  which,  with  slight  alteration  and  additions  of  locks, 
would  provide  adequate  display  and  storage  in  the  same  unit. 
With  modern  plastics,  light  can  be  brought  'from  outside  sources 
to  eliminate  increases  in  temperature  and  certain  other  plastics 
may  be  introduced  to  filter  damaging  rays.  For  many  years  we 
have  been  hesitant  to  purchase  cases  because  we  hoped  for  a new 
building.  My  feeling  is  to  make  the  best  with  what  we  have. 
Suitable  cases  can  always  be  used  regardless  of  the  type  of 
quarters  we  may  have  eventually.  I believe  $300  would  purchase 
a pair  of  store  show-cases  five  feet  in  length  which  would  pro- 
vide almost  the  same  display  area  as  the  ones  in  use,  save  21 
square  feet  in  floor  space  and  give  us  considerable  storage  space 
in  addition.  The  Founders  and  Patriots  have  promised  $150  of 
this  amount.  The  remainder  ought  to  be  raised  somehow. 

We  have  mentioned  this  before  but  it  bears  repeating.  Main- 
tenance expenses  of  this  institution  will  continue  to  grow.  To 
keep  an  antique  tall  clock  in  operating  condition  costs  an  average 
of  $25  a year.  This  provides  for  regular  cleaning,  repairs  as  needed 
and  maintenance  of  its  case  in  good  condition.  A piece  of  fur- 
niture, provided  it  is  received  in  sound  condition,  costs  anywhere 
from  $1  a year  and  up  depending  on  size.  Upholstery  must  be 
sprayed  periodically  with  moth  preventative,  it  must  be  cleaned 
with  a vacuum  and  the  wood  oiled.  There  also  should  be  a reserve 
accumulated  for  repairs  which  become  necessary  from  time  to 
time  such  as  regluing,  the  cause  of  which  we  mentioned  else- 
where. 

Just  the  mere  acquisition  of  an  article  is  expensive  for  it  must 
be  marked  and  have  cards  made  indicating  location,  donor,  type 
of  article  and  numerical  list.  A book  also  bears  a direct  relation 
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to  our  expenses.  The  cataloguing,  including  typing  of  all  added 
entries  (anywhere  from  three  to  a dozen  or  more)  and  time 
required  in  checking  to  determine  its  position  in  the  collection, 
can  cost  anywhere  from  fifty  cents  to  several  dollars.  And  that 
is  not  all;  for  the  volume  must  be  marked,  shelved  and  dusted 
occasionally.  On  top  of  that,  if  a pamphlet,  it  may  need  boxing, 
casing  or  merely  an  envelope,  which  costs  only  a few  cents  up  to 
$10  and  more. 

For  manuscripts,  the  maintenance  is  considerably  more  than 
for  a book.  First,  the  cataloguing  is  very  expensive  because  of  the 
time  required  in  sorting,  mounting,  boxing  or  other  method  of 
preservation.  A map,  photograph  or  print  initially  costs  at  least  a 
dollar  for  a mat  to  protect  it  when  handled.  On  top  of  that,  cata- 
loguing costs  are  comparable  to  a book  and  storage  costs  are  a 
great  deal  more.  Boxes  that  hold  30  prints  formerly  cost  from 
$3  to  $4,  or  roughly  ten  cents  a print,  but  since  the  war  they  have 
not  been  available. 

A portrait  costs  about  $5  annually,  which  should  be  spent  in 
regular  treatment  to  preserve  the  life  of  the  paint  and  canvas. 
If  proper  care  had  been  taken  in  the  past  this  figure  might  be 
lower,  for  I am  including  a large  percentage  for  cleaning  and 
restoration  that  would  decrease  the  longer  the  collection  is  main- 
tained properly.  In  comparison  with  other  institutions,  this  figure 
is  very  low.  One  national  gallery  insists  on  $500  endowment  for 
every  painting.  It  is  mentioned  merely  to  illustrate  that  we  are 
not  alone  in  emphasizing  maintenance  costs. 

These  figures  are  a revelation,  aren’t  they?  Everything  we 
have  in  the  library  and  museum  has  a definite  relation  to  our 
annual  expenses.  I hope  that  all  of  you  will  give  this  problem 
the  benefit  of  your  thought.  We  need  money,  a great  deal  of 
money,  for  the  proper  maintenance  and  preservation  of  our 
library  and  museum.  You  will  note  I haven't  said  a word  about 
a building.  That  is  another  problem  for  which  there  is  no  near 
solution  without  more  money.  In  short,  we  must  all  keep  in 
mind  the  needs  of  our  Society,  contribute  items  in  accord  with 
our  aims,  encourage  others  to  become  members  and  be  as  gen- 
erous as  possible  to  this  institution  which  is  doing  so  much  with 
so  little. 

In  closing,  I can  only  repeat  what  I have  said  in  each  pro- 
ceeding report.  For  any  progress  made  in  the  arrangement  and 
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preservation  of  our  collection,  many  deserve  credit.  Never  before 
have  so  many  evidenced  such  an  active  interest  in  our  affairs.  Mr. 
H.  H.  Armstrong  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  the  descrip- 
tion and  cataloguing  of  our  museum  furniture;  Mr.  Alden  E. 
Bailey  has  continued  his  valuable  service  as  curator  of  our  numis- 
matic collection;  Miss  Eleanor  Ferguson  and  Miss  Mary  G. 
Waterman  have  done  most  of  the  alphabetizing  and  filing  of 
cards  in  the  catalogue;  Miss  Stella  E.  Monson  is  still  searching 
our  earlier  records  to  tie  in  with  objects  unidentified;  and  Mr. 
Kendall  P.  Hayward  has  typed  cemetery  inscriptions  from  slips 
written  on  poor  paper.  Mr.  Hubbell’s  and  Mr.  Brainard’s  work 
on  museum  articles  have  been  a great  help.  Our  task  has  been 
much  lighter  because  of  all  this,  and  to  say  I’m  grateful  is  a 
decided  understatement.  This  Society  belongs  to  Connecticut  and 
those  of  us  who  are  privileged  to  assist  in  its  affairs  are  only  as- 
suring the  preservation  of  Connecticut’s  heritage.  My  thanks  may 
be  small  indeed,  but  the  satisfaction  gained  is  sufficient  reward 
to  all  of  us. 

The  counsel,  friendship  and  confidence  of  the  various  officers 
in  the  Society  is  inspiring.  President  Waterman  has  untiringly 
striven  to  solve  our  numerous  problems.  Mr.  N.  C.  Brainard,  as 
always,  has  been  most  generous  and  helpful  in  so  many  ways 
that  space  does  not  permit  their  enumeration.  Mr.  Hickmott, 
our  Treasurer,  is  taking  an  active  part  in  our  financial  problems. 
The  various  committee  chairman  have  been  most  active  and 
helpful,  especially  Dr.  Adams  who  has  arranged  our  monthly 
programs.  Despite  competition  from  symphony  programs,  Army 
day  parade,  Foreign  Policy  Association  meetings,  and  storms,  at- 
tendance at  meetings  this  last  year  was  380,  nearly  fifty  more 
than  the  preceeding  record  breaking  year.  To  these  and  others 
we  are  deeply  grateful.  Without  their  wholehearted  cooperation, 
this  report  could  not  be  possible.  The  Misses  Hoxie,  Parsons,  and 
Ellis  have  all  been  loyal  and  efficient  in  their  duties  and  their 
roles  are  important.  I am  indebted  and  indeed  fortunate  to  have 
been  a part  of  this  organization  for  the  last  ten  years.

Report  of  President 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  the  Town  of  Columbia  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  adjoining  the  Hebron  town  line,  lies  a sparsely 
settled  tract  of  land  of  about  eight  hundred  and  eleven  and  three- 
quarters  acres  which  is  known  as  Welles  Woods,  and  was  part 
of  the  Great  Lebanon  Farms. 

The  northern  part  of  the  Town  of  Lebanon  was  called  Lebanon 
Crank,  because  of  the  shape  of  the  boundaries  of  that  area,  and  it 
was  here  that  William  Clark  of  Northampton,  Massachusetts  and 
Deacon  Josiah  Dewey  made,  2 May  1700,  The  Clark  and  Dewey 
Purchase  which  comprised  most  of  this  section,  in  a far  corner  of 
which  was  the  site  of  the  future  Welles  Woods.  The  “Second 
Thursday  of  May  AD  1804”,  Lebanon  Crank,  by  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, was  set  apart  from  the  Town  of  Lebanon  and  incorporated 
as  the  Town  of  Columbia.  The  Land  Records  of  Columbia,  prior 
to  the  incorporation,  are  found  in  the  records  of  the  Town  of 
Lebanon,  and  the  earliest  Probate  Records,  prior  to  June  2,  1826, 
are  in  the  Windham  Probate  District. 

Welles  Woods,  so  called,  bore  that  name,  according  to  the 
Minutes  of  the  Columbia  Town  Meetings,  as  early  as  the  year 
1812,  and  probably  much  earlier.  Until  1816,  when  it  was  made 
the  Southwest  School  District,  Welles  Woods  was  an  unbroken 
forest,  owned  by  Hannah  Jones  Taylor  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
It  is  a pleasant  land,  still  well  timbered,  and  in  it  is  found  the 
small  and  beautiful  Lake  Williams.  The  present  occupants  on 
the  scattered  farms  are  mostly  of  Polish  descent. 

The  “Deserted  Village”,  a poem  by  Oliver  Goldsmith,  gives 
a suggestive  picture  of  this  settlement  of  Welles  Woods  where 
can  be  seen  the  cellar-holes  of  some  twelve  houses,  many  still 
filled  with  debris.  These  houses  must  have  been  substantial  struc- 
tures for  their  remaining  foundations  were  made  of  Urge,  hand- 
cut  blocks  of  granite  which  weigh  from  two  to  three  tons  each. 
No  evidence  of  a local  cemetery  is  shown,  burials  must  have  been 
made  in  small,  private  family  lots.  Near  one  old  foundation  is 
such  a burial  plot  which  contains  four  gravestones,  each  to  the 
memory  of  a member  of  the  Root  family.  Of  course  there  was 
the  schoolhouse  which,  together  with  the  salary  of  the  teacher, 
was  supported  by  the  community.  At  a Town  Meeting  held  2 
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Nov.  1829,  it  was  voted  “to  accept  the  Road  from  the  schoolhouse 
in  the  Woods  District  to  the  Tuttle  Road  so  called”. 

The  votes  passed  in  Town  Meeting,  between  the  years  1812  to 
1829,  relative  to  Welles  Woods,  were  all  concerning  roads.  This 
is  perfectly  understandable  in  the  present  case  where  the  settlers 
were  obliged  to  open  up  virgin  forest.  In  one  case,  2 Oct.  1820, 
it  was  decided  “that  the  Weblers  & other  Persons  living  in  the 
Welles  Woods  work  out  their  highway  tax  on  the  Road  where 
they  Live”.  The  petition  of  Jabez  Fuller  and  others,  5 Nov.  1821, 
for  a road  through  Welles  Woods  to  Hebron  was  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Selectmen;  8 April  1822,  the  Selectmen  were  author- 
ized to  lay  out  such  a road;  6 May  1822,  the  report  — or  rather 
plan  — for  the  road  was  accepted;  and,  4 Oct.  1824,  the  completed 
road  was  accepted  — three  years,  short  one  month.  It  was  a time 
when  such  chores  as  roadmaking  were  done  when  it  did  not 
interfere  with  husbandry. 

Agriculture  was,  of  course,  the  principal  occupation  of  these 
people,  but,  in  these  times,  it  was  a rare  community  which  did 
not  have  at  least  one  mill  or  some  other  form  of  manufacturing. 
Here,  where  wood  wTas  plentiful,  there  was  a spoke  factory  which 
prospered  for  some  years,  but  of  which  nothing  more  is  known. 

Samuel4  Welles  (1689-1770),  Merchant,  of  Boston,  wTas  a great- 
grandson  of  Governor  Thomas  Welles  of  Wethersfield,  Connecti- 
cut. He  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1707,  and  married,  at 
Boston,  15  Sept.  1719,  Abigail  Arnold  of  that  city.  He  settled  in 
Boston,  and  died  there  in  1770.  His  two  sons,  Samuel  and  Arnold, 
both  graduated  from  Harvard  College,  and  each,  on  entrance, 
was  at  the  head  of  his  class  because  of  his  social  position.  In  those 
days,  the  student  was  ranked,  not  in  alphabetical  order  but  accord- 
ing to  the  social  status  of  his  family. 

Ownership  and  speculation  in  land  was  a principal  form  of 
investment,  and  the  records  show  that  the  Welles  family  was 
wealthy  and  large  investors  in  real  estate.  The  inventory  of  the 
Estate  of  Samuel"  Welles,  appraised  3 Oct.  1801,  shows  1,058 
acres  and  additional  tract  in  Mansfield,  50  acres  and  additional 
tract  in  Windham  and  Lebanon,  600  acres  and  5 tracts  of  wood- 
land in  Lebanon,  223  acres  and  tract  of  woodland  in  Hebron, 
291  acres  and  tract  “between  the  Main  Street  & the  River”  in 
Glastonbury,  and  a lot  in  East  Haddam,  amounting  in  value  to

$84,295.98,  and  “being  two-third  parts  thereof  in  common  & un- 
divided with  Arnold*1  Welles,  Esquire  of  Boston”. 

25  May  1808,  the  brothers  Arnold'1  Welles  and  John*  Welles, 
merchants  of  Boston,  and  sons  of  Arnold0  Welles,  conveyed  by 
Quit  Claim  deed,  their  two-thirds  interest  in  the  tract  of  81 1 3/4 
acres  known  as  Welles  Woods  to  their  sister,  Hannah  Jones6  Tay- 
lor, who,  on  4 June  1818,  having  acquired  the  remaining  one- 
third  interest,  conveyed  the  entire  property  to  her  brother  Johnb 
Welles.  John,  from  1820  to  1850,  sold  parts  of  this  tract,  no  doubt 
at  a profit,  to  purchasers  of  the  name  of  Webler,  Fitch,  Brewster, 
Root,  Robinson,  Townsend,  and  others.  A map  of  the  Town  of 
Columbia,  printed  in  1869,  shows  the  location  of  the  residences 
of  twenty-one  persons  in  the  Welles  Woods  section.  Welles  Woods 
now  looks  to  the  future. 

The  Society  continues  to  gain  in  its  membership,  not  as  much 
as  it  should,  and  perhaps  not  as  much  as  the  present  members 
can  bring  about.  A large  and  active  group  is  vital  to  the  life  of  a 
Society  such  as  ours.  We  have  much  to  offer  to  those  who  may 
• be  interested  in  history,  biography,  and  genealogy,  and  this,  with 
the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society,  should  prove  of  interest  to 
many,  provided  it  is  called  to  their  attention.  I would  urge  that 
you  make  every  effort  to  add  many  more  to  our  enrollment.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year,  wre  have  lost  12  by  death  and  7 by  resignation, 
and  at  the  same  time  have  added  48  new  members,  a net  gain 
of  29.  The  present  membership  is  593,  and  is  composed  as  follows:

This  room, 
the  entrance  to  which  is  from  Prospect  Street,  is  large,  well  lighted, 
and  has  an  excellent  projector  and  screen  for  use  in  illustrated 
lectures.  In  addition,  the  room  has  facilities  for  serving  light  re- 
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freshments,  and  this  has  been  made  a feature  following  each 
meeting.  Why  not  bring  your  friends  to  these  meetings?  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  having  the  following  speakers  during  the  year:

It  is  not  generally  known  that  this  Society  is  dependent  for  its 
operating  expenses  on  the  income  from  an  endowment  of  only 
$224,572.05  and  the  membership  dues.  The  income  from  these 
two  sources,  for  the  past  year,  amounted  to  $11,887.41.  The  same 
story  of  inadequate  means  applies  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Library,  the  endowment  of  which  is  the  modest  sum  of  $53, 
996.00. 

The  problem  how  to  pay  proper  salaries  to  the  staff  of  two 
persons,  render  the  service  we  should  to  the  public,  keep  the  rooms 
of  the  Society  clean  and  in  order,  and  have  the  Library  abreast 
of  the  times  by  the  purchase  of  essential  books,  on  our  present 
income,  is  one  which  calls  for  the  wisdom  of  a Solomon.  By  this 
I do  not  suggest  retrogression.  The  affairs  of  the  Society  are  dis- 
tinctly progressing  in  spite  of  handicaps,  but,  as  we  look  into 
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the  future,  it  is  abundantly  apparent  that  a greatly  increased 
endowment  is  essential,  if  the  Society  is  to  fulfill  its  mission  of 
preservation  of  the  history  of  Connecticut. 

The  report  which  the  Treasurer  will  shortly  present  to  you 
is  one  in  which  we  can  all  take  pride,  and  it  reflects  the  thought 
and  care  given  to  the  finances  of  the  Society  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  of  which  the  Treasurer  is  a member.  All  securities, 
including  those  of  building  funds  and  other  special  funds,  show 
an  excess  of  market  value  over  book  value  of  $127, 965.89.  The 
Society  has  been  a faithful  steward  over  that  which  has  been 
given  to  it,  which  should  be  an  assurance  to  those  who  may  be 
minded  to  assist  it  by  further  gifts.

Admiral  Frank  Thornton  Arms 

Rear  Admiral  Frank  Thornton  Arms,  U.S.N.  (retired)  died  at 
his  home  in  New  London,  Connecticut,  18  April  1948.  He  was 
eighty-one  years  old,  and  had  been  retired  some  twenty-three 
years. 

He  was  born  in  New  London  9 December  1866,  a son  of  Frank 
H.  Arms,  a Paymaster  in  the  Navy,  whose  wife  was  Grace  Turner. 
He  was  much  interested  in  ancestry,  and  came  of  old  Connecticut 
stock. 

He  was  educated  at  the  Episcopal  Academy  in  Cheshire,  Con- 
necticut; in  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire;  St. 
John’s  College,  Annapolis,  Maryland;  and  in  Johns  Hopkins 
University. 

He  entered  the  Navy  as  a Paymaster’s  Clerk  in  1886.  In  1892 
he  was  commissioned  Assistant  Paymaster,  in  1898,  Paymaster, 
in  1905  Pay  Inspector,  and  in  1914,  Pay  Director.  In  1924,  he  was 
made  Rear  Admiral.  He  served  during  the  Spanish  War  and 
World  War  I.  His  last  sea  duty  was  as  Paymaster  of  the  Atlantic 
Fleet  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut. 

He  was  a member  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club,  the  Mayflower 
Society,  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Military  Order 
of  the  Spanish  American  War,  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars, 
the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  and  of  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars. 

In  January  1906,  he  married  Grace  Kingsbury.  He  is  survived 
by  a daughter,  Mrs.  Grace  K.  A.  Donnel,  Jr.,  and  by  two  grand- 
children. 


Mrs.  L.  Corrie  Austin  Beutel 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Frederick  Beutel,  of  Hollywood,  California, 
has  been  reported,  but  no  data  for  a biographical  sketch  are  in 
hand.  She  was  admitted  to  the  Society  April  5,  1938.  It  is  hoped 
an  adequate  sketch  may  be  presented  later. 
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Judge  John  Richard  Booth 

Judge  John  Richard  Booth,  of  Danbury,  a Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court,  an  ex-ofhcio  member  of  the  Society,  died  October  21,  1942. 

George  Clarke  Bryant 

Judge  George  Clarke  Bryant,  of  Ansonia,  Connecticut,  died 
August  28, 1947,  at  t^ie  Lake  Placid  Club,  Lake  Placid,  New  York, 
at  the  age  of  seventy-five.  He  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society 
4 January  1921. 

Judge  Bryant  was  an  authority  on  the  history  of  Ansonia  and 
the  neighborhood,  and  on  the  genealogy  of  the  old  families  of 
that  part  of  Connecticut.  He  had  compiled  a Genealogy  of  the 
George  Clark  family  of  Milford,  which,  edited  by  Donald  L. 
Jacobus,  was  published  posthumously. 

He  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1895,  and  from  the 
Yale  Law  School  in  1897.  He  was  Judge  of  the  Ansonia  local 
Court  from  1897  to  1911.  He  was  active  in  the  social  and  business 
life  of  his  community.  He  was  President  of  the  Ansonia  National 
Bank;  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Farrel-Birmingham  Company 
of  Ansonia;  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Ansonia  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

He  married  Florence  Adele  Farrel,  who  survives  him,  as  do  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Albert  S.  Redway,  of  New  Haven,  sons  Geoffrey, 
of  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  Roland,  of  Boston,  and  Norman,  of  New 
Haven,  and  by  eight  grandchildren. 

George  Harry  Cohen 

George  Harry  Cohen,  a prominent  lawyer  of  Hartford,  died  at 
the  Hartford  Hospital  February  23,  1949.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
Society  March  7,  1922. 

He  was  born  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  February  5,  1892,  a son 
of  Abraham  L.  and  Sarah  (Grodjiensky)  Cohen,  immigrants 
from  Russia.  He  was  graduated  with  the  B.A.  degree  from  Trinity 
College  in  1911  with  Honors  in  Classical  and  in  Modern  Lan- 
guages, and  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  received  the  M.A. 
degree  from  Yale  in  1912,  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  1914,  and  the 
LL.B.  degree  in  1917.  He  was  an  extraordinarily  brilliant  student, 
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especially  perhaps,  in  languages,  and  made  a record  as  a student 
seldom  excelled. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Connecticut  Bar  in  1917,  and  practised 
in  Hartford  with  his  brother,  Naaman  Cohen,  as  a member  of 
the  firm  of  Cohen  and  Cohen.  He  was  a special  assistant  U.  S. 
Attorney  from  1919  to  1921  and  in  1936;  Assistant  U.  S.  Attorney 
from  1921  to  1936,  and  United  States  Attorney  in  1934.  He  wras 
Editor  of  the  Connecticut  State  Bar  Journal , 1935  to  1944.  He 
entered  as  a private  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  1917,  and  was  discharged 
as  a First  Lieutenant  in  1918.  He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford, 
the  Connecticut,  and  the  American  Bar  Association.  He  was  a 
Mason,  a member  of  the  American  Numismatics  Association,  of 
the  American  Philological  Association,  and  of  Alpha  Mu  Sigma. 

August  25,  1931,  he  married  Pauline  Kaufman. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Dermott  Conning 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Dermott  Conning,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Society  December  1,  1931,  died  at  her  home  in  West  Hartford 
November  13,  1948.  She  was  the  wife  of  William  S.  Conning,  a 
well-knowrn  broker,  since  deceased,  in  Hartford.  She  was  born 
in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  but  the  family  had  lived  in  Hartford  for  forty- 
five  years. 

She  was  active  in  the  social  and  political  life  of  Hartford.  She 
was  a charter  member  of  the  Town  and  County  Club;  a Direc- 
tor of  the  City  Mission  Society;  a Director  of  the  Hartford  Chap- 
ter of  the  American  Red  Cross;  a member  of  the  Travelers’  Aid 
Society;  a member  of  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Greater 
Hartford  Community  Chest;  and  had  served  for  eight  years  as 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  West  Hartford  Republican  Town  Com- 
mittee. 

She  was  survived  by  her  husband  since  deceased;  by  a daugh- 
ter, Miss  Katharine  S.  Conning,  of  Wellesley,  Massachusetts;  and 
by  a brother,  Stephen  C.  Dermott,  of  West  Hartford. 

Robert  Watkinson  Huntington 

Robert  Watkinson  Huntington,  who  was  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Society,  January  3,  1S99,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford 
January  22,  1949. 
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He  was  born  in  Norwich,  Connecticut,  November  9,  1866,  a 
son  of  Robert  Watkinson  and  Jane  Lathrop  (Trumbull)  Hunt- 
ington. He  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School 
in  1885,  and  from  Yale  University  in  1889.  While  at  Yale  he  was 
a member  of  Psi  Upsilon  and  of  the  Senior  Society,  Scroll  and 
Key. 

He  entered  the  service  of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  in  1889,  and  passed  his  entire  active  business  life 
with  it.  He  was  made  Actuary  in  1893,  Secretary  in  1899,  Presi- 
dent in  1901,  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1936.  He  was  a 
Director  of  the  Dime  Savings  Bank,  a Director  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank,  a Trustee  of  the  Loomis  Institute,  a Trustee  of  the 
Colt  Bequest,  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  for  receiving  donations 
for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  (Episcopal),  a Trustee  of  the  Wads- 
worth Atheneum,  a Fellow  of  the  Actuarial  Society  of  America, 
a member  of  the  Hartford  Club,  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  the 
Graduate  Club  (New  Haven),  and  of  the  Salmagundi  Club  (New~ 
York).  He  was  a communicant  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  in 
Hartford. 

May  5,  1906,  he  married  Constance  Alton  Willard.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  widow  and  by  the  following  children:  Robert  Wat- 
kinson, Mary  Willard,  John  Willard,  Sara  Blair,  Constance  Wil- 
lard, and  Trumbull. 


Ray  Keyes  Linsley 

Ray  Keyes  Linsley,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society 
December  3,  1946,  died  in  Bristol,  Connecticut  January  10,  1949. 

He  was  born  in  Central  City,  Colorado,  was  educated  in  the 
Hartford  Public  High  School  and  the  Vermont  Academy. 

In  1899,  he  came  to  Bristol  to  be  bookkeeper  of  the  old  Bristol 
and  Plainville  Tramway  Company.  Later  he  was  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Connecticut  Light  and  Power  Company  (1930-1942). 
He  was  President  of  the  Bristol  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  As- 
sociation. He  was  for  some  years  a member  of  the  Bristol  Council, 
and  served  as  its  President  and  as  a member  of  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. He  served  in  the  Spanish-American  War  and  in  the  Na- 
tional Guard.  Fie  was  a Deacon  of  the  Bristol  Baptist  Church, 
and  was  interested  in  Boy  Scout  work. 
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He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Flora  Linsley;  by  his  sons, 
Frank  H.,  of  Thomaston,  Ralph  H.,  of  Bristol,  and  Ray  K.,  of 
Bethesda,  Maryland,  and  by  nine  grandchildren. 

Asahel  W.  Mitchell 

Asahel  W.  Mitchell,  of  North  Woodbury,  Connecticut,  who 
was  admitted  to  the  Society  May  2,  1905,  died  at  his  home  August 
26,  1948. 

He  was  born  in  the  house  in  which  he  died  October  16,  1865, 
a son  of  Asahel  Willis  and  Harriet  Allen  Mitchell.  For  fifty-two 
years,  he  served  as  Town  Clerk  of  Woodbury,  retiring  January  1, 
1948.  He  served  as  a Republican  for  six  terms  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature as  a Representative.  For  the  last  five  years  of  that  period, 
he  was  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  He  was  State  Comp- 
troller from  1902  to  1906.  He  was  a member  of  the  Republican 
State  Central  Committee,  1914-1932;  a County  Commissioner, 
1915-1943.  In  1894,  he  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Woodbury 
Water  Company,  and  served  as  its  Secretary  and  Manager  until 
his  resignation  a short  time  before  his  death.  He  was  a Director 
of  the  Waterbury  National  Bank.  He  was  a member  of  the  North 
Congregational  Church  of  Woodbury;  was  a member  of  the 
Woodbury  Lions  Club;  and  of  the  Order  of  the  Founders  and 
Patriots  of  America. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Josephine  S.  Stanton  Mitchell, 
by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Harry  Norton,  of  Winsted,  and  Mrs. 
Stanley  Slater,  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  and  by  a granddaugh- 
ter, Barbara  M.  Norton. 

Mrs.  Martha  Brewer  Norton 

Mrs.  William  A.  Norton,  of  Norwich,  Conn.,  who  was  elected 
to  the  Society  January  8,  1946,  died  at  her  home  June  5,  1948. 

She  was  born  in  1876,  a daughter  of  Arthur  H.  and  Mary 
Phipps  (Young)  Brewer,  of  Norwich.  She  was  a President  of  the 
Norwich  Equal  Suffrage  League,  a communicant  of  Christ  Epis- 
copal Church,  Chairman  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  United 
Workers  of  Norwich,  Chairman  of  the  finance  committee  of  the 
Adam  Worthy  Poor  Fund,  a member  of  the  Wednesday  After- 
noon Club,  and  of  the  Society  of  the  Colonial  Founders  of  Nor- 
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wich.  She  was  graduated  from  the  Norwich  Free  Academy  in 
1894,  and  studied  at  ivliss  Hazen’s  School  in  Pelham  Manor,  N.  Y. 
She  married  William  A.  Norton  in  1898. 

She  is  survived  by  a son,  Arthur  Brewer  Norton,  of  Bayside, 
N.  Y.,  by  three  daughters:  Mrs.  Eleanor  Norton  Sayles,  of  Welles- 
ley, Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Arthur  Hallam,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and 
Mrs.  Robert  W.  Kuhl,  of  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.,  and  by  eight  grand- 
children. 

Robert  Hutchins  Schutz 

Robert  Hutchins  Schutz,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
January  6,  1920,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford,  May  22,  1948. 

He  was  born  in  Coquimbo,  Chile,  24  June  1865,  son  of  Augus- 
tus Schutz,  born  in  Wiswar,  Germany,  3 September  1826,  and 
Elizabeth  Partridge  Hutchins,  born  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
29  October  1836. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  St.  Paul’s  School  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  and  at  private  schools  in  France.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  Trinity  College  in  1889,  where  he  was  a member  of 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Fraternity.  He  served  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Fellows  of  the  College  and  as  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

He  passed  all  his  business  life  in  Hartford.  He  served  for  many 
years  as  President  and  as  a director  of  the  Smyth  Manufacturing 
Company.  He  was  a communicant  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church, 
of  West  Hartford,  was  a director  of  the  Connecticut  State  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society,  and  was  a member  of  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars  in  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

He  is  survived  by  a son,  Robert  H.  Schutz,  Jr.,  of  Hartford. 


Lester  Champion  Skinner 

Lester  Champion  Skinner,  of  Miami,  Florida,  who  was  elected 
a member  of  the  Society  November  2,  1948,  died  in  a hospital 
in  Miami,  January  20,  1949,  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine. 

He  went  to  Miami  from  Cleveland  upward  of  thirty-five  years 
ago.  He  was  an  architect  and  designed  a number  of  well-known 
Miami  buildings.  In  later  years,  he  worked  as  an  architect  in  the 
Office  of  the  Dade  County  Engineer.  He  was  a member  of  the 
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Trustees  and  was  a Deacon  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Miami. 

He  left  no  close  relatives,  but  Harold  Stone,  of  Winsted,  Con- 
necticut, was  a cousin.  He  is  buried  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Harry  Hilliard  Smith 

Harry  Hilliard  Smith,  of  Hartford,  who  was  elected  to  mem- 
bership March  i,  1921,  died  at  his  home  May  24,  1948. 

He  was  born  in  Middletown,  Connecticut,  November  16,  1871, 
a son  of  Hosea  and  Philippa  Hilliard  Smith.  He  studied  Archi- 
tecture at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and  abroad. 
He  wTas  in  partnership  with  Roy  D.  Bassette  in  Hartford,  retiring 
in  1946.  Among  the  buildings  he  designed  are  the  State  Office 
Building,  the  County  Court  House  on  Washington  Street,  and 
the  Steiger  Building.  He  made  the  plans  for  the  renovation  of 
the  Old  State  House.  In  1935,  he  suggested  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  to  the  founders  of  Hartford  and  to  the  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  all  our  wars  at  the  foot  of  State  Street.  Though  the  plan 
had  merit,  it  wras  not  adopted. 

Mr.  Smith  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Archi- 
tects, a member  of  the  Mayflower  Society,  the  Salmagundians, 
and  was  a communicant  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Grace  Smith,  and  by  several 
nieces  and  nephews. 


Frederic  Collin  Walcott 

Frederic  Collin  Walcott,  admitted  to  the  Society  January  3, 
1929,  died  in  Stamford,  Connecticut,  April  27,  1949. 

He  was  born  in  New  York  Mills,  N.  Y.,  February  19,  1869,  a 
son  of  William  Stuart  and  Emma  (Welch)  Walcott.  He  was 
prepared  for  college  at  Andover,  and  was  graduated  from  Yale 
in  1891.  In  1917,  he  received  the  honorary  M.A.  from  Yale,  and 
in  1928  the  honorary  Sc.D.  degree. 

He  was  engaged  in  manufacturing  and  in  banking  until  1922. 
From  1915  to  1917,  he  was  engaged  in  Belgian  and  Polish  relief 
work,  and  from  1917  to  1919,  served  as  a member  of  the  U.  S. 
Food  Administration.  He  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  State 
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Senate  in  1925  and  in  1927.  He  served  as  U.  S.  Senator  from 
Connecticut  from  1929  to  1935. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Carnegie 
Institution  of  Washington,  a Trustee  of  the  American  Geographic 
Society,  of  Bethane  Cookman  College,  a trustee  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, and  of  the  Connecticut  College  for  Women.  He  received 
the  Legion  of  Honor  of  France,  the  Officers’  Cross  of  Poland,  and 
many  other  honors. 

April  3,  1907,  he  married  Mary  Hussey  Guthrie  of  Pittsburgh, 
who  died  May  27,  1931.  There  were  two  sons:  Alexander  Guthrie, 
who  died  in  1941,  and  Dr.  William  Welch,  of  New  York. 


E(dwin)  Stanley  Welles 

E.  Stanley  Welles,  of  Newington,  who  was  elected  a member 
of  the  Society  November  5,  1895,  died  in  Hartford  January  2, 
1949. 

He  was  born  in  Newington  September  5,  1866,  a son  of  Roger 
and  Mercy  Delano  Aikin.  He  belonged  to  a distinguished  family,  , 
of  whom  the  only  surviving  brother  is  Lemuel  Aikin  Welles,  of 
Ridgefield. 

After  studying  at  Yale  for  two  years,  he  returned  to  Newing- 
ton and  devoted  himself  to  literary,  historical,  and  genealogical 
pursuits.  He  published  a number  of  papers  in  these  fields  and 
frequently  read  papers  before  historical  and  genealogical  societies. 
He  was  the  authority  on  the  history  and  genealogy  of  the  Welles 
family. 

For  a number  of  years,  he  was  Deputy  Judge  of  the  Newing- 
ton Town  Court,  retiring  because  of  age  in  1937.  For  ten  years, 
he  was  President  of  the  Connecticut  Temperance  Union. 

He  was  a member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  New- 
ington, the  Mayflower  Society,  and  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

Mr.  Welles  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  second  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  Society,  the  oldest  being  Albert  Carlos  Bates.  Mr.  Welles’ 
deep  interest  in  the  Society  is  shown  by  his  gift  of  certain  of  his 
publications  to  the  Society,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  which  were 
to  be  used  to  found  the  Edwin  Stanley  Welles  Fund. 
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Alpheus  Winter 

Alpheus  Winter,  a member  of  the  Society  since  May  26,  1931, 
died  at  his  home  in  Fairfield  October  16,  1948. 

He  was  a native  of  Greenwich,  a graduate  of  Oberlin  College, 
and  had  received  an  M.A.  from  Columbia  University. 

He  came  to  Bridgeport  in  1918  during  World  War  I as  a repre- 
sentative of  the  War  Labor  Board,  and  later  was  employed  at 
the  Remington  Arms  factory. 

He  was  active  in  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross,  of  the  Community 
Chest,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  a member  of  the  University  Club,  the 
Brooklawn  Country  Club,  and  of  the  Connecticut  State  Golf 
Association.  He  won  the  State  senior  golf  championship  for  eleven 
consecutive  years,  and  with  his  son,  Alpheus,  Jr.,  current  Con- 
necticut amateur  champion,  won  the  State  father-son  golf  title. 

He  leaves  his  wife,  a son,  Alpheus,  Jr.,  and  a son,  Charles 
Kofoid,  of  San  Francisco. 
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Report  of  Librarian 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  has  been  a year  of  which  we  all  may  be  proud.  More 
progress  was  made  in  cataloguing,  more  rareties  found  and  pur- 
chased, more  problems  solved,  and  more  long  needed  improve- 
ments made,  than  in  any  recent  comparable  period  in  the  history 
of  the  Society. 

Though  reading  room  attendance  declined  slightly  to  3216 
and  members  admitted  totaled  only  48,  attendance  at  meetings 
held  at  370,  despite  competing  attractions  and  our  customary 
poor  weather  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month.  Total  member- 
ship is  593,  the  largest  in  history,  and  members  paid  in  dues 
$1483.00,  considerably  more  than  in  preceding  years  though  this 
is  due  to  the  voluntary  increase  in  dues  instituted  last  year.  Nearly 
$3,000  was  donated  for  special  purposes  by  members  and  friends. 
Trust  funds  were  increased  by  $790.03  through  the  sale  of  books 


for  that  purpose.  Itemized,  they  are:

The  Publication  Fund  Principal  was  further  increased  by  $177 
in  admission  fees  and  $100  in  a life  membership.  The  income 
account  of  this  fund  received  $485.70  in  book  sales,  money  which 
now  may  be  used  again.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  sale  of  dupli- 
cates amounted  to  §1389.20,  which  in  turn  was  utilized  in  the  care 
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and  increase  of  the  library  and  museum,  and  $i  121.00  in  exchanges, 
or  a total  in  duplicate  sales  of  $2510.20.  In  the  former  case,  we 
have  converted  frozen  assets  into  income  bearing  accounts,  and 
in  the  latter,  had  funds  with  which  to  make  important  purchases 
otherwise  impossible.  They  both  far  exceed  anything  ever  enjoyed 
before,  and  probably  will  be  most  difficult  to  attain  again. 

In  1924,  Edwin  Stanley  Welles  presented  remaining  copies  of 
a number  of  his  books,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  which  were 
to  establish  a fund.  When  the  principal  reached  a certain  figure, 
the  income  was  then  to  be  available  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library.  Mr.  Welles  died  January  2,  1949  and  in  his  will 
left  $300  to  be  applied  to  the  principal  of  his  fund  with  the  stipu- 
lation that  the  income  be  available  when  the  principal  amounted 
to  $600.  I am  happy  to  report  that  figure  is  now  $616.18.  I regret 
Mr.  Welles  did  not  live  to  see  his  fund  productive  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Society  in  which  he  was  long  interested.  However,  by  his 
thoughtfulness,  every  year  in  the  future  several  books  will  be 
added  to  the  Library,  in  each  of  which  will  be  recorded  the  donor, 
Edwin  Stanley  Welles.  In  books  we  have  the  legacy  of  the  past, 
the  source  of  the  present,  and  the  hopes  of  the  future.  Mr.  Welles 
left  an  enduring  monument.  The  need  is  great  and  ever  present. 
At  any  time  we  should  be  happy  to  discuss  arrangements  such  as 
this.  The  amount  need  not  be  great. 

The  conservation  of  records  from  which  history  must  be  writ- 
ten, is  a tremendous  responsibility  in  which  we  all  share.  Source 
materials,  once  lost,  can  never  be  replaced.  There  are  many  dan- 
gers: fire,  neglect  and  other  man-made  hazards,  but  we  can  and 
must,  to  the  extent  of  our  resources,  provide  for  the  preservation 
of  Connecticut’s  record.  This  requires  many  things,  the  most 
important  of  which  is  the  continued  growth  of  endowment  funds. 
I urge  you  all  to  keep  this  in  mind. 

We  must  in  some  way  dispel  the  feeling  that  the  Society  is  an 
exclusive  organization.  It  is  open  to  the  public,  our  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public,  and  yet  we  still  find  those  who  express  sur- 
prise that  this  is  so.  The  function  of  the  Society  is  one  in  which 
all  citizens  in  the  State  should  be  interested.  Every  member  should 
consider  himself  a committee  of  one  to  urge  others  to  become 
members,  to  attend  meetings  and  assist  in  the  collection  and 
preservation  of  Connecticut’s  past  and  present  record.  We  are 
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doing  an  acceptable  job  now,  but  with  increased  membership  and 
funds,  could  do  a great  deal  more.

We  were  able  to  rebind  125  books,  bind  12  volumes  of  current 
Hartford  newspapers  and  10  volumes  of  the  Connecticut  Courant, 
1792-1820,  which  was  possible  with  avails  from  the  microfilm 
project. 

James  L.  Howard  presented  50  volumes  of  general  historical 
reference  books.  These  are  valued  additions  to  our  collection 
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which  we  could  never  afford  to  purchase.  Consequently  we  are 
grateful  to  Mr.  Howard  for  making  their  acquisition  possible. 
They  already  have  been  catalogued  and  placed  on  our  shelves 
available  for  use. 

Albert  C.  Bates,  Librarian  Emeritus  of  the  Society,  presented 
the  remainder  of  his  facsimile  reissue  of  Connecticut  Statute  Laws, 
1716-1749.  When  sold  the  proceeds  are  to  be  applied  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  Albert  C.  Bates  Fund. 

In  last  year’s  report  we  mentioned  the  discovery  of  John  Bon- 
ner’s portrait,  so-called,  which  had  been  lost  for  many  years.  At 
the  time  it  was  quite  obvious  that  we  had  a case  of  mistaken 
identity  on  our  hands.  We  had  two  pairs  and  if  our  records  were 
to  be  believed,  they  were  John  and  his  sister  Jane  Bonner  and 
William  Ellery  and  his  wife.  However,  the  portrait  labelled 
William  Ellery  appeared  to  be  a companion  to  Jane  Bonner,  so 
we  arbitrarily  renamed  him  John  Bonner.  Consequently  the  por- 
trait we  found  would  seem  to  be  William  Ellery.  Unfortunately 
this  was  not  so  for  they  were  painted  by  J.  Cooper  who  flourished 
about  1713-17  and  since  William  Ellery  was  born  much  later 
than  this,  we  rather  assumed  they  might  be  one  generation  earlier, 
John  Ellery  and  his  wife  who  happened  to  be  Jane  Bonner. 

We  appealed  for  funds  since  the  portrait  was  in  very  poor  con- 
dition and,  as  a result,  one  of  our  members  generously  contributed 
$100  for  restoration.  This  sum  not  only  restored  the  portrait,  but 
also  provided  the  frame,  an  8 x 10  photograph  and  a 35  mm. 
colored  slide. 

Upon  completion  of  restoration  we  noted  that  the  subject  wears 
the  Order  of  the  Garter  and  holds  in  his  right  hand  what  might 
be  a Marshal’s  baton.  It  is  not  John  Ellery,  then  as  we  believed, 
but  a noble  personage.  Cooper  painted  Queen  Anne  and  her 
husband,  Prince  George  of  Denmark,  among  others.  It  may  be 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough.  The  companion,  though,  is  not  the 
Duchess,  but  probably  just  a portrait  to  make  a pair. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  to  the  many  friends  and  members 
who  made  much  of  our  progress  possible  with  gifts  totalling 
nearly  $3,000.  This  is  significant,  and  indicates  whole-hearted 
support  for  the  course  we  have  chosen.  Donors  included:  Morgan 
B.  Brainard,  Newton  C.  Brainard,  Florence  S.'M.  Crofut,  J.  M. 
K.  Davis,  Samuel  H.  Fisher,  Hartford  Numismatic  Society,  Bern- 
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hard  Knollenberg,  William  H.  Putnam,  Harold  C.  Quinion, 
Ralph  Secord,  Samuel  Tanenbaum,  Mary  C.  Taylor,  Edgar  F. 
Waterman  and  Charles  G.  Woodward. 

Fifty-eight  additional  kodachromes  were  made  of  museum 
objects  and  twenty-seven  slides  of  old  houses  and  churches  were 
presented  by  N.  C.  Brainard.  The  collection,  totalling  about  150, 
has  been  in  constant  use  since  fall.  Again  we  should  like  to  stress 
the  importance  of  these  slides  and  repeat  our  request  of  last  year 
for  transparencies  of  old  buildings,  scenes  and  events.  There  must 
be  thousands  in  private  hands  of  no  further  interest  that  would 
be  of  value  to  us. 

Many  loans  were  made  this  year  which  is  gratifying.  That  we 
are  asked  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that  many  now  know  we  exist. 
Among  the  institutions  and  organizations  to  which  materials 
were  lent  are:  Trinity  College,  Antiquarian  and  Landmarks 
Society,  Connecticut  State  Library,  SufEeld  Historical  Society, 
Yale  University  Library,  Canton  Playhouse,  Wadsworth  Athe- 
neum,  Whitney  Museum,  Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  Players  Guild, 
Inc.,  G.  Fox  & Company  and  Wise,  Smith  & Company. 

A number  of  individuals  also  borrowed  manuscripts  and  small 
museum  objects  for  lecture  and  exhibition  purposes.  Where  lia- 
bility is  insurable,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  comply 
widi  legitimate  requests  from  both  individuals  and  institutions. 
It  is  only  a manifestation  of  our  usefulness  and  justification  to 
our  hundreds  of  members  who  subscribe  to  membership,  and 
friends  who  entrust  to  our  care  for  preservation  the  manuscript 
record  of  the  past,  the  books  in  our  library  and  the  objects  in  our 
museum.  I think  it  particularly  significant  that  the  Canton  Show 
Shop  appealed  to  us  for  relics  for  the  sets  of  “Pursuit  of  Happi- 
ness” and  the  Players  Guild  for  “Wingless  Victory.”  Both  G.  Fox 
& Co.  and  Wise,  Smith  & Co.  used  our  materials  in  window 
decorations,  which  is  another  reason  for  our  existence.  In  order 
to  survive  and  enjoy  continued  growth,  we  must  keep  step  with 
the  times  and  prove  our  usefulness  on  all  occasions. 

The  cataloging  project  continues  as  a source  of  great  pride  and 
pleasure.  More  and  more,  reliance  can  be  placed  on  the  catalogue 
and  its  value  is  being  demonstrated  daily.  It  is  now  possible  to 
check  dealers’  lists  rapidly  and  to  produce  catalogued  items 
promptly. 
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We  have  noted  imperfections  in  the  catalogue  as  a subject  entry, 
and  recently,  because  of  this,  have  been  able  to  replace  a number 
of  defective  copies.  Without  this  feature,  it  would  be  impossible 
to  readily  take  advantage  of  opportunities  to  secure  better  copies 
without  careful  examination  of  each  item. 

Despite  the  fact  that  there  have  been  two  supplements  to  }. 
Hammond  Trumbull’s  List  of  Boohj  Printed  in  Connecticut, 
iyog-i8oo,  several  additions  not  recorded  were  found  that  had 
been  here  for  many  years,  probably  even  before  Mr.  Trumbull’s 
interest  in  Connecticut  imprints.  They  were  buried  until  our 
cataloguing  project,  which  is  systematically  progressing  through 
the  entire  collection,  unearthed  them.  Of  particular  significance 
are:

A number  of  small  problems,  each  in  themselves  a source  of 
minor  irritation,  were  successfully  corrected  this  year.  The  short- 
age of  catalogue  space  was  rectified  temporarily  with  the  purchase 
of  a new  60-drawer  case.  19,700  cards,  representing  2,512  volumes, 
were  added  to  the  catalogue  this  year  and  already  we  are  forced 
to  consider  purchasing  yet  another  case  in  the  very  near  future. 

We  have  long  had  a shock  hazard  in  the  light  wiring  of  our 
reading  room  tables.  The  wire  was  simply  strung  from  the  floor 
to  the  center  of  each  table  and  the  slightest  kick  kept  breaking 
the  contact.  We  supplied  the  materials  and  the  Atheneum  an 
electrician,  so  that  now  the  wiring  is  encased  in  pipe  and  there 
is  no  longer  any  danger  of  shorting. 
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An  advantageous  purchase  was  made  that  permitted  our  junk- 
ing six  of  our  relic  cases,  which  were  relics  themselves,  and  the 
installation  of  two  double  cases  8/2  feet  long.  This  is  a great 
improvement.  Locks  were  also  installed  on  all  our  storage  cup- 
boards making  them  resistant  to  the  curious. 

Four  portable  humidifiers  were  secured,  three  of  which  are 
in  the  museum.  We  have  previously  discussed  this  problem  at 
considerable  length  so  it  suffices  to  record  that  average  relative 
humidity  of  50-55%  was  maintained  in  that  room  during  last 
winter. 

A new  500  watt  all-purpose  slide  projector  was  secured.  It  has 
adapters  for  use  with  any  size  slide  now  in  production,  3x4, 
2%  x 2%  and  35mm.  In  short,  one  machine  does  the  work  of 
three. 

Due  to  increased  attendance  at  meetings,  it  was  necessary  to 
make  arrangements  with  the  Atheneum  for  use  of  the  Morgan 
Lecture  Room.  This  has  a seating  capacity  of  about  150  persons 
and  it  is  possible  to  serve  light  refreshments  at  the  conclusion 
of  our  programs.  Its  first  floor  location  is  another  decided  ad- 
vantage and  should  result  in  increased  attendance. 

The  addition  of  Miss  Marjorie  Waterman  to  our  staff,  in  Feb- 
ruary, as  Chief  of  the  Reading  Room,  has  resulted  in  better  dis- 
tribution of  the  work  schedule.  She  has  taken  over  all  the  genealo- 
gical correspondence,  keeps  the  reading  room  cleared,  checks 
lists  and  labels  books,  and  is  working  on  our  back-log  of  scrap 
book  materials. 

As  usual,  it  has  been  difficult  to  maintain  a proper  relationship 
between  income  and  expense.  Though  we  continue  to  economize 
as  much  as  possible,  there  are  many  factors  that  constantly  arise 
to  offset  apparent  gains.  We  abstracted  the  financial  report  in 
last  year’s  Annual  Report  and  saved  in  printing  costs  $306.20 
over  the  preceding  year,  and  46  each  on  postage.  New  postal 
rates,  however,  increased  our  Bulletin  mailing  expense  $16.00 
a year.  Replacements  of  necessary  supplies  continue  to  be  ever 
more  costly,  and  certain  items  such  as  print  boxes  and  manuscript 
boxes  are  still  unavailable.  At  this  point  it  might  be  well  to  men- 
tion that  steel  blue-print  cases,  which  we  would  use  for  oversize 
prints  and  maps,  may  now  be  obtained  for  about  $150.  This 
includes  base,  cap  and  4 drawer  unit.  Additional  sections  of  4 
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drawers  may  be  added  for  about  §100  each.  We  ought  to  have 
at  least  one  of  these,  and  I can  think  of  no  more  appreciated 
gift  dian  die  funds  necessary  to  make  its  acquisition  a reality. 

Progress  has  been  made  on  museum  records,  particularly  with 
the  completion  of  an  index  to  our  early  records  by  Miss  Stella  E. 
Monson.  Now  remains  the  integradon  of  these  records  with  the 
mass  of  jumbled  materials  whose  labels  are  illegible  or  lost.  A 
muddle  that  has  existed  since  our  founding  cannot  be  straightened 
out  in  a few  years,  indeed,  if  it  can  ever  be.  The  records  simply 
do  not  exist.  In  Harper  s New  Monthly  Magazine,  1858,  is  stated 
that  in  1840,  “a  sword  belonging  to  Capt.  Jabez  Turner  now  in 
his  85th  year  . . . was  deposited,  also  a powder  horn.”  Neither 
can  be  located,  so  we  must  assume  the  deposit  was  recalled.  Other 
objects  that  were  brought  in  were  never  accessioned.  These  re- 
marks are  not  directed  in  accusation  of  any  individual;  they  are 
a statement  of  fact.  Today,  we  either  attach  numbered  discs  with 
wire,  stamp  with  numbers  or  paint  on  numbers.  Perhaps  a hun- 
dred years  hence  our  successors  will  find  that  the  operation  of 
this  institution  cannot  be  undertaken  with  but  2-4  persons. 

A number  of  important  accessions  were  made  both  by  purchase 
and  gift.  Perhaps  of  greatest  significance  was  the  willingness  of 
members  to  contribute  for  the  purchase  of  expensive  rareties, 
both  at  auction  and  from  dealers’  catalogues.  In  short,  they  recog- 
nize that  in  order  to  grow,  we  must  be  prepared  to  go  out  and 
pay  the  prices  for  the  things  we  need.  After  nearly  125  years  it 
is  usually  only  rareties  and  high-priced  items  that  are  not  present 
in  our  collection.  Specific  examples  include:

Other  important  accessions  include  an  account  book  of  Joseph 
Carpenter,  silversmith  and  clockmaker,  of  Norwich,  1787-1803, 
and  an  account  book  of  O.  D.  Cooke  and  Horatio  G.  Hale,  book- 
sellers in  Hartford  1815-1818,  which  is  extremely  interesting  for 
it  includes  the  articles  of  partnership,  dissolution  and  inventories 
of  stock. 

.The  manuscript  journal,  1850-1851,  to  California  via  Cape  Horn 
aboard  the  “Samuel  Appleton”  and  a deed  of  Owenecoo,  Mohegan 
Sachem  for  the  sale  of  an  Indian  captive  boy  to  James  Treat,  1686, 
are  also  of  value  and  great  interest.  Further  comment  is  not  neces- 
sary for  manuscripts  are  all  in  a list  appended  to  the  report. 

The  museum,  too,  has  been  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in 
that  choice  additions  have  been  the  rule  rather  than  the  excep- 
tion. Miss  Faith  Robinson  Leavens  presented  two  oil  portraits 
on  canvas  of  Mrs.  Amasa  C.  Hall  (Lucy  Griffin  Hammond), 
(1816-1842),  and  her  daughter,  Sarah  Hall  (1840-1865),  by  Alex- 
ander Hamilton  Emmons.  Miss  Helen  Lathrop  Perkins  deposited 
two  oil  portraits,  on  panels,  of  Hezekiah  Perkins  (1751-1822),  and 
his  wife  Sarah  (Fitch)  Perkins  (1760-1838),  perhaps  by  Bass 
Otis.  Mr.  N.  C.  Brainard  presented  a silver  plated  Ere  trumpet 
inscribed:  “Presented  to  Assist.  Engineer  Chs.  Parsons  by  the 
Members  of  Neptune  Engine  Co.  No.  2 Hartford  Sept.  1856,” 
and  a billy  club  which  belonged  to  a Constable  Chamberlin  of 
Hartford  before  the  days  of  a uniformed  Police  Department. 

The  material  collected  by  G.  Fox  & Company  during  their 
centennial  celebration,  known  as  the  “G.  Fox  & Company  100th 
Anniversary  Collection”,  was  presented  at  fitting  ceremonies  by 
Mrs.  Beatrice  Fox  Auerbach,  a life  member  of  this  Society  and 
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President  of  G.  Fox  & Company.  It  includes:  81  volumes,  mostly 
books  in  use  ioo  years  ago;  pamphlets  describing  the  history  of 
many  Connecticut  business  firms;  merchandising  material  such 
as  boxes,  wrappers,  trade  cards,  advertisements,  etc.;  a collection 
of  tobacco  material  including  boxes,  wrappers  and  samples  of 
the  tobacco  itself;  games  and  magic  lantern  slides  used  by  chil- 
dren of  earlier  days;  and  photostats  and  prints  of  fashion  plates, 
views,  portraits,  etc.  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  iooth  anniver- 
sary advertising  program. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morgan  B.  Brainard  presented  the  baptismal 
bowl  made  by  Ward  & Bartholomew,  part  of  the  Westchester 
Church  silver,  the  communion  service  of  which,  by  Samuel  Minott, 
has  long  been  in  our  possession. 

A Masonic  apron,  engraved  by  N.  & S.  S.  Jocelin,  is  another 
rare  and  unusual  addition  to  the  museum. 

A number  of  silver  makers  have  been  added  to  our  collection 
including  pieces  by  Zebul  Bradley  (1780-1859)  of  New  Haven; 
John  Peabody  in  Enfield  1779;  John  Gardiner  (1734-1776)  of 
New  London;  Cleveland  & Post,  William  Cleveland  (1770-1837) 
grandfather  of  President  Grover  Cleveland  and  Samuel  Post 
(1736-  ?)  of  Norwich;  Abel  Buell  (1742-1825)  of  New  Haven; 

Brewer  & Mann,  Charles  Brewer  (1778-1860)  and  Alexander 
Mann  (1777-  ?)  of  Middletown;  Jonathan  Russell,  Ashford 

in  1804;  Charles  Hequembourg,  Jr.  (1760-1851),  of  New  Haven; 
and  privately  lent,  tablespoons  by  John  Avery  (1732-1794)  of 
Preston;  Samuel  Parmele  (1737-1803)  of  Guilford;  Thomas  Nor- 
ton (1773-1834)  of  Farmington  and  Eliakim  Hitchcock  (172 6- 
1788)  of  Cheshire  and  New  Haven.  We  are  most  anxious  to 
secure  specimens  by  every  Connecticut  silver  maker  and  any 
additions  will  be  gratefully  received.  For  this  purpose  spoons  are 
as  welcomed  as  hollow  ware,  of  which  there  was  little  made  in 
Connecticut. 

The  announcement  of  the  return  of  the  “Bounty”  Bible  to 
Pitcairn  Island  attracted  world-wide  attention.  Numerous  arti- 
cles and  pictures  were  used  throughout  this  country  and  the 
British  Empire,  all  commending  the  action  taken  by  this  Society 
in  returning  the  relic  to  its  rightful  home.  I know  by  so  doing 
we  made  many  friends. 
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Other  feature  stories  included  the  receipt  of  the  G.  Fox  collec- 
tion and  the  resolution  concerning  the  Watkinson  Library. 

The  newspapers  were  also  very  generous  in  noting  accounts 
of  our  meetings  and  receipt  of  outstanding  gifts. 

Antiques  Magazine  reprinted  the  Abel  Buell  and  James  Riving- 
ton  writing  sheet  which  previously  appeared  in  the  Bulletin  and 
the  Society  was  the  subject  of  a Fox  Vignette  on  the  Morning 
Watch  radio  program. 

On  request  we  microfilmed  the  Courant  from  1792-1820  and 
sold  31  sets  throughout  the  country.  We  now  have  available  a 
negative  which  includes  all  known  issues  from  1764-1820,  and 
it  has  been  suggested  we  complete  on  film  the  paper  to  date.  If 
there  is  sufficient  interest,  we  will  do  so  as  a public  service. 

We  also  made  available  a number  of  Connecticut  State  Docu- 
ments to  the  State  Documents  Microfilm  Project  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  under  the  direction  of  W.  S.  Jenkins. 

The  Beckley  Genealogy,  long  mentioned  in  this  report,  was 
finally  completed  and  offered  for  sale  last  summer.  Volume  25 
of  our  Collections  was  also  completed  and  sent  to  various  ex- 
changes and  subscribers.  Volume  26  is  now  at  the  index  stage,  so 
it  ought  to  be  ready  by  fall. 

The  Saybrook  Vital  Records,  also  long  mentioned  in  these 
reports,  is  still  not  ready.  There  are  several  problems  which  time 
alone  will  solve,  and  so  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  work  on  it. 

A similar  situation  exists  with  respect  to  Bates’  Broadside  Check- 
list. We  have  hopes  of  doing  something  on  our  Colt  collection, 
and  if  costs  can  be  brought  down  to  where  printing  is  feasible,  wTe 
will  probably  submit  such  a proposal. 

The  Annual  Report  and  quarterly  Bulletin,  plus  index,  com- 
pleted the  works  published  by  the  Society.  A revised  book  list 
was  sent  out  and,  as  indicated  earlier,  a large  number  of  books 
from  stock  were  sold. 

Files  of  Hartford  newspapers  for  1849-1852,  long  missing, 
were  located  unbound  in  the  Watkinson  vault  where  they  have 
been  stored  many  years.  Several  paintings  were  also  found  there 
along  with  some  duplicate  files  of  newspapers. 

For  exhibition  in  the  Museum,  J.  Lincoln  Fenn  lent  his  collec- 
tion of  Simeon  North  firearms,  and  Williams  Haynes  lent  proofs 
and  a set  of  color  blocks  of  Louis  Novak’s  linoleum  prints  of 
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Pequotsepos  Manor,  Mystic;  The  Road  Church,  Stonington;  Old 
State  House,  Hartford;  New  London’s  Courthouse;  Henry  Whit- 
field House,  Guilford;  and  Hallway  of  the  Webb  House,  Wethers- 
field. 

In  the  normal  course  of  events,  negatives  of  a number  of  our 
museum  objects  have  been  added  to  our  file.  For  the  Bibliographi- 
cal Society  of  America,  we  have  checked  galley  proofs  of  early 
Rhode  Island  imprints  and  indicated  our  holdings  for  them.  This 
was  a special  courtesy  on  their  part  at  extra  expense,  for  we  were 
the  only  important  reference  library  in  the  country  whose  col- 
lections were  not  checked  by  the  Historical  Records  Survey. 

Mr.  Newton  C.  Brainard  thoughtfully  presented  ioo  large 
mailing  tubes  in  which  we  have  stored  rolled  maps  and  charts. 
This  is  fine  protection  for  them  and  makes  them  much  easier  to 
handle.  Mrs.  Edgar  F.  Waterman  donated  refreshments  for  the 
meetings  in  March,  April  and  May,  and  also  spoons,  cups  and 
saucers,  widiout  which  we  would  be  unable  to  add  this  enjoyable 
feature  to  our  meetings.  In  order  for  this  to  be  continued  others 
must  be  willing  to  do  likewise. 

Miss  Mary  Waterman  has  continued  to  file  cards  in  the  cata- 
logue for  us  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Dixon  is  typing  our  genealogical 
book  catalogue.  Messrs.  Hubbell,  Armstrong  and  Bailey  have 
given  much  of  their  services  for  which  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

We  had  our  usual  amount  of  correspondence  to  take  care  of, 
made  a number  of  calls,  travelled  extensively  and  spoke  to  numer- 
ous groups  throughout  the  State.  There  is  never  a dull  moment 
and  never  a time  when  we  actually  are  caught  up  with  what 
should  be  done. 

Space  does  not  permit  detailed  acknowledgement  for  all  the 
thoughtful  deeds  and  services  which  members  unselfishly  per- 
formed this  year.  Words  cannot  express  my  personal  gratitude 
nor  the  Society’s.  You  all  have  made  the  operation  of  the  Society 
much  easier  and  no  one  could  appreciate  this  more  than  I.  It  is 
truly  a partnership  for  which  any  credit  must  be  equally  shared. 
To  my  staff,  I am  conscious  of  a deep  indebtedness,  and  am  proud 
of  their  loyal  and  efficient  performance  of  their  duties.

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Report  of  President 

The  river-front  of  Hartford,  beginning  with  the  settlement  by 
Dutch  traders  in  1623,  is  replete  with  history.  Here  were  the 
homes  of  the  earlv  aristocracy  and  the  business  houses  of  the 

j J 

English  settlers.  Security  from  the  Spring  freshets  offered  by  the 
higher  land  a short  way  to  the  west,  seemingly  did  not  offset  the 
advantages  of  the  location  nearer  the  river,  selected  by  them.  Years 
later,  one  of  the  most  prominent  industries  of  the  city  located  in 
the  South  Meadow,  protected  itself  from  the  annual  inundations, 
and  remains  with  us  today,  dry  and  prosperous. 

Colonel  Samuel  Colt  was  born  in  Hartford  on  July  19,  1814,  a 
son  of  Christopher  Colt  who  was  a manufacturer  at  Ware,  Massa- 
chusetts. At  the  age  of  ten  Colonel  Colt  was  working  in  his  father’s 
factory.  When  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  went  to  sea,  and  two  years 
later  he  went  on  a lecture  tour  demonstrating  the  use  of  nitrous 
oxide,  which  was  then  known  as  laughing  gas.  His  restless  and 
inquiring  mind  reached  into  chemistry  and  various  inventions.  It 
was  during  this  period  that  he  developed  his  submarine  battery, 
laid  a submarine  telegraph  line  along  the  south  side  of  Long 
Island  to  Fire  Island  Light,  and  made  models  of  what  was  to  be 
the  Colt  revolver.  This  young  man,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two, 
founded  a company  in  1836  to  manufacture  his  revolver  at  Pater- 
son, New  Jersey.  The  capital  of  the  company  was  $300,000.  This 
venture  was  beset  with  financial  difficulties,  and  was  short-lived. 
His  revolver  had  proved  successful,  but  the  volume  of  orders  was 
insufficient  to  keep  the  company  alive.  In  1847  a government  order 
for  one  thousand  revolvers  led  him  to  resume  the  manufacture  of 
his  revolver.  Arrangements  were  made  to  do  this  at  Whitney ville 
in  New  Haven,  but  the  following  year  found  him  located  in  Hart- 
ford in  a small  building  on  the  north  side  of  Pearl  Street,  not  far 
west  from  Trumbull  Street.  After  a few  years,  Colonel  Colt  selected 
the  location,  and  made  the  early  plans  of  the  great  factory  which 
we  have  today.  An  area  of  some  two  hundred  acres  in  the  South 

j 

Meadow  was  to  be  re-claimed  and  enclosed  by  a dyke  which  would 
be  nearly  two  miles  long.  The  memory  of  the  great  floods  of  1692 
and  1801  and  the  current  one  of  1854  failed  to  discourage  him.  His 
plan  was  universally  criticised,  but  he  stuck  to  his  guns.  If  the  city 
would  pay  for  it,  he  stated,  “I  will  agree  to  dyke  the  Connecticut 
River  from  one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other  so  that  nothing  less 
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than  Noah’s  Hood  can  reach  the  houses  which  are  now  inundated. 
The  circulation  of  the  river  in  this  city  is  not  such  a blessing  that 
we  ought  to  incur  these  heavy  losses  every  spring  to  enjoy  it”.  His 
vision  carried  far  into  the  future  to  what  we  now  have.  Late  in  the 
year  1855  the  factory  and  dyke  were  completed. 

Erosion  of  the  dyke  by  the  river  presented  a further  difficulty 
which  Colonel  Colt  solved  by  the  planting  of  willows  as  was  done 
in  Holland,  the  land  of  dykes.  He  imported  the  willows  from 
France,  had  them  planted,  and  before  long  the  dyke  was  covered 
with  willow  sprouts.  The  offer  of  a good  price  for  the  willow  from 
a manufacturer  of  willow  ware  who  had  been  accustomed  to  im- 
port this  material,  disclosed  an  opportunity  which  the  Colonel 
immediately  grasped.  Here  was  the  beginning  of  the  Colt's  Willow 
Ware  Manufacturing  Company.  Why  not  establish  a willow  fac- 
tory of  his  own?  Colonel  Colt  then  proceeded  to  import  a whole 
village  of  workers  from  Europe,  and  built  for  them  a group  of 
cottages  similar  to  those  of  their  homes  in  Europe,  which  were 
modeled  on  the  lines  of  those  we  find  in  Switzerland.  The  workers 
were  not  Swiss,  as  was  commonly  thought,  but  came  from  Pots- 
dam in  Prussia.  In  the  vernacular  of  that  day,  the  settlement  was 
known  as  “Dutchtown".  The  name  “Dutch"  was  generally  applied 
by  the  Yankee  to  all  immigrants  from  Europe.  Colonel  Colt's  idea 
of  dykes  and  willows  came  from  Holland,  his  workers  and  the 
architecture  of  the  cottages  from  Prussia.  The  cottages  were  built 
of  brick  set  in  a wooden  framework,  with  long,  overhanging  cor- 
nices deeply  scolloped,  and  the  staircases  were  on  the  outside  of  the 
buildings.  In  1866  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  workers  lived 
in  these  cottages.  There  was  one  great  house  which  was  large 
enough  for  eighteen  families.  All  the  others  accommodated  only 
two  families.  A feeling  of  hospitality  led  Colonel  Colt  to  add  to  the 
village  a coffee  and  beer  garden,  and  Colt's  Band  played  there  at 
stated  times.  Foreigners  were  not  as  numerous  then  as  they  were 
later,  and  the  probability  is  that  the  workers  kept  to  themselves 
and  lived  much  as  they  had  in  their  former  home.  It  is  interesting 
that  Mr.  Barnard  in  his  memorial  to  Colonel  Colt,  whenever  he 
mentions  the  village,  calls  it  Potsdam.  The  industry  prospered,  also 
did  the  willows  which  at  first  were  set  out  on  the  dyke,  and  later 
planted  in  rows  all  over  the  meadows.  When  the  willows  reached 
a given  height,  they  were  cut  down  and  made  into  basketware.

Among  the  many  products  of  the  factory  were  chandeliers,  fen- 
ders, sleigh  bodies,  various  kinds  of  furniture,  go-carts,  etc.  They 
were  of  superior  quality,  and  were  shipped  to  many  foreign  coun- 
tries. Samples  of  this  furniture  may  be  found  in  the  Colt  Collection 
of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum.  Colt’s  Willow  Ware  Manufacturing 
Company  was  finally  incorporated  on  January  i,  1861  as  a Joint 
Stock  Corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  “for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  and  selling  willow  ware  and  all 
other  articles  of  which  willow  wares  constitute  a part”.  The  capital 
was  $25,000  all  paid  in,  and  was  represented  by  1,000  shares.  The 
stockholders  were:  R.  W.  H.  Jarvis,  E.  K.  Root,  H.  Lord,  F.  W. 
Kunkle,  Caldwell  Colt,  each  owning  one  share,  and  Samuel  Colt 
the  holder  of  995  shares.  The  document  was  signed  by  R.  W.  H. 
Jarvis,  President,  and  by  Directors  E.  K.  Root,  H.  Lord  and  Sam 
Colt.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull  in  his  Memorial  History  of  Hartford 
County  (1886)  states  that  E.  K.  Root  became  connected  with  the 
company  in  1849,  and  on  the  death  of  Colonel  Colt,  January  10, 
1862,  became  President  and  held  that  office  until  his  death  on 
July  5,  1865,  and  was  succeeded  by  R.  W.  H.  Jarvis.  The  death  of 
Colonel  Colt  did  not  interrupt  the  prosperity  of  this  young  indus- 
try. In  the  midst  of  its  success  the  final  blow  came  on  New  Year’s 
eve,  1873,  when  the  factory  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  an 
unusually  cold  winter  night,  the  roads  across  the  meadows,  bad  at 
any  time,  were  blocked  by  snow,  and  the  hydrants  were  frozen. 
The  loss  was  $75,000  against  which  was  only  $15,000  insurance, 
none  of  which  was  placed  with  Hartford  companies.  The  cottages 
were  saved,  and  for  many  years  remained  a picturesque  landmark 
of  the  Willow  Works. 

“Progress  is  the  activity  of  to-day  and  the  assurance  of  to- 
morrow” is  a fundamental  truth  written  by  Emerson.  May  we  not 
apply  this  to  the  needed  and  most  desirable  increase  in  our  mem- 
bership? Located,  as  the  Society  is,  in  a center  of  the  early  life  of 
our  country  we  are  offered  a great  field  of  usefulness.  Our's  is  a 
wonderful  opportunity.  Our  present  membership  of  632  is  small 
indeed  when  compared  to  the  possibilities  which  lie  before  us.  May 
I again  urge  upon  you  that  you  individually  accept  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeking  and  recruiting  additional  members.  There  must 
be  many  who  would  gladly  join  the  Society  if  the  suggestion  were 
made  to  them.  The  present  enrollment  is: 
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22 
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The  eight  monthly  meetings  during  the  past  year  were  most 
interesting  and  successful  ones.  They  were  held  in  the  lecture- 
room  of  the  Morgan  Memorial  building,  where  there  was  ample 
space  for  the  audience  and  facilities  for  serving  coffee  and  light 
refreshments.  This  informal  gathering,  either  before  or  after  the 
meeting,  has  proved  to  be  a very  pleasant  addition  to  the  social 
aspect  of  the  meetings. 

Since  the  time  when  “the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the 
contrary”  the  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  held  in  the  eve- 
ning. This  year  it  was  decided  to  try  an  innovation  by  holding  the 
three  last  meetings  in  the  late  afternoon.  This  was  purely  a tempo- 
rary experiment  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  that  time  was  more 
suitable  to  a larger  group  of  the  members.

Many  of  you  may  not  realize  the  fact  that  you  are  members  of  a 
venerable  organization.  May  30th  of  this  year,  approximately  two 
weeks  from  the  present  date,  marks  the  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  Society.  Some  permanent 
recognition  of  this  event  should  and  will  be  made. 

Mr.  George  Edward  Hoadley,  who  died  November  21,  1922, 
left  in  his  will  a generous  bequest  of  one-half  of  the  residue  of  his 
estate  to  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  with  which  to  pur- 
chase land  and  erect  thereon  a fireproof  building  to  be  used  by  the 
Society.  The  years  have  passed,  years  of  wishful  waiting,  during 
which  the  Society  hoped  that  by  some  means  Mr.  Hoadley's  plan 
for  it  could  be  brought  to  completion.  Until  recently,  that  has  not 
been  possible  because  the  cost  of  erection  of  an  adequate  building 
would  use  up  the  entire  fund,  and  the  finances  of  the  Society  were 
wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  maintenance  costs.  If  built,  the 
Society  would  have  a building,  with  no  means  of  support.  At  last, 
after  twenty-eight  years,  the  time  has  come  when  the  Society  will 
have  a home  of  its  own.  At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Society  it 
was  unanimously  and  enthusiastically  voted  to  empower  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  purchase  the  Veeder  property,  located  in  the 
western  part  of  the  City  of  Hartford  at  1 Elizabeth  Street.  The 
residence  is  a large  and  adequate  building  of  fireproof  construc- 
tion, and  is  surrounded  by  extensive  grounds.  The  Society  is  for- 
tunate in  the  fact  that  it  is  to  settle  in  a good  residential  section, 
adjoining  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation  which  has  an 
excellent  library.  To  a considerable  extent  the  two  libraries  will 
supplement  each  other.  The  final  formalities  connected  with  the 
transfer  of  title  have  not  been  completed,  but  it  is  expected  that 
the  Society  will  be  able  to  move  from  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum 
to  its  new  home  by  next  Fall. 

It  is  of  interest  that  the  records  show  that,  after  occupying  for 
some  years  rooms  in  the  old  Hartford  Times  building  and  other 

j o 

places,  the  Society  held  its  first  meeting  in  the  Wadsworth  Athe- 
neum on  December  22.  1843,  one  hundred  and  seven  years  ago. 
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They  have  been  pleasant  and  fruitful  years,  and  in  many  ways  it 
will  be  with  a pang  of  regret  when  this  long  association  with  the 
Wadsworth  Atheneum  is  ended. 

Throughout  the  years,  the  Society  has  constantly  faced  financial 
problems,  many  of  them  serious  ones.  This  change  to  a home  of  its 
own,  where  it  will  be  possible  to  exhibit  all  its  valuable  possessions 
and  to  expand  in  usefulness  creates  the  further  problem  of  proper 
maintenance.  The  income  from  part  of  Mr.  Hoadley’s  bequest, 
which  is  permitted  by  his  will,  and  the  generous  bequests  in  the 
will  of  Mr.  Charles  Guilford  Woodward,  who  died  February  i, 
1950,  have  made  all  this  possible.  Their  generosity  will  mainly  be 
responsible  for  the  expected  increased  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  Society. 

We  can  rightly  feel  that  a great  future  lies  ahead  for  the  Society, 
but,  to  bring  this  about  in  full  reality,  the  meager  endowment 
funds  of  the  Society  must  be  materially  increased  by  gifts  and 
bequests  in  wills  from  our  friends  and  those  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  preservation  of  the  history  of  Connecticut.  With  a dignified 
and  spacious  home  where  the  really  great  collections  of  the  Society 
can  at  last  be  seen  and  appreciated,  there  should  be  a greatly  in- 
creased incentive  presented  to  those  who  may  be  generously 
minded.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  assistance  towards  the 
building  up  of  the  Society  can  be  given. 

The  demands  on  the  Librarian  and  his  staff  during  the  year 
have  been  unusually  heavy.  The  most  trying  incident  was  an  order 
from  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  City  that  a large  quantity  of  books 
and  materials  be  removed  to  some  other  place  at  once,  which  in- 
volved a hard  and  sustained  effort  of  days.  On  behalf  of  the 
Society  I want  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  efficient  and 
generously  given  service  which  has  been  a part  of  the  daily  life  of 
those  in  charge.  In  this  I wholeheartedly  join.

William  Taft  Pitkin,  of  West  Hartford,  who  was  elected  a

In  later  years, 
he  gave  his  attention  to  his  financial  interests.  He  enjoyed  foreign 
travel  and  was  much  abroad. 

He  married  Nellie  W.  Kennedy,  a daughter  of  Colonel  Ken- 
nedy, of  Hartford,  who  died  in  1935. 

Mr.  Pitkin  was  a lover  of  horses,  and  for  vears  had  extensive 
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stables  at  his  estate,  Idylwood,  in  Aiken,  S.  C. 

He  was  a member  of  Hartford  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  other 
Masonic  bodies,  the  Farmington  Country  Club,  the  Hartford 
Club,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  and  was  a Fellow  of  the 
American  Geographical  Society.  He  was  active  in  the  work  of 
the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  long  served  as  Treas- 
urer of  the  Church  Scholarship  Society. 

He  is  survived  by  an  only  child,  Miss  Helen  Pitkin  of  West 
Hartford. 

Mrs.  Ebba  Evans  Reardon 
(Mrs.  Henry  B.  Reardon,  Jr.) 

Mrs.  Ebba  Evans  Reardon,  who  became  a member  of  the 
Society  February  4,  1947,  c^ec^  April  23,  1950,  in  the  Hartford 
Hospital. 

She  was  born  in  Essex,  Connecticut,  but  lived  for  many  years 
in  Farmington.

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Mrs.  Irene  Howe  Mix  Root 
(Mrs.  Judson  Buel  Root) 

Mrs.  Irene  Howe  Mix  Root,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
May  6,  1924,  died  at  her  home  in  Hartford,  October  16,  1949. 

She  was  born  in  New  Haven  August  7,  1887,  a daughter  of  the 
late  Alfred  and  Anna  Mix.  The  Mix  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  of 
New  Haven  families,  descended  from  Thomas  Mix,  an  early 
settler  there. 

For  a number  of  years,  before  her  marriage,  she  was  employed 
in  the  State  Library  in  Hartford,  working  on  the  Barbour  Collec- 
tion of  Connecticut  Vital  Records.

Wellington  R.  Slocum 

Wellington  R.  Slocum,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society,  De- 
cember 4,  1923,  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  at  the  Hartford 
Hospital  March  19,  1950. 

He  entered  the  service  of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  in 
1903  as  a clerk  in  the  liability  accounting  division.  Later  he  served 
as  Cashier  of  the  Travelers  Companies  and  finally  as  Manager 
of  the  Mortgage  Loan  Division. 

He  was  a director  of  the  Travelers  Bank,  of  the  Edward  Balf 
Company,  and  for  a time  was  a director  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Hartford.  He  was  a member  of  the  Fourth  Congregational 
Church. 

He  is  survived  by  a daughter,  Mrs.  Katherine  Slocum  Evans, 
of  New  Haven,  and  by  two  grandchildren,  Miss  Sarah  Owen  and 
Miss  Virginia  Owen. 
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James  M egg  at  Strong 

James  Meggat  Strong,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society 
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May  i,  1923,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford,  November  9, 
1949. 

He  was  a son  of  the  late  Harry  Barnard  Strong,  who  died  in 
1933,  and  Hattie  Meggat.  He  was  born  in  Hartford  September  5, 
1888. 

He  was  educated  in  the  West  Middle  School  in  Hartford  and 
at  the  Westminster  School  in  Simsbury. 

He  worked  for  a time  at  the  Forbes  and  Wallace  department 
store  in  Springfield,  and  with  the  Golden  Rule  Company  in 
Minneapolis. 

In  1914,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Brown  Thomson  store  in 
Hartford,  where  his  father  had  been  employed  many  years.  When 
the  store  was  incorporated  in  1930,  his  father  was  made  Vice- 
President  and  he  Secretary.  He  retired  in  1936,  when  his  family 
sold  its  interest  in  the  business. 

In  Madison,  where  he  had  a summer  home,  he  was  a director 
of  the  Madison  Country  Club,  Governor  of  the  Beach  Club,  and 
secretary  of  the  Madison  Property  Owners  Association.  He  was 
a member  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church  in  West  Hartford, 
and  of  the  Hartford  Golf  Club.  He  was  a member  of  the  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth  Branch  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Helen  Sylvia  Bolles  Strong,  by 
a son,  James  M.  Strong,  Jr.,  of  West  Hartford,  by  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Glenn  H.  Wayne,  Jr.,  of  Middletown,  and  Miss  Jane  Burton 
Strong,  of  West  Hartford,  and  by  a grandson,  Richard  Townsend 
Wayne. 

Miss  Annie  Eliot  Trumbull 

Miss  Annie  Eliot  Trumbull,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
May  2,  1939,  died  at  her  home  in  Hartford,  December  22,  1949. 

She  was  born  in  Hartford  March  2,  1857,  a daughter  of  the  late 
James  Hammond  Trumbull  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Robinson,  and  a 
granddaughter  of  Gurdon  Trumbull,  a painter  of  birds  and  fishes. 

Her  father  was  one  of  the  best  known  students  of  the  Indian 
languages  in  America.  He  was  an  historian  and  edited  several  vol- 
umes of  the  records  of  the  Connecticut  Colony.  He  was  at  various 
times  Secretary  of  State  in  Connecticut,  State  Librarian,  President 
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of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  and  Librarian  of  the  Wat- 
kinson  Library  of  Hartford. 

Miss  Trumbull  was  the  last  surviving  member  of  the  Hartford 
literary  group  that  gathered  around  Mark  Twain.  Miss  Trum- 
bull was  an  authoress  of  note  in  her  own  right. 

Her  first  published  story  appeared  in  Harper  s Bazaar  in  1881, 
her  first  full-length  book  in  1889.  In  1893,  she  published  While 
Birches.  In  1899  she  published  Mistress  Content  Craddock, 9 a story 
of  Puritan  New  England  that  received  highly  complimentary 
notice.  She  wrote  also  Life's  Common  Way,  A Christmas  Acci- 
dent, Rod's  Salvation,  Sinews  of  War,  and  A Cape  Cod  Week,, 
besides  many  stories  that  appeared  in  the  Atlantic,  Scribner's,  the 
Outlook, [,  the  New  England  Magazine,  and  Lippincott’ s.  She  wrote 
two  plays  for  the  Saturday  Morning  Club,  the  “Masque  of  Cul- 
ture" and  “Wheels  of  Progress",  which  were  afterwards  widely 
produced.  Her  last  book  of  verse,  Impressions,  was  brought  out  in 
1927.  She  contributed  book  reviews  and  accounts  of  her  travels  to 
both  the  Times  and  the  Co  nr  ant. 

She  spent  much  time  in  travel,  and  at  her  summer  home  in 
Castine. 

She  was  for  more  than  twenty  years  a director  of  the  Hartford 
Public  Library.

She  was  the  first  President  of  the  Town  and  County  Club,  and 
was  a member  of  the  American  Pen  Women’s  Club,  the  Cosmo- 
politan Club  of  New  York,  the  Acorn  Club  of  Philadelphia,  and 
the  Sulgrave  Club  of  Washington. 

Charles  Barney  Whittlesey 

Charles  Barney  Whittlesey,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
March  1,  1921,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford  October  16,  1949,  a son 
of  John  Hunt  and  Emily  Adeline  Suydam. 

He  was  born  in  New  Haven  March  16,  1869.  He  came  to  Hart- 
ford in  1891,  when  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Travelers  Insur- 
ance Company. 

In  1900,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Hartford  Rubber  Works 
Company,  ultimately  becoming  President  and  General  Manager. 
Later  the  company  became  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  LInited 
States  Rubber  Company.  When  the  plant  was  removed  to  Detroit, 
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he  remained  in  Hartford  as  Executive  Vice-President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  (1929)  of  which  he  had  served  as  Presi- 
dent, 1911-1915.  Nine  years  later,  March  1938,  he  retired,  but 
remained  with  the  Chamber  as  Honorary  Vice-President  till  Sep- 
tember 1940. 

Mr.  Whittlesey  was  at  one  time  President  of  the  Connecticut 
Society  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  was  Treasurer  of 
the  Society  of  Automotive  Engineers.  He  was  a communicant  of 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church  of  Hartford. 

He  was  much  interested  in  Genealogy  and  compiled  one  of  his 
own  family,  one  of  the  Roosevelt  family  and  one  of  the  Pratt 
family. 

He  was  twice  married,  first,  February  13,  1891,  to  Alice  Deather- 
age,  and  secondly,  April  29,  1914,  to  Grace  Agnes  Moore. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Grace  Moore  Whittlesey,  a daughter, 
Mrs.  Morton  W.  Scoville,  of  West  Hartford,  by  two  sons,  Charles 
B.  Whittlesey,  Jr.,  of  Scarsdale,  N.  V.,  and  Dudley  Moore  Whittle- 
sey, of  New  York  City,  and  by  four  grandchildren  and  five  great- 
grandchildren. 

Charles  Guilford  Woodward 

Charles  Guilford  Woodward,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
May  27,  1903,  and  who  was  long  a Vice-President,  died  at  the 
Hartford  Hospital  February  1,  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  December  15,  1876,  son  of  the  late 
P.  Henry  Woodward  and  Mary  Smith. 

He  was  prepared  for  College  at  the  Collins  Street  Classical 
School  and  was  graduated  from  Trinity  College  in  1898.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity  and  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
He  received  the  M.A.  degree  from  Trinity  in  1901.  After  two 
years  of  graduate  study  at  Columbia  University,  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company. 
He  be  came  Financial  Secretary  in  1911,  and  a Vice-President  in 
1924.  Because  of  his  health  he  retired  from  active  executive  duties 
in  1925,  though  he  retained  his  connection  with  the  company  till 
his  death. 

His  special  field  of  interest  was  investments  in  railroads,  anti  his 
knowledge  of  railroad  securities  was  probably  greater  than  anv- 
body  else  s. 
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He  was  an  advisor  of  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western 
Railroad  Company,  the  Central  Branch  of  the  Union  Pacific,  the 
Missouri,  Kansas,  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Mis- 
souri, Kansas,  and  Texas  Railroad  Company.  He  served  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Albany  and  Susquehanna  Railroad  Company,  resigning 
in  1944.  He  was  a director  of  the  Central  Vermont  Railway,  the 
New  London  Northern,  of  which  he  was  President,  and  the  South 
Western  Railroad  Company  of  Georgia. 

Mr.  Woodward  was  greatly  interested  in  The  Connecticut  His- 
torical Society  and  in  Trinity  College,  for  both  of  which  he  made 
generous  testamentary  provision. 

He  became  a Trustee  of  Trinity  College  in  1917,  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board  in  1929,  serving  till  1946.  His  father  had  been  a 
Trustee  of  the  College  and  served  long  as  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
Woodward  Hall  at  the  College  was  named  in  his  honor.  His 
father  had  also  been  interested  in  the  Historical  Society,  serving 
it  in  many  offices.

Mr.  Woodward  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  YMCA  for 
more  than  sixty  years;  he  was  a trustee  of  the  Hartford  Seminary 
Foundation,  the  Bushnell  Memorial  Hall  Corporation,  of  the 
Wadsworth  Athenaeum,  and  of  the  American  School  for  the 
Deaf,  of  the  Windham  Community  Hospital,  and  was  Secretary 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  for  Receiving  Dona- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  Bishop.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  Club,  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and 
Social  Science,  the  American  Economics  Association,  and  of  the 
Newcomen  Society  of  England. 

He  contributed  articles  to  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  and  read  a 
paper  on  “Investments  of  Life  Insurance  Companies”  before  the 
Insurance  Institute  of  Hartford,  which  was  printed  in  1914.  In 
1941,  he  published  The  New  London,  W illimantic  & Palmer 
Railroad  Company,  a brief  History. 

Altogether,  Mr.  Woodward  was  one  of  the  first  citizens  of 
Hartford,  and  was  respected  for  his  sterling  character  and  honored 
for  his  good  deeds. 
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Report  of  Librarian 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

On  May  30,  1825,  in  the  Old  State  House,  The  Connecticut  His- 
torical Society  was  organized.  In  125  years  the  Society  has  gone 
through  trying  times,  has  had  periods  of  tremendous  growth,  and 
still  other  times  when  it  was  apparently  riddled  with  factional  dif- 
ferences. It  is  well  to  pause  annually,  orient  ourselves  and  make 
some  brief  comparisons  in  order  that  we  know  how  we  stand. 

Although  we  have  enjoyed  two  very  unusual  years  during  1948 
and  1949,  several  new  records  were  made  this  year.  The  total  mem- 
bership of  the  Society  reached  632  and  they  paid  in  dues  $1511. 
Attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  also  reached  a new  high  of 
400.  Good  as  these  figures  are,  there  is  still  much  room  for  im- 
provement. We  should  double  our  present  membership  and  attend- 
ance at  meetings  with  but  little  effort  on  the  part  of  each  member. 
During  this  highly  significant  anniversary  year,  let  us  all  do  our 
utmost  to  achieve  these  goals. 

Trust  funds  were  increased  by  $345.98  through  the  sale  of  books 
for  that  purpose.  This  includes:

The  publication  Fund  Principal  received  $144  in  admission  fees, 
and  $77.69  was  credited  to  income  from  the  sale  of  books  published 
with  income.  Sales  of  the  Colt  book  amounted  to  $2,081.  The  sale 
of  duplicates  totalled  $649.05  and  exchanges  another  $421.00. 

Including  $7,000  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giv- 
ing, which  continues  our  cataloguing  project,  gilts  for  special 
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purposes  reached  the  astounding  figure  of  $10,915.75.  These  funds 
were  presented  for  a variety  of  purposes,  including  purchase  of 
books  and  manuscripts,  binding,  restoration  of  portraits,  equip- 
ment, printing  and  photographing. 

Only  in  this  way  were  we  able  to  purchase  high  priced  objects 
and  such  items  of  equipment  as  a duplicator,  filing  cabinet,  and 
camera.  These  are  all  necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  our 
Society  but  they  were  not  possible  from  current  revenues. 

In  many  ways  the  last  few  months  have  been  most  exciting.  First 
we  became  engrossed  in  negotiating  for  the  Curtis  H.  Veeder 
property.  After  reaching  an  agreement  with  Mrs.  Veeder,  approval 
of  the  Society  was  secured.  Then  we  spent  some  trying  weeks 
re-zoning  the  property  for  our  occupancy.  This  is  all  over  now 
and  we  await  final  completion  of  arrangements  and  realization  of 
a twenty-seven  year  dream  for  an  adequate  fire-proof  home  for 
our  treasures. 

If  this  were  not  enough  to  occupy  our  minds,  the  City  Fire  Mar- 
shal advised  immediate  removal  of  2,000  cubic  feet  of  records  to  a 
storage  warehouse.  Three  van  loads  wrere  required  and  a wreek  of 
strenuous  labor,  but  it  taught  us  lessons  that  will  prove  invaluable 
when  we  do  move. 

This  is  probably  a suitable  point  to  emphasize  the  ever  present 
need  for  operating  funds.  We  have  never  had  quarters  where  we 
had  to  supply  such  things  as  light,  heat  and  janitor  service.  These 
will  be  expensive  and,  with  two  floors  and  a stack  to  service  and 
care  for,  we  are  going  to  need  in  the  very  near  future  a manuscript 
cataloguer  and  a full-time  curator.  We  are  now  spread  thinly  over 
three  jobs,  each  of  which  could  well  be  filled  separately.  With 
additional  problems,  some  of  these  duties  must  be  slighted  and  we 
can  not  do  so  long  without  serious  results. 

It  is  all  very  well  to  find  and  secure  a large  collection  of  letters, 
but  if  these  are  not  processed,  they  are  of  no  use  to  anyone. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  Museum.  Our  past  records  are  very  in- 
adequate due  to  lack  of  help,  and  our  recent  efforts  have  been 
primarily  directed  to  unravelling  what  has  existed  for  some  time. 
If  we  are  to  preserve  what  we  have  and  consolidate  the  present 
with  the  past,  someone  must  be  delegated  with  the  time  and 
proper  training  to  do  the  job.  We  can  no  longer  say,  “sorry,  in 
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storage."  In  storage  in  our  new  home  must  mean  only  a few  min- 
utes to  produce,  just  as  a book  in  the  stack  is  produced. 

We  do  not  expect  everything  at  once  nor  do  we  wish  to  appear 
unreasonable.  The  simple  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  our  members, 
and  the  public  in  general,  must  realize  that  efficiency  in  this  organi- 
zation is  dependent  upon  an  adequate  staff.  At  present  we  are 
operating  with  only  $995.33  income  for  books  and  $10,369.66 
income  for  general  expenses.  It  is  obvious  that  additional  funds 
can  be  used  to  good  advantage.  The  acquisition  of  a handsome 
new  building  solves  but  one  of  our  problems. 

Our  meetings  were  made  much  pleasanter  by  the  addition  of  a 
short  social  period  during  which  light  refreshments  were  served. 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Terry  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  securing  host- 
esses and  to  her  we  are  greatly  indebted.  And  we  are  particularly 
grateful  to  those  young  ladies  who  washed,  dried  and  stored  the 
silver  and  dishes.  The  success  of  this  feature  is  due  to  the  spon- 
taneous generosity  and  thoughtfulness  of  those  concerned,  which 
I am  sure  we  all  appreciate  if  we  only  gave  it  a thought. 

In  March  the  Standing  Committee  authorized  changing  the 
meeting  hour  from  8:15  to  4:00  P.  M.  This  was  an  experiment  to 
determine  which  was  the  preferred  hour.  After  three  trials,  we 
still  do  not  know.  The  removal  to  the  Veeder  building  will  result 
in  an  entirely  different  situation  which  should  not  be  governed 
by  previous  experience.  There  will  be  adequate  parking  facilities, 
there  will  be  no  need  to  rush  to  close  up  someone  else's  building, 
and  there  will  be  attractive  surroundings.  These  factors  mav  make 
it  highly  desirable  to  return  to  the  traditional  evening  meeting. 
Your  comments  would  be  appreciated  for  we  shortly  must  decide. 
Before  the  first  meeting  next  fall,  the  Program  Committee  hopes 
to  send  you  a printed  season  schedule  for  your  ready  reference,  and 
in  order  to  secure  our  speakers,  we  must  definitely  settle  this 
question.

Although  Library  attendance  decreased  slightly  to  3100,  many 
important  projects  were  completed  which,  with  the  extension  of 
our  cataloguing  project,  made  lor  considerable  improvement.

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In  January  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving  granted 
another  $7,000  to  continue  the  cataloguing  project  instituted  in 
1947.  At  the  present  rate,  this  will  last  about  three  years  when  it  is 
expected  the  Society  can  assume  the  financial  responsibility.  The 
Foundation's  gift  is  a great  lift  to  the  Society,  not  only  in  taking 
advantage  of  Miss  Parsons’  availability,  but  also  providing  neces- 
sary funds  we  do  not  now  have. 

In  three  years  a total  of  8215  volumes  have  been  catalogued,  of 
which  2403  were  completed  this  past  year.  This  resulted  in  23,000 
cards  being  filed  in  the  catalogue,  filling  to  capacity  a 60,000  card 
case. 

With  the  installation  of  our  new  print  cases,  we  have  finally 
been  able  to  catalogue  many  of  our  over-size  prints  and  folio  maps. 
These  were  a problem  and  its  solution  makes  easy  access  and  safe 
storage.  Previously  many  of  them  could  not  be  readily  located  and 
we  were  faced  with  the  danger  of  tearing  when  handled  and  con- 
stant dust  seepage.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  ten 
drawers,  each  two  inches  deep,  are  already  filled. 

The  shelving  system  in  our  vaults  and  stack  has  long  been  a 
source  of  trouble.  In  each  there  have  been  several  alphabets,  which 
caused  nothing  but  confusion.  The  catalogue  could  not  differen- 
tiate between  alphabets  and  it  meant  that  we  either  remembered 
how  things  were  filed,  or  were  helpless. 

Several  years  ago  we  split  the  manuscript  catalogue  into  two 
divisions,  history  and  genealogy.  In  this  manner,  genealogists 
pored  through  only  genealogical  entries.  This  was  an  improve- 
ment but  did  not  strike  at  the  fundamental  problem. 

After  several  intensive  weeks  of  checking  and  shifting,  we  suc- 
ceeded in  making  one  continuous  alphabetical  file  of  our  gene- 
alogies, another  of  genealogical  materials  by  towns,  and  in  a vault, 
historical  manuscripts.  This  succeeded  in  consolidating  in  one 
location  a half-dozen  different  alphabets  and  at  long  last  the  cata- 
logue tells  not  only  what  we  have,  but  also  where  it  is. 

In  this  way  we  took  inventory,  uncovered  many  items  known  to 
have  been  missing  some  years  and  also,  unfortunately,  brought  to 
light  many  entries  for  which  we  can  no  longer  find  the  material. 
Some  of  these  are  being  located,  but  in  any  event,  we  have  a much 
better  idea  of  what  we  have.

Last  July  a Library-Museum  Fund  was  established  through  the 
sale  of  books  presented  for  the  purpose  by  the  late  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hills. 
The  principal  now  amounts  to  $302.50,  to  which  it  is  hoped  addi- 
tions will  be  made  from  time  to  time.  The  income,  more  than  $12 
annually,  is  to  be  used  in  repair,  maintenance  or  purchase  of  mate- 
rials for  either  the  Library  or  Museum.  This,  incidentally,  is  the 
only  fund  we  have  for  the  Museum.  Everything  heretofore  has 
been  presented  or  purchased  by  a special  gift  and  repaired  in  the 
same  manner.  The  fact  I am  so  delighted  with  $12  should  be  an 
indication  of  how  important  even  this  amount  can  be. 

Last  fall,  Mrs.  A.  FI.  Terry  volunteered  her  services  and  since, 
has  been  a virtual  full-time  assistant.  She  has  carefully  screened 
thousands  of  volumes,  arranged  and  sorted  and  assisted  in  select- 
ing materials  outside  our  field.  As  a result,  literally  tons  of  matter 
have  been  junked,  assigned  to  the  Watkinson  Library,  or  sold. 
Some  space  was  secured  as  a result  and  much  that  had  been  put 
aside  is  now  arranged.  She  also  screened  dozens  of  boxes  of  news- 
paper clippings,  and  those  suitable  for  preservation  have  been 
sealed  awaiting  the  time  when  someone  can  mount  them  in  scrap 
books. 

We  find  scrap  books  a very  valuable  form  of  historical  record. 
Miss  Marjorie  Waterman  has  completed  an  interesting  volume  on 
antiques,  and  others  need  someone  to  do  the  pasting. 

Last  year  Mr.  Newton  C.  Brainard  compiled  an  index  to  a set 
of  17  volumes  which  brings  to  light  a vast  amount  of  “lost”  knowl- 
edge. One  entry,  for  example,  reveals  information  we  have  sought 
for  many  years.  Edwin  Pond  Parker,  writing  a column  in  the 
newspapers  in  1871,  describes  an  account  book  at  Eckhardt's  Art 
Store  kept  by  Thomas  Seymour  in  which  he  records  in  1764  that 
he  paid  William  Johnston  eighteen  pounds  for  painting  his  picture 
and  that  of  his  lady  Elepzibah  Merrill. 

Th  is  is  the  long  sought  answer  as  to  who  was  the  artist  that 
painted  a number  of  portraits  in  Hartford  County  in  the  iybo's. 
With  this  clue  we  find  that  William  Johnston  was  the  son  of 
Thomas  Johnston,  engraver,  and  was  born  in  Boston,  December 
30,  1732.  He  certainly  was  influenced  by,  if  not  apprenticed  to, 
John  Greenwood,  who  in  turn  was  an  apprentice  of  the  father, 
Thomas  Johnston.  The  Boston  News-Letter  for  October  r,  1772, 
notes:  “William  Johnston,  portrait  painter,  formerly  of  Boston,  son 
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Mrs.  Thomas  Seymour  by  William  Johnston 
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of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Johnston,  Japanner,  died  suddenly  at 
Bridge-Town  in  Barbados.” 

At  this  time  we  do  not  know  the  present  location  of  the  account 
book  referred  to  by  Mr.  Parker.  If  anyone  can  assist  in  this  search, 
we  should  be  grateful. 

As  noted  elsewhere  in  this  report,  we  lost  one  of  our  staunchest 
supporters,  Charles  Guilford  Woodward.  His  magnificent  bequest 
will  be  a constant  reminder  of  a man  who  can  never  be  completely 
replaced. 

From  his  niece,  Mrs.  Edgar  F.  Waterman,  we  received  many 
volumes  from  his  personal  library  including  60  genealogies  and 
town  histories.  These  were  in  such  unusually  fine  condition  that 
we  are  having  a special  bookplate  prepared  and,  with  them  as  a 
nucleus,  will  establish  the  C.  G.  Woodward  Loan  Collection.  With 
our  genealogical  duplicates  and  copies  of  each  of  our  publications, 
the  collection  will  start  with  about  220  titles.  Included  are  4 volumes 
of  A Genealogical  Dictionary  of  New  England  by  James  Savage, 
early  volumes  of  the  New  England  Historic  and  Genealogical 
Register  and  a complete  set  of  Connecticut  Vital  Records.  These 
will  be  available  to  members  on  a rental  basis,  the  fee  to  cover  the 
cost  of  mailing  and  bookkeeping.  Additional  details  will  appear 
in  the  Bulletin  in  the  near  future. 

A number  of  important  items  were  added  to  the  Library,  both 
by  purchase  and  gift.  This  is  of  course  of  primary  interest  and  par- 
ticularly significant,  for  it  proves  that  the  Society  is  willing  and 
able  to  make  important  purchases  and  that  the  source  of  supply 
has  not  dried  up. 

Cyrene  M.  Clarke’s:  Glances  of  Life  Upon  the  Sea,  Middletown, 
1854,  is  an  apparent  unknown  account  of  a whaling  voyage.  Since 
purchasing  it  we  have  located  another  copy  which,  due  to  not 
having  been  catalogued,  we  did  not  know  we  had.  How  many 
other  similar  items  will  be  discovered  before  the  cataloguing  is 
completed,  is  sheer  guesswork. 

A manuscript  whaling  journal  of  a voyage  on  board  the  Ship 
“Meteor”  of  Groton,  to  the  South  Atlantic,  1840-47  kept  by  the  1st 
Mate,  William  Montgomery,  is  an  interesting  account  and  the 
only  one  of  that  type  in  our  collection. 

A broadside  of  The  Steamer  Lawrence  from  Hartford  to  Nor- 
wich, c.  1846-50,  is  a seldom  found  type  of  material  which  is  of 
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value  from  a visual  as  well  as  a reference  point  of  view.  The  cut  of 
the  “Lawrence”  at  the  top  of  the  broadside  leaves  no  doubt  as  to 
the  type  of  steamer. 

From  G.  Hunter  Brown  of  New  York  City,  in  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Brown,  we  have  recently  received  14  letters  written  by  Roger 
Griswold  to  his  wife,  Fanny  Rogers  in  Lyme,  while  a Member  of 
Congress,  1794-1807.  These  are  a valuable  addition  to  our  collec- 
tion and,  as  a group,  of  considerable  significance.  For  instance, 
he  says  in  1796  he  is  fed  up  with  politics:  “For  my  part;  I have 
so  little  ambition  left,  that  with  a snug  fortune  I shou'd  be  very 
well  content  to  bid  an  eternal  adieu  to  courts,  legislature  — and 
offices  — and  in  simplicity  and  retirement,  spend  my  life  in  Philo- 
sophical contentment.”  Incidentally,  he  was  elected  to  Congress 
for  ten  more  years,  elected  Lt.  Governor  of  Connecticut  in  1809, 
and  Governor  in  1811. 

Another  letter  written  the  same  year  contains  an  interesting 
statement  on  adjournment  of  Congress.  “Every  day  furnishes  new 
matter  for  a volumn  and  every  volumn  employs  a year  to  corn- 
pleat  it  — the  body  of  a Polipus  is  not  more  prolific  — every  head 
that  is  cut  oif  becomes  a new  body  and  every  decision  becomes  a 
distinct  insect,  subject  to  infinite  divisibility — . . . yesterday  was 
the  period  fix’d  on  for  adjournment,  but  it  is  pass’d  and  we  are 
still  in  our  seats  . . 


For  many  years  we  have  commented  on  the  scarcity  of  photo- 
graphs in  the  collection  and  how  valuable  they  are  in  research. 
From  time  to  time  a few  prints  have  been  presented  to  us.  In 
April,  Horace  B.  Clark  gave  us  a large  collection  of  photographic 
prints  including  many  negatives.  Most  of  these  are  arranged 
chronologically  and  some  are  in  albums.  There  are  splendid  sets 
covering  floods  and  the  hurricane,  many  of  which  were  re- 
photographed under  normal  conditions  to  show  the  difference. 
Virtually  all  the  prints  are  labelled,  and  all  are  in  remarkably  fine 
condition.

The  finest  pair  of  portraits  in  our  collection  are  those  of  Stephen 
Mix  Mitchell  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Grant,  painted  about  1828  by 
Samuel  Finley  Breese  Morse.  Through  exchange,  we  have  recently 
secured  a miniature  done  by  Morse  about  1811,  of  a Yale  College 
classmate,  Zedekiah  Smith  Barstow  (1790-1873). 

The  late  C.  G.  Woodward  left  us  his  collection  of  Indian  relics 
with  sufficient  funds  for  an  exhibition  case.  This  is  particularly 
gratifying  for  now,  with  a suitable  home  promised  in  the  near 
future,  the  problem  of  display  becomes  important,  and  the  cost 
of  cases  is  such  that  every  one  acquired  by  gift,  reduces  expendi- 
ture of  possible  maintenance  funds.  At  this  point  we  have  funds 
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for  three  memorial  cases:  the  Woodward  Indian  case,  a Seymour 
glass  and  china  case,  and  a Hungerford  coin  case. 

There  are  a number  of  other  cases  needed  to  which  appropriate 
placques  may  be  attached  as  memorials.  Among  these  are  cases  for 
manuscripts,  silver,  china,  glass  and  firearms.  Anyone  interested 
should  contact  the  President  or  Librarian.

In  our  present  quarters,  with  so  much  in  dead  storage,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  arrange  new  exhibitions,  for  there  is  no  suitable  place  to 
put  things  that  are  supplanted.  However,  for  the  Walpole  Society, 
who  visited  us  in  January,  we  rearranged  the  large  pieces  on  exhibi- 
tion and  placed  in  cases  a selected  group  of  our  manuscript  and 
printed  treasures.  Mr.  N.  C.  Brainard  contributed  a printed  hand 
list  and,  with  complete  relabeling,  our  Museum  looked  about  as 
fine  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  A number  of  special  groups  have 
visited  the  exhibition,  and  I believe  all  were  impressed  with  the 
wealth  of  materials  in  our  custody. 

For  some  years  we  have  been  interested  in  placing  things  outside 
our  field  of  interest  in  more  suitable  and  logical  repositories.  Fun- 
damentally we  have  been  pleased  that  our  Society  saw  fit  to  accept 
everything  offered  it  and  after  assuring  preservation,  are  now 
happy  to  place  these  things  where  they  rightfully  belong.  Out- 
standing examples  of  this  occurred  in  the  deposit  at  the  Peabody 
Museum  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  of  a collection  of  Sandwich 
Island  materials;  the  return  of  the  Bounty  Bible  to  Pitcairn  Island; 
and  the  deposit  of  a painting  of  Trinity  College  at  Trinity. 

We  have  done  these  things  with  no  thought  of  getting  some-

thing  in  return,  but  with  a conviction  that  it  was  the  right  thing 
to  do  in  the  interests  of  both  the  donor  and  the  Society.  Some  day

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all  institutions  will  do  likewise,  and  in  the  shuffle,  we  will  all  gain. 
A classic  example  of  this  has  just  been  completed  with  the  ex- 
change, on  deposit,  of  the  so-called  Elder  Brewster  Mayflower 
Chest  for  a splendid  portrait  of  Joseph  Trumbull  by  his  brother, 
John  Trumbull.  In  this  case  the  Pilgrim  Society  acquired  for  their 
museum  in  Plymouth  an  important  relic  of  the  Mayflower,  and 
in  return,  we  secured  a portrait  of  an  outstanding  Connecticut 
figure  by  Connecticut’s  best  known  artist.  This  arrangement  is 
certainly  to  the  credit  of  both  institutions  which  in  the  future  can 
be  terminated  by  either  if  it  seems  wise. 

The  painting  of  two  children  discovered  a year  ago  has  been 
cleaned  and  appears  to  be  an  early  painting  by  John  Durand,  a 
Connecticut  artist  about  whom  little  is  known.  It  is  an  important 
discovery  which  Antiques  Magazine  illustrated  in  their  May  1950 
issue. 

I have  long  been  interested  in  photography  and  regretted  we 
could  not  utilize  this  marvelous  technique  to  its  fullest.  I also 
regretted  the  necessity  of  storing  the  Seymour  collection  until  that 
day  when  we  have  our  own  home. 

Fortunately,  last  spring,  we  were  able  to  make  color  slides  of 
130  pieces  in  the  storage  warehouse.  This  was  done  primarily  for 
record  purposes,  but  it  also  makes  everything  available  wherever 
there  is  a projector  and  screen. 

Their  entertainment  value  alone  is  well  worth  the  expense,  but 
they  also  serve  to  point  out  significant  gaps  and  the  type  of  objects 
particularly  desired.  At  the  same  time,  we  took  a dozen  8 x 10 
pictures  of  outstanding  pieces  which  will  be  used  as  illustrations 
in  a printed  catalogue  we  are  preparing  of  the  Seymour  collection. 

We  now  have  nearly  five  hundred  slides,  providing  many  com- 
binations for  lecture  purposes,  which  have  been  used  nearly  fifty 
times  in  the  past  twelve  months.  It  eases  the  speaking  burden 
considerably  and  I am  sure  does  more  than  mere  words  in 
describing  our  rich  library  and  fine  museum. 

Editor 

Our  publications  consisted  of  the  usual  four  issues  of  the  Bulletin 
and  index.  Annual  Report , volume  26  of  the  Collections  and  SamL 
Colts  Own  Record. 
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The  Collections,  published  with  funds  received  from  the  State, 
continues  the  papers  of  John  Cotton  Smith  from  July  19,  1813  to 
April  14,  1814.  Volume  27  is  already  in  copy  and  the  first  81  pages 
set  in  type. 

SamL  Coifs  Own  Record,  definitely  an  experiment,  has  proven 
moderately  successful  and  bids  fair  in  a year  or  so  to  show  a profit. 
If  this  turns  out  to  be  the  case,  it  will  be  the  first  publication  of  the 
Society  in  125  years  to  do  so.  Eight  reviewers  have  praised  the  text 
and  design  and  already  more  than  half  the  edition  of  1,000  copies 
has  been  sold.  The  book  was  produced  for  book  and  firearm  col- 
lectors, and  historians. 

The  Bulletin  article  on  “Hartford  in  1830“  caused  such  a 
demand  that  the  supply  is  strictly  limited.  It  was  of  particular 
interest  to  us  for  we  have  a great  many  similar  articles  that  we 
intend  to  use  from  time  to  time.  It  is  a pity  that  space  is  so  restricted 
in  the  Bulletin.  The  possibilities  for  expansion  are  unlimited,  but 
at  this  moment  I can  not  figure  where  the  additional  funds  can 
be  found.  There  is  a rich  pool  of  materials  right  in  our  own  col- 
lection and  graduate  departments  of  a number  of  schools  would 
gladly  make  contributions. 

There  are  a number  of  possible  sources  for  funds  with  which  the 
Bulletin  might  be  enlarged.  First  of  all,  if  a certain  percentage  of 
revenue  from  dues  were  applied  to  the  Bulletin,  its  size  would  be 
dependent  upon  the  growth  of  the  Society. 

Second,  the  entire  income  from  the  Publication  Fund  might  be 
assigned  to  the  Bulletin  and,  as  that  fund  grows,  the  additional 
income  would  make  possible  a larger  and  better  periodical. 

Third,  we  could  abstract  the  reports  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing and  make  the  Annual  Report  an  issue  of  the  Bulletin  rather 
than  a separate  publication  and  save  in  printing  costs  some  $400. 

Fourth,  a regular  portion  of  the  State  Appropriation  could  be 
used  for  this  purpose  in  return  for  300  copies  that  the  State  Library 
would  distribute  to  its  exchanges  and  to  every  library  in  Con- 
necticut. 

And  last,  with  a guaranteed  circulation,  there  is  a certain  adver- 
tising value  which  could  bear  a portion  of  the  expense. 

The  Bulletin  is  our  best  medium  for  dissemination  of  historical 
information.  Carefully  edited,  illustrated  and  filled  with  well- 
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written,  interesting  articles  and  departments,  it  would  be  read  by 
many,  used  as  a constant  reference  and  would  prove  an  induce- 
ment to  become  a member  of  the  Society. 

A 48  page  quarterly,  with  stiff  paper  covers,  would  cost  about 
$2500  annually.  I suggest  we  all  give  this  serious  consideration.  It 
will  come  eventually,  why  not  now? 

We  should  not  be  completely  satisfied  with  progress  made 
during  the  last  twelve  months,  but  I am  satisfied  the  Society  is 
headed  in  the  right  direction  and  that  seeds  sewn  over  many  years 
are  beginning  to  germinate.  Our  members  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  carry  out  with  renewed  vigor  the  Society's  obligation  to  collect 
and  make  available  materials  relating  to  Connecticut.  I am  partic- 
ularly grateful  to  the  officers  who  unselfishly  spent  so  much  time 
and  effort  on  the  negotiations  for  the  Veeder  property  and  in 
studying  and  helping  to  rectify  fire  hazards  in  our  present  quarters. 

As  ever,  I feel  a deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  staff,  both  volun- 
teer and  permanent,  whose  efforts  made  this  report  possible.

he  early  settlers  of  Connecticut,  during  the  seventeenth  and 


eighteenth  centuries,  were  a sturdy,  hard-working,  and  self- 
reliant  people — both  male  and  female.  These  traits  were  their 
Anglo-Saxon  inheritance.  Life  was  rugged,  and  mortality  was 
high.  The  scanty  population  was  widely  scattered  throughout  the 
Colony,  and  means  of  communication,  often  over  almost  impas- 
sable roads,  were  nearly  prohibitive. 

The  expense  and  effort  of  travel  to  a great  degree  restricted  the 
activity  of  the  individual  to  his  own  community,  and  it  was  here 
that,  of  necessity,  the  natural  inventiveness  of  these  people  came 
into  play  and  developed.  They  did  not  have  the  money  or  time  to 
travel  to  some  distant  store  to  replace  such  things  as  household 
utensils,  clothing,  or  the  tools  of  every-day  use.  They  must  learn 
to  be  blacksmiths,  all-around  mechanics,  and  able  to  cope  with 
anything  that  must  be  done. 

Here  was  sown  the  seeds  of  the  household  industries  which  were 
the  beginning  of  the  large  industrial  organizations  of  our  day. 
The  smithy  was  in  the  owner’s  barn  or  nearby  shed,  just  as  was 
the  workshop  of  the  mechanic.  Weaving  was  universal,  and  was 
carried  on  by  the  wives  and  daughters,  generally  before  the 
kitchen  fireside.  As  late  as  the  year  1810,  it  was  estimated  that 
two-thirds  of  the  cloth,  household  linens  and  hosiery,  used  outride 
the  cities,  was  the  product  of  home  industry.  Amos  D.  Allen  of 
Windham,  well  known  because  of  his  tall  clock  cases  and  furni- 
ture, was  an  employer  of  labor  and  carried  on  the  work  at  his 
home. 

By  the  first  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  number  and  variety 
of  industries  in  the  Town  of  Windham  alone  is  surprising.  Colonel 
Elderkin  early  had  a silk  factory.  At  Willimantic  Falls  were  a 
paper  mill,  saw  mill,  carding  machine,  grist  mill,  and  blacksmith 
shop.  Cloth  was  manufactured  by  Reuben  Peck  and  also  by  Joshua 
Smith,  and,  in  1808,  four-wheeled  carriages  were  being  made  by 
Ripley  anti  Baldwin  at  Windham  Green.  These  are  by  no 
means  all. 

This  is  the  background  of  The  Smith  & Winchester  Manufac- 
turing Company  of  South  Windham,  makers  of  paper  machinery 
for  the  past  one  hundred  and  twenty-years,  typical  of  the  many 
small  industries  which  are  found  scattered  throughout  our  Con- 


. 
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necticut  towns  which  have  through  generations  survived  the 
changes  of  good  and  bad  times. 

About  the  year  1820,  the  Taintor  brothers  associated  themselves 
with  George  Abbe  and  Edmond  Badger,  and  erected  a mill,  for 
the  manufacture  of  paper,  at  North  Windham.  As  was  the  case 
of  many  young  business  ventures  of  that  time,  the  life  of  this  one 
was  not  long.  The  mill  was  closed  by  Badger  in  1825. 

The  old  paper  mill  remained  idle  until  1827,  when  an  English- 
man, Joseph  Pickering,  and  J.  A.  H.  Frost  of  Boston  bought  it, 
and  set  up  the  first  Fourdrinier  paper  making  machine  to  come 
to  this  country.  This  was  in  December,  1827,  and  George  SpafTord 
of  South  Windham,  who  was  held  in  high  repute  as  a machinist, 
was  employed  to  direct  the  assembling  of  the  machine.  This  ven- 
ture of  Pickering  and  Frost  soon  ended  in  bankruptcy.  The 
Fourdrinier  machine  first  was  removed  to  Andover,  Connecticut, 
and  finally  came  to  rest  at  York,  Pennsylvania. 

The  history  of  the  Fourdrinier  machine  is  an  interesting  one. 
In  1799,  at  Essonnes,  France,  Nicolas  Fouis  Robert  invented  a 
machine  which  would  produce  paper  in  an  endless  web,  instead 
of  the  old  method  of  making  it  by  hand  a sheet  at  a time.  The 
patents  were  sold  to  Henry  & Sealy  Fourdrinier  who  were  paper 
Manufacturers  in  London.  They  made  many  improvements  to  the 
machine,  and  in  1804  produced  the  first  one. 

The  Fourdrinier  machine,  which  he  had  helped  to  assemble, 
made  a strong  appeal  to  the  mechanically  minded  George  SpafTord. 
He  could  visualize  its  capabilities  and  the  certainty  that  it  would 
eventually  take  the  place  of  the  inadequate  methods  then  in  use. 
In  1828  he,  with  James  Phelps  who  had  experience  in  building 
paper  mills,  formed  a partnership,  and  they  chose  South  Windham 
as  the  place  where  they  proposed  to  construct  a revised  and  im- 
proved Fourdrinier  machine.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the 
present  Smith  & Winchester  Manufacturing  Company.  There,  on 
the  hill  west  of  the  center  of  South  Windham,  was  a tract  of 
swampland  which  could  be  impounded,  from  which  a brook 
flowed  through  a small  valley  in  the  hill.  It  was  an  ideal  place 
to  erect  a dam  and  locate  their  factory.  The  first  building  was  an 
old  schoolhouse  which  was  moved  from  its  nearby  site  to  one  by 
the  brook,  below  the  dam.  The  working  force  was  indeed  small, 
and  the  equipment  consisted  of  only  one  well-worn  power  lathe 
and  the  ordinary  hand  tools.  Charles  Smith,  who  had  hardly 
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passed  liis  nineteenth  birthday,  was  superintendent.  Foundry  facil- 
ities of  any  size  were  few,  and  castings  must  be  made  at  New 
Furnace  in  Stafford,  twenty  miles  away.  The  patterns  when  cast 
were  hauled  by  ox  teams  to  the  factory  in  South  Windham.  Costs, 
in  those  days,  were  not  as  vital  to  manufacture  as  they  now  are. 

The  first  machine  produced  was  sold  to  Amos  D.  Hubbard  of 
Norwich,  owner  of  the  first  paper  mill  in  Connecticut,  and  was 
operating  by  May,  1829.  In  a little  over  a year  and  a half  this 
machine  was  re-designed,  a factory  with  waterpower  organized, 
and  the  first  new  model  Fourdrinier  produced  and  sold — a re- 
markable instance  of  Yankee  ability  and  energy. 

During  nine  years  the  business  flourished,  and  many  new  inven- 
tions were  added,  which  eventually  produced  the  first  complete 
paper-making  machines.  This  is  no  small  honor  to  The  Smith  6c 
Winchester  Company,  and  to  the  town  of  Windham.  Rut,  hard 
times  were  ahead.  The  business  depression  of  1837  brought  about 
losses  which  could  not  be  surmounted,  and  the  firm  of  Phelps  6c 
Spafford  ended  its  career. 

Charles  Smith,  while  a mere  youth,  showed  marked  mechanical 
talent  joined  with  executive  ability.  During  the  nine  years,  as 
superintendent  of  the  factory,  he  had  grown  in  knowledge.  Now, 
firm  in  his  faith  in  the  future  of  the  business,  he  with  his  brother- 
in-law,  Harvey  Winchester,  bought  the  business  and  reorganized 
it  under  the  name  of  Smith,  Winchester  6c  Company.  The  com- 
pany prospered — one  of  its  early  machines  was  transported  to 
Maine  by  oxen,  and  another  was  sent  to  California  by  boat,  via 
Panama,  where  it  was  taken  across  the  Isthmus  on  skids,  and  then 
re-shipped.  From  South  Windham  machines  went  to  England, 
Cuba,  Mexico,  and  South  America.  From  its  small  beginning  in 
1828,  this  industry  has  during  the  past  twelve  decades  developed 
improved  processes  which  have  helped  to  add  much  to  our  needs 
and  comfort.  The  time  arrived  when  laundry  machinery  came 
into  use,  and  the  company  designed  a mangle,  for  ironing  fiat 
work,  which  went  into  production  in  1891.  Later,  it  designed  and 
manufactured  a two-cylinder  dryer  which  is  still  in  use  in  laun- 
dries throughout  the  country.  Paper  bags  were  an  expensive  rarity 
until  many  years  after  the  Civil  War,  and,  in  1899,  The  Smith  6c 
Winchester  Company  bought  the  business  and  valuable  patents 
for  paperbag  making  machinery  from  the  Frank  A.  Jones  Com- 
pany of  New  York.  In  1908,  it  acquired  the  National  Manuiactur- 
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ing  Company  of  Indiana,  makers  of  machines  which  produced 
flat,  square,  and  satchel  bottom  bags.  About  this  time,  it  also 
designed  machines  which  would  make  the  “non  refillable"  valve 
bag,  the  forerunner  of  our  modern  multi-wall  bags  in  which  we 
receive  our  sugar,  flour,  cement,  and  many  other  things. 

In  1905,  after  the  death  of  Charles  Smith,  the  company  was 
incorporated  as  The  Smith  & Winchester  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, and  Guilford  Smith,  son  of  the  founder,  bought  the  interest 
of  Harvev  Winchester  and  assumed  control.

Charles”  Smith  was  born  at  Spaffordsville,  South  Windham, 
Conn.,  14  Sept.  1807,  and  died  there  in  1896.  He  married  at 
Chaplin,  Conn.,  in  1835,  Mary'  Abbe. 

His  only  daughter,  Mary'  Smith,  was  born  at  South  Windham, 
Conn.,  in  1842,  and  died  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  12  Oct.  1940.  She 
married  at  South  Windham,  in  1867,  Patrick  Henry  Woodward 
of  Franklin,  Conn. 

Her  only  son,  and  second  child,  Charles  Guilford  Woodward, 
was  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1876,  and  died  at  Hartford,  1 Feb. 
1950.  He  became  a member  of  this  Society,  27  May  1903,  and 
throughout  his  life  was  its  interested,  active,  and  generous  sup- 
porter. From  May,  1939  he  was  one  of  its  Vice-Presidents  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  The  interests  of  the  Society  lay  near  his  heart, 
and  the  generous  provision  for  it  in  his  will  has  enabled  the  Society 
to  make  the  change  to  its  present  home. 

The  Society  is  now  settled  in  a home  of  its  own,  one  well  adapted 
to  its  needs  where  its  collections  can  be  adequately  exhibited,  and 
working  space  is  ample.  We  are  justified  in  our  pride  in  our 
attractive  house  and  grounds.  They  are  headquarters  suited  to  be 
dignified  by  a society  far  larger  than  one  of  only  684  members, 
which  is  our  present  enrollment.  A considerable  percentage  of  the 
population  of  Connecticut  can  doubtless  trace  their  ancestry  back 
through  the  period  of  the  Revolution  into  Colonial  times  and,  I 
am  sure,  they  must  have  some  interest  in  that  history.  The  Con- 
necticut Historical  Society  has,  for  the  past  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years,  endeavored  to  carry  on  a public  work  of  col- 
lecting and  preserving  all  things  genealogical,  historical  and  ma- 
terial which  are  part  of  our  past  in  Connecticut.  This  is  a large 
undertaking,  and  a vast  field  for  accomplishment  lies  before  all 
of  us.  The  Society  needs  the  help  and  interest  of  very  many  more 
persons — the  first  step  towards  which  is  to  become  a member  of 
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the  Society.  Even  if  there  may  he  little  active  interest,  there  would 
still  be  a feeling  of  satisfaction  in  helping  to  support  such  a public 
and  cultural  work.  The  Society  is  confident  that  such  help  will 
now  come  in  abundance.  The  present  membership  shows  a gain 
of  52  over  that  of  a year  ago,  or  g°a.  It  now  is:

The  past  year  has  been  a strenuous  one  which  has  called  for  all 
the  resources  and  energy  of  the  Staff,  and  of  those  who  have,  in 
various  ways,  given  voluntary  service.

In  February 
of  last  year,  an  option  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  the  Society 
now  occupies  was  obtained  from  Mrs.  Curtis  H.  Veeder,  but  it 
was  not  until  the  following  June  that  title  was  passed.  There  were 
many  delays  due  to  technicalities,  and  especially  to  the  change  of 
zoning  to  free  the  site  for  our  purposes.  The  building,  which  is 
fireproof  and  constructed  of  unfinished  marble  from  the  same 
quarry  as  that  used  for  the  State  Capitol,  has  undergone  con- 
siderable changes  which  were  necessary  to  adapt  it  to  its  new 
mode  of  life.  The  basement  and  main  floor  are  substantially  as 
they  were,  with  the  exception  that  a complete,  modern  heating 
and  air  conditioning  plant  has  been  installed.  In  the  basement, 
a large  room,  with  a seating  capacity  for  eighty,  has  been  adapted 
for  meetings.  At  the  west  end  of  the  main  floor  is  the  spacious 
reading-room.  Two  other  large  rooms  on  that  floor  are  the  former 
library,  which  is  now  the  ofhee  of  the  Director,  and  the  dining 
room  which  will  be  used  for  special  readers  or  for  exhibits.  The 
east  end  is  occupied  by  work  and  storage  rooms.  It  is  on  the  second 
floor  that  change  has  taken  place.  Over  the  reading-room  on  the 
first  floor,  two  bedrooms  and  baths  have  been  thrown  into  one 
room  which  is  the  size  of  the  one  below  it.  This  is  the  Seymour 
Room,  reserved  for  the  exhibition  of  the  collection  left  to  the 
Society  by  the  late  George  Dudley  Seymour,  of  New  Haven. 
Other  smaller  bedrooms  have  been  combined  to  make  a portrait 
gallery  and  two  other  exhibition  rooms.  Again,  the  east  end  is 
used  for  working  space.  The  attic  is  large  and  well  suited  for 
storage.  Here,  have  been  erected  metal  racks  to  hold  paintings. 
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which  may  temporarily  not  he  on  exhibition.  A fireproof  wing 
has  been  added  to  the  building  for  the  bookstacks,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  steel  stacks  will  be  in  place  by  the  end  of  August. 
When  it  seemed  that  the  end  was  at  last  in  sight,  another  obstacle 
arose,  and  it  was  one  of  sizable  proportions.  It  was  a disappoint- 
ment to  discover  that  the  roof  beams,  which  were  encased  in  con- 
crete, had  suffered  badly  from  dryrot,  and  must  at  once  be 
replaced.  The  seven  acres  of  grounds  have  received  minor  improve- 
ments, including  a large  parking  space.  A contract  has  been  made 
with  the  American  District  Telegraph  Company  for  fire  and 
burglar  protection  to  the  building,  and  the  wiring  installation  is 
now  being  placed. 

In  conformance  with  the  general  practice  in  the  business  world, 
the  five-day  week  has  been  adopted.  The  schedules  of  the  various 
individuals  have  been  so  re-arranged  that  no  change  has  been 
made  in  the  hours  when  the  library  and  museum  are  open. 

By  the  authority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  required 
vote  of  the  Staff,  the  Society  will  soon  be  placed  under  Social 
Security.  Such  protection  of  the  staff  members  and  employees 
against  the  future  seemed  wise  to  all  concerned. 

During  the  year,  three  bequests  have  been  left  to  the  Society. 
Mrs.  Grace  J.  F.  Smith  of  Hartford,  widow  of  Harry  Hilliard 
Smith  who  was  a member,  left  in  her  will  a provision  for  $5,000.00. 
Albion  B.  Wilson  of  Hartford,  for  years  an  active  and  interested 
member,  gave  us  S 10,000.00,  and  Miss  Mabel  C.  Tuller  of  Hart- 
ford, also  a member,  gave  $5,000.00.  It  is  by  such  generous  aid  that 
the  future  of  the  Society  can  be  assured. 

The  purchase  of  our  present  site  and  the  changes  and  altera- 
tions to  the  building,  as  well  as  the  moving  of  our  large  library 
and  collections  have  involved  a large  outlay  of  funds.  To  date, 
$208,792.30  has  been  expended  on  the  property,  and  $7,180.01  on 
equipment.  A further  outlay  of  at  least  $120,000.00  will  be  needed 
before  all  is  completed.  Since  the  receipt  of  the  legacy  left  by 
George  E.  Hoadley  in  1923  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  a building,  the  surplus  income  of  this  fund  has  annually  been 
added  to  the  principal,  and  to  a great  extent  invested  in  U.  S. 
Treasury  Series  k,F"  and  “G”  bonds.  By  so  doing  the  Society  had 
an  increasing  amount  of  liquid  securities.  This  policy  has  now 
proved  its  wisdom.  To  meet  the  above  demand  for  funds,  we  had 
and  redeemed  $279,500.00  “F”  bonds  and  $35,000.00  “GY\  In 
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addition,  the  $50,000.00  U.  S.  Treasury  bonds,  in  which  the  Sey- 
mour Building  Fund  was  invested,  have  been  sold.  These  sales 
should  meet  all  requirements. 

A year  ago,  the  question  of  how  the  current  operating  expenses, 
which  were  greatly  increased,  were  to  be  met,  loomed  large.  I am 
sure  that  you  will  derive  much  pleasure  later  from  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  when  you  will  learn  that  the  past  fiscal  year  ended 
with  a surplus  of  $557.46.  This  would  not  have  been  possible  with- 
out the  income  from  the  generous  legacy  from  the  late  Charles 
Guilford  Woodward. 

The  land  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Washington  and  Bucking- 
ham Streets  was  purchased  by  the  Hoadley  Fund  for  $212,000.00. 
This  was  to  be  where  the  proposed  building  should  be  erected. 
Inability  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  delayed,  for  many 
years,  any  thought  of  any  further  steps  in  that  direction.  This 
property  is  now  for  sale,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  dis- 
posed of.  The  additional  income  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
would  be  a welcome  help  to  our  present  budget. 

The  budget  for  the  current  year  shows  a surplus  of  only  $216.67, 
a dangerously  narrow  margin  in  a budget  which  provides  for 
expenditures  of  $31,000.00.  It  is  an  old  story  when  I repeat  that 
the  Society  is  greatly  in  need  of  a substantially  increased  endow- 
ment. When  this  is  asked  for,  I feel  that  the  past  history  of  the 
institution,  and  its  present  work  of  worthwhile  accomplishment 
justifies  any  gift.  Investments  are  given  great  care  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  with  the  result  that,  fortunately,  we  have  had  no 
losses.  The  yield  from  the  securities  of  the  Consolidated  Invest- 
ment Fund  is  5.3T.  Gifts  of  cash  or  of  stocks  or  bonds  to  the 
Society  are  deductible  in  your  income  tax  return.  This  is  impor- 
tant in  the  last  two  cases  if  there  be  a large  profit  if  sold,  and  such 
profit  subject  to  a heavy  tax.  The  gift  would  avoid  the  tax,  and 
the  full  amount  be  a saving  as  a deduction.  There  is  much  to  be 
done  towards  the  collecting  and  preservation  of  the  history  of 
Connecticut,  and  the  ability  of  the  Society  is  only  limited  by  its 
financial  ability. 

Too  great  praise  can  not  be  given  to  the  Director,  to  the  Staff, 
and  to  other  workers  for  their  tireless  efforts.  No  work  was  too 
difficult  or  disagreeable  to  them,  and  without  that  spirit  we  would 
be  far  behind  where  we  now  are  in  settling  into  place.  The  thought 
and  supervision  unstintingly  given  by  the  Director  to  all  matters 
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were  outstanding.  To  the  Committee  of  four,  which  is  in  charge 
of  the  purchase  and  alterations,  our  thanks  are  due.  Individually 
they  met  all  calls  on  their  time,  and  have  decided  wisely.

She  was  a member  of  Center  Church.  There  were  no  children. 

Horace  Bright  Brainard 

Horace  Bright  Brainard,  admitted  to  the  Society  4 Dec.  1934, 
died  at  his  home  in  Forest  Hills,  N.  Y.,  1 Dec.  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Thompsonville,  Conn.,  9 Aug.  1874,  a son  of 
Horace  K.  and  Fannie  (Bright)  Brainard.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Class  of  1896  at  Harvard,  entering  in  1892,  but  did  not  return 
for  his  senior  year. 

For  a time,  he  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the  agricultural 
warehouse  business  in  Thompsonville.  He  then  entered  the  service 
of  the  Bigelow-Sanford  Carpet  Company,  and  became  purchasing 
agent.  Later  he  served  as  Manager  of  the  Overbrook  Carpet  Com- 
pany in  Philadelphia.  After  his  retirement,  he  lived  in  Thompson- 
ville, but  two  or  three  years  ago  went  to  live  in  Forest  Hills.  He 
was  much  interested  in  the  history  of  Enfield  and  in  growing 
flowers. 

He  married  Edith  Campbell,  of  Thompsonville.  She  was  for 
a time  President  of  the  Connecticut  State  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs.  She  died  in  1925. 

He  is  survived  by  a daughter,  Dorothy  H.,  wife  of  Dr.  Willis 
Noble,  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  by  a sister,  Mrs.  John  P.  Schmadeke. 
of  Thompsonville,  and  by  a brother,  Leslie  C.  Brainard,  of  West 
Hartford. 
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Robert  Dinsmore  Coudray 

Robert  Dinsmore  Coudray,  who  was  elected  to  the  Society  5 
May  1936,  died  at  his  home  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  14  June  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Taftsville,  Vt.,  14  Jan.  1868.  Both  his  and  his 
wife’s  families  were  of  Wethersfield  origin,  and  they  were  de- 
scended from  many  ancient  Connecticut  settlers,  among  them 
Thomas  Standish,  of  Wethersfield,  and  Deacon  Richard  Butler 
of  Hartford.  Genealogy  was  a life-long  interest  of  Mr.  Coudray’s. 

When  he  was  about  fifteen  years  old,  he  went  to  work  for  the 
Hansel  and  Sloane  Company,  jewelers,  in  Hartford.  Later  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  Plimpton  and  Hills  Company.  In  1906, 
he  became  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  President  in  1910.  At  his 
death,  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

He  was  for  many  years  a member  of  the  First  Company  of  the 
Governor’s  Foot  Guard.  He  was  a member  of  the  Wethersfield 
Historical  Society,  of  the  Wethersfield  Businessmen’s  and  Civic 
Association,  and  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

. He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Leonie  May  Hills  Coudray, 
by  two  nephews,  Col.  Wyman  F.  Coudray,  U.S.A.,  of  Maplewood, 
N.  J.,  and  Robert  C.  Coudray,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  by  two 
nieces,  Mrs.  Marie  Bowling,  of  Chevy  Chase,  Md.,  and  Miss  Alene 
M.  Crosby,  of  Newport,  R.  I. 

General  Charles  Gates  Dawes 

General  Charles  Gates  Dawes,  who  was  elected  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Society,  7 Oct.  1930,  died  at  his  home  in  Evanston, 
111.,  23  April  1951. 

He  was  born  in  Marietta,  Ohio,  27  Aug.  1865,  a son  of  General 
Rufus  M.  and  Mary  Beman  (Gates)  Dawes. 

He  was  graduated  from  Marietta  College  in  1884,  with  the  B.A. 
degree,  and  from  the  Cincinnati  Law  School  with  the  LL.B. 
degree  in  1886.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Nebraska  Bar  in  that  year, 
and  practised  in  Lincoln  from  1887  to  1894. 

He  entered  political  life  and  was  active  in  the  campaign  for 
the  election  of  William  McKinley  to  the  Presidency. 

He  served  as  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  from  1897  to  1901. 

He  became  a Major  of  Engineers  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  1917  and 
was  made  a Brigadier  General  in  October  1918.  After  a dis- 
tinguished career  in  France,  he  resigned  from  the  Army  in  1919. 
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He  received  the  D.S.M.  award  from  the  United  States,  and  re- 
ceived many  foreign  orders  and  decorations. 

He  was  appointed  first  Director  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  in  1921  and  in  1924  devised  the  “Dawes  Plan"  for  the 
payment  of  Reparations  by  the  Germans. 

He  was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  in  1924,  and 
served  from  1925  to  1929.  He  was  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St. 
James  from  1929  to  1932.  He  was  awarded  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize, 
with  Sir  Austen  Chamberlain,  in  1925.  He  gave  his  share  of  the 
Prize  toward  the  endowment  of  the  Walter  Hines  Page  School 
of  International  Relations. 

He  was  long  active  in  banking.  In  1902  he  organized  the  Central 
Trust  Company  of  Illinois  in  Chicago,  and  was  an  officer  of 
many  other  important  financial  institutions.  He  was  a member  of 
manv  societies  and  clubs.

He  wrote  a number  of  books  among  which  may  be  numbered: 
The  Banking  System  of  the  United  States,  1892;  A journal  of  the 
Great  War,  1921;  The  First  Year  of  the  Budget  of  the  United 
States,  1923;  Notes  as  Vice-President,  1935;  and  journal  as  Am- 
bassador to  Great  Britain,  1939. 

On  24  Jan.  1889,  he  married  Caro  M.  Blymyer.  He  is  survived 
by  three  children:  Miss  Carolyn  Erickson,  Dana  McCutcheon, 
and  Virginia  (Mrs.  Richard  T.  Cragg). 

Henry  Edwards  Ellsworth 

Henry  Edwards  Ellsworth,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Society  1 March  1932,  died  at  the  Mountain  Lake  Club,  Lake 
Wales,  Florida,  20  Feb.  1950. 

He  \v  ras  born  in  Simsbury,  Conn.,  27  March  1878,  a son  of 
Lemuel  Stoughton  and  Annie  J.  (Toy)  Edwards.  He  was  pre- 
pared for  College  at  the  Hotchkiss  School,  and  was  graduated 
from  Yale  University  in  the  Class  of  1900.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  fraternity. 

His  entire  business  life  was  spent  with  the  Ensign-Bickford 
Company  of  Simsbury.  He  became  President  in  1935,  serving  till 
1944,  when  he  became  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

He  was  a director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Hartford,  a 
director  of  the  Hartford  County  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
a director  of  the  Simsbury  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  anti  a 
director  of  the  Village  Water  Company  of  Simsbury. 
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He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Simsbury  Historical  Society 
in  1911,  and  was  Curator  of  its  Collections.  He  was  a member  of 
the  University  Club  of  Hartford,  of  the  Wampanoag  Country 
Club,  the  Fisher's  Island  Club,  and  of  the  Mountain  Lake  Club. 

He  married,  first,  in  Bridgeport,  n Feb.  1903,  Susan  Starr,  and, 
secondly,  6 Sept.  1919,  Mrs.  Abigail  (Eno)  Ellsworth.  The  sur- 
viving children  are:  John  Edwards,  of  Simsbury;  Mrs.  Mary  A. 
Smith,  of  Farmington;  Mrs.  H.  Blake  Bent,  of  Farmington;  and 
Mrs.  Milton  H.  Glover,  of  Simsbury.  There  are  eight  grand- 
children. 

William  Brownell  Goodwin 

William  Brownell  Goodwin,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
11  Nov.  1924,  died  at  Hot  Springs,  Va.,  17  May  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  7 Oct.  1866,  a son  of  the  Rev.  Francis 
and  Mary  Alsop  (Jackson)  Goodwin.  He  was  descended  from 
Ozias  Goodwin,  an  original  Proprietor  of  Hartford,  and  from 
many  of  the  prominent  early  families  of  Connecticut.  His  uncle, 
the  late  James  J.  Goodwin,  was  the  family  genealogist,  and  much 
relating  to  the  Goodwin  ancestry  in  all  lines  was  printed  by  him. 
Mr.  William  Brownell  Goodwin  was  much  interested  in  his 
descent  from  the  Fenwick  family  of  South  Carolina  through  his 
mother. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  in  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord, 
N.  H.,  and  studied  in  Trinity  College,  Class  of  1888,  and  Yale 
University,  Class  of  1890.  He  was  engaged  in  banking  in  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  and  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  from  1889  to  1895.  He  was  with 
the  /Etna  Insurance  Company  of  Hartford  from  1895  to  1931, 
living  in  Columbia,  Ohio,  and  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  when  he 
retired  and  returned  to  Hartford. 

He  was  much  interested  in  the  park  system  of  the  cities  in 
which  from  time  to  time  he  made  his  home.  He  was  a director 
of  the  Hartford  Hospital,  of  the  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum,  and  of  the  Old  Stone  House 
in  Guilford.  He  was  a founder  and  first  Governor  of  the  Society  of 
the  Descendants  of  the  Founders  of  Hartford,  was  a former 
Governor  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, a member  of  the  Order  of  the  Founders  and  Patriots,  of  the 
S.  A.  R.,  and  of  the  Walpole  Society.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Hartford  Club,  and  was  an  Episcopalian  and  a Republican. 
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He  was  much  interested  in  archaeological  studies,  and  published 
a number  of  books  on  archaeological  subjects.  Among  them  may 
be  mentioned:  The  Truth  about  Lief  Ericsson,  The  Ruins  of 
Great  Ireland  in  Neia  England,  and  Spanish  and  English  Ruins 
in  Jamaica. 

He  married  23  Dec.  1888,  Mary  C.  V.  Hood,  of  Seattle.  There 
were  no  children. 

Charles  Eliot  Goodspeed 

Charles  Eliot  Goodspeed,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society  24 
May  1932,  died  at  Ayer,  Mass.,  31  Oct.  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Cotuit,  Mass.,  2 May  1867,  a son  of  Elliott  Free- 
man Goodspeed,  born  10  May,  1836,  and  Abbie  Ellen  Dane.  He 
was  descended  from  Roger  Goodspeed,  who  first  appears  in 
Barnstable,  Mass.,  in  1638,  and  who  in  Dec.  1641,  married  Alice 
Layton. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  grammar  school  in  Newton, 
Mass.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  secured  work  with  a Boston 
stationer  at  two  dollars  per  week.  Three  years  later  he  entered 
the  employment  of  a company  manufacturing  agricultural  imple- 
ments, with  which  he  remained  fourteen  years. 

In  1898,  he  opened  a book  store  at  5a  Park  Street,  Boston.  The 
business  prospered,  and  became  well-known  to  the  great  book 
collectors  of  the  country,  for  example,  J.  P.  Morgan  and  Owen  D. 
Young,  as  well  as  to  many  prominent  people  of  the  day. 

In  1948,  he  celebrated  his  fiftieth  anniversary  in  the  book  busi- 
ness. During  this  period,  he  issued  442  catalogues,  of  which 
twenty-two  were  devoted  to  Genealogy. 

He  collected  books  on  Angling.  His  notable  collection  in  this 
field  was  destroyed  when  his  home  was  burned  in  1941. 

He  was  a member  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  the 
Colonial  Society  of  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  the  Bostonian  Society,  the  Union  Club  of  Boston,  The 
Club  of  Odd  Volumes,  and  the  Grolier  Club. 

In  1935,  Brown  University  conferred  on  him  the  honorary  M.A. 
degree.  He  was  a member  and  Deacon  of  the  Shirley,  Mass.,  Bap- 
tist Church. 

He  married  23  Dec.  1894,  Leila  May  Pinkham,  daughter  of 
George  Franklin  Pinkham  and  Ellen  1.  Oliver,  who  survives 
him,  as  do  their  three  children:  George  Talbot,  of  Concord;  Mrs. 
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Margaret  Colburn,  wife  of  Wellen  H.  Colburn,  of  Wollaston; 
and  Mrs.  Miriam  Banks,  wife  of  Gorton  T.  Banks,  of  Shirley, 
Mass. 


Colonel  John  Stratton  Gunning 

Colonel  John  Stratton  Gunning,  who  was  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Society  7 March  1950,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital 
22  Sept.  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  31  Aug.  1895,  a son  of  Thomas  J. 
Gunning,  still  living  at  the  age  of  94;  his  mother  was  Sarah 
Stratton. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Hartford  public  schools  and  in  George- 
town University. 

He  began  his  business  career  as  President  of  Gunning  and 
Company,  stationers  in  Hartford.  In  1928,  he  entered  the  service 
of  the  Hartford  Electric  Light  Company,  continuing  his  work 
with  this  company  till  his  death. 

He  served  in  both  World  Wars. 

In  World  War  I,  he  served  in  the  101st  Machine  Gun  Battalion 
in  the  Yankee  Division;  in  World  War  II,  he  was  a Lieutenant 
Colonel,  Chief  of  Military  Police  Division,  Air  Provost  Marshal’s 
Office,  serving  in  the  European  theatre. 

In  September  1949,  he  was  appointed  Coordinator  of  Civilian 
Defense  by  City  Manager  Sharpe.  He  also  served  as  a member  of 
the  City  Planning  Commission. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Club  in  Washington, 
and  of  the  City  Club  in  Hartford.  He  was  a member  of  the  Rau- 
Locke  Post  of  the  American  Legion  and  of  the  Yankee  Division 
Association.  He  was  a former  member  of  the  First  Company, 
Governor’s  Foot  Guard  and  of  the  Governor’s  Horse  Guard. 
After  World  War  II,  he  was  commissioned  in  the  Organized  Re- 
serve, and  was  attached  to  the  304th  Infantry,  76th  Division. 

He  married  Ethel  Mae  Craig,  and  leaves  a son  John  Craig 
Gunning.  James  D.  and  Thomas  J.  Gunning,  Jr.,  are  brothers. 


Edith  Stiles  Hale 

M iss  Edith  Stiles  Hale,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society  18 
May  1 9 37,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital,  6 Aug.  1950. 
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She  was  horn  23  Aug.  1874,  a daughter  of  the  late  James  W. 
and  Olive  Rockwell  Hale. 

She  was  much  interested  in  Genealogy,  and  was  descended 
from  many  notable  New  England  families.  She  was  descended 
from  John  Alden  and  John  Howland,  of  the  Mayflower,  and  from 
Thomas  Hooker,  Governor  Thomas  Welles,  Samuel  Hale,  and 
other  early  Connecticut  settlers. 

She  was  a member  of  the  Society  of  the  Descendants  of  the 
Founders  of  Hartford,  of  the  Windsor  Historical  Society,  and 
of  the  Town  and  County  Club.  She  was  a member  of  the  Center 
Church  of  Hartford,  and  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Henry  Barnard 
School  until  her  retirement  in  1939. 

Gustave  Reinhard  Sattig 

Gustave  Reinhard  Sattig,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Society  28  May  1907,  died  14  May  1950,  at  his  summer  home  in 
East  River,  Conn. 

He  was  born  in  New  Haven  in  1875,  and  was  a member  of 
the  Class  of  1903,  of  the  Yale  Law  School,  but  did  not  complete 
his  senior  year.  His  parents  emigrated  from  Germany,  and  his 
father  kept  a drug  store  in  New  Haven. 

He  became  a dealer  in  antiques  and  had  for  a time  a shop  on 
Chapel  Street  in  New  Haven.  He  dealt  also  to  some  extent  in  rare 
books.  About  1915,  he  bought  the  Captain  Lee  House  in  East 
River,  Madison,  and  carried  on  his  business  there.  About  1940,  he 
bought  a house,  1144  Chapel  Street,  in  New  Haven,  where  he 
lived  winters. 

He  became  one  of  the  best-known  dealers  in  antiques,  and  his 
opinions  were  respected  by  collectors  throughout  the  country. 

He  was  interested  also  in  European  antiques,  and  between  1924 
and  1940,  travelled  extensively  in  England,  France,  and  Italy 
making  purchases  for  his  American  business. 

About  1915,  he  married  Violet  Miller,  who  died  about  1928. 
There  were  no  children. 

Mrs.  Helen  Earle  Gilbert  Sellers 

Mrs.  Helen  Earle  Gilbert  Sellers,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Society  2 March  1948,  died  at  her  home  in  Carlisle,  Pa.,  Feb. 
1951,  at  the  age  of  forty-seven. 
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She  was  horn  in  Hebron,  Conn.,  and  served  as  a member  of 
the  Connecticut  legislature  in  1941  and  in  1949.  She  married  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Coleman  Sellers,  of  Dickinson  College,  who  gradu- 
ated from  Havcrford  College  in  1925,  and  who  received  the  M.A. 
degree  from  Harvard  in  1926.  There  are  two  children. 

Under  her  maiden  name  of  Helen  Earle  Gilbert,  she  wrote 
numerous  poems,  short  stories,  and  books  for  children. 

Elmer  Haynes  Spaulding 

Elmer  Haynes  Spaulding,  of  New  London,  who  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Society  3 April  1945,  died  suddenly  in  Wilming- 
ton, Del.,  on  his  way  for  a vacation  in  the  south.  He  was  elected 
a Vice-President  in  1945. 

He  was  born  in  Rutland,  Vt.  19  April  1869,  a son  of  Charles 
Forest  Spaulding  and  Sarah  Ann  Haynes.  He  was  descended 
from  many  early  New  England  families,  and  was  much  inter- 
ested in  genealogy  and  local  history.  His  immigrant  ancestor  was 
Edward  Spaulding,  of  Chelmsford,  Mass.  For  several  years,  he 
was  President  of  the  New  London  County  Historical  Society. 

He  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  with  the  Class  of  1892. 

He  was  a Director  of  the  New  London  and  Northern  Railway 
Company,  and  was  active  in  the  business  and  social  life  of  his 
Community. 

He  was  a member  of  the  S.  A.  R.,  of  the  Order  of  Founders 
and  Patriots  of  America,  and  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in 
the  State  of  Connecticut. 

Dr.  John  Henry  Throop  Sweet,  Jr. 

Dr.  John  Henry  Throop  Sweet,  Jr.,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Society  3 Dec.  1935,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital  30  July  1950. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  27  Nov.  1884,  a son  of  John  Henry 
Throop  and  Sally  Jane  (Boyd)  Sweet. 

He  was  graduated  from  Trinity  College  as  of  the  Class  of  1910. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Beta  Beta  Chapter  of  the  Psi  Upsilon 
Fraternity. 

He  was  graduated  from  Tufts  Medical  School  with  the  M.D. 
degree  in  1912. 

He  was  a lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  World  War  I. 
He  practiced  his  profession  in  Hartford  all  his  life,  and  was 
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perhaps  the  best  known  orthopedic  surgeon  in  the  State.  He  was 
associated  with  the  Hartford  Hospital,  with  the  Newington  Home 
for  Crippled  Children,  and  with  the  McCook  Memorial  Hospital. 
He  was  a Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  and  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Orthopedic  Surgeons.  He  wras  a mem- 
ber of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  of  the  Connecticut 
State,  of  Hartford  County  and  the  Hartford  Medical  societies.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Boston  Orthopedic  Club.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club,  the  University  Club  of  Winter 
Park,  Fla.,  of  the  Barkhamsted  Fishing  Club. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Henrietta  K.  Elliott  Sweet,  by  a 
son  Dr.  Elliott  R.  Sweet,  by  three  daughters,  Mrs.  Chester  R. 
King,  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  Mrs.  Barbara  S.  Webber,  of  West 
Hartford,  and  Mrs.  Robert  W.  Wells,  of  Hartford,  and  by  five 
grandchildren.  He  was  a Communicant  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church,  Hartford.  The  funeral  was  held  in  the  Mather  Chapel 
of  Trinity  College. 

Miss  Mabel  Champion  Tuller 

Miss  Mabel  Champion  Tuller,  who  was  elected  a member  of 
the  Society  4 Nov.  1902,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital,  12  Feb. 

I95I- 

She  was  a daughter  of  the  late  Charles  DeWitt  and  Ellen  (Hall) 
Tuller. 

M iss  Tuller  was  much  interested  in  local  history  and  genealogy 
and  was  active  in  the  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R.  and 
of  the  Society  of  the  Descendants  of  the  Founders  of  Hartford. 
She  was  a member  of  the  Town  and  County  Club  and  of  the 
Hartford  Golf  Club. 

She  was  a member  of  the  South  Congregational  Church,  and 
of  the  Me  All  Auxiliary. 

Ralph  D.  Tuller,  of  Hartford  was  a brother. 

Ralph  DeWitt  Tuller 

Ralph  DeWitt  Tuller,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society 
7 May  1946,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital  14  March  1951. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  21  Aug.  1869,  a son  of  Charles  DeWitt 
and  Ellen  (Hall)  Tuller.  He  was  a brother  of  Marshall  Jewell 
1 uller,  who  was  born  in  Hartford  1 Oct.  1867  and  died  6 Apr. 
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iQ44<  and  of  Miss  Mabel  Champion  Tuller,  above,  all  of  whom 
were  members  of  the  Society. 

He  was  a member  of  the  South  Congregational  Church. 

One  cousin,  Mrs.  Oliver  Allen  Campbell,  of  East  Norwich,  L.  I., 
survives. 

Alain  Campbell  White 

Alain  Campbell  White,  a Vice-President  of  the  Society,  who 
was  admitted  to  membership  9 Nov.  1920,  died  in  Summerville, 
S.  C.  24  April  1951. 

He  was  seventy-one  years  of  age,  and  was  a son  of  John  Jay 
White,  a steamship  owner. 

He  was  the  owner  of  much  land  in  Litchfield  County,  Conn., 
and  gave  some  5000  acres  for  six  public  parks.  He  was  much 
interested  in  the  conservation  of  wildlife  and  developed  the  Shade 
Swamp  Wildlife  Sanctuary. 

His  chief  pleasure  was  the  administration  of  the  White  Me- 
morial Foundation  for  the  preservation  of  the  natural  beauty  of 
Litchfield  County. 

He  wrote  the  Bicentennial  History  of  Litchfield,  and  was  much 
interested  in  Connecticut  local  history. 

He  was  unmarried  and  made  his  home  in  Litchfield  till  the 
death  of  his  sister,  Miss  Mae  White,  about  six  years  ago.  Since 
that  time,  he  had  lived  in  Summerville. 

Samuel  Hubbard  Williams 

Samuel  Hubbard  Williams,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Society  26  July  1948,  died  in  Winter  Park,  Fla.,  18  Feb.  1951. 

He  was  born  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  28  Sept.  1864,  a son  of 
James  Baker  and  Jerusha  (Hubbard)  Williams. 

He  was  graduated  from  Amherst  College  with  the  B.A.  degree 
in  1885.  He  was  for  a year  a graduate  student  in  Chemistry  in 
the  Sheffield  Scientific  School  of  Yale  University. 

He  spent  his  active  business  life  with  the  J.  B.  Williams  Soap 
Company  of  Glastonbury,  entering  the  service  of  the  Company 
in  1886.  He  became  a director  in  1892,  Secretary  in  1898,  Treasurer 
in  1908,  Vice-President  in  1910,  President  in  1922,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Board  in  1935.  He  retired  in  1939. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  House  of  Representatives 
in  1901.  He  was  a trustee  of  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation, 
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President  of  the  Connecticut  Secondary  School  Association,  1902- 
1914,  and  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Inter- 
national Sunday  School  Association,  1905-1918.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  the  American  Historical 
Association,  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Serv- 
ice, the  Foreign  Policy  Association,  and  of  the  League  of  Nations 
Association.  He  was  a member  of  the  S.  A.  R.  and  of  the  Chi  Phi 
fraternity.  He  was  a Republican  and  a Congregationalist.  He  was 
a 32nd  degree  Mason,  and  was  a member  of  the  University  Club 
of  Hartford. 

He  married  9 Jan.  1889,  Frances  Anna  Scudder,  who  survives 
him.  The  children  were:  Carol  Scudder  (Mrs.  Douglas  Horton; 
died  1944;  Frances  Rousseau  (Mrs.  Hugh  C.  Burr);  Martha 
"Huntington;  and  James  Baker,  of  Longmeadow,  Mass. 

Mrs.  Williams,  was  a daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  William  W. 
Scudder,  for  a time  Pastor  of  the  Glastonbury  Church,  but  pri- 
marily a missionary  in  India.  Mr.  Williams  went  to  India  and 
he  and  Miss  Scudder  were  married  there. 

Albion  Benjamin  Wilson 

Albion  Benjamin  Wilson,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
6 March  1917,  died  at  his  summer  home  in  Granville,  Mass.,  31 
Oct.  1950.  He  had  been  in  ill  health  for  some  two  or  three  years. 
He  was  a most  interested  and  faithful  member  of  the  Society,  and 
long  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

He  was  born  in  Ascutneyville,  Vt.,  16  April  1872.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  1899.  In  1902,  he  came  to 
Hartford  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Robinson  and  Robinson. 
After  1912,  he  practised  independently. 

He  was  a member  of  the  American,  the  Connecticut,  and  the 
Hartford  Bar  Associations,  the  Dartmouth  Club  of  Hartford,  and 
was  a trustee  and  former  President  of  the  Good  Will  Boy's  Club. 
He  was  a member  of  the  South  Congregational  Church. 

He  married  Lavinia  Rose,  of  Granville,  Mass.,  who  survives  him 
There  were  no  children. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Within  the  space  of  some  thirty  minutes,  it  is  my  privilege  to 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  Society  as  of  April  30,  1951.  It  is 
impossible  to  describe  each  accession  to  the  Library  and  Museum, 
as  they  may  well  warrant;  however,  for  your  information,  they 
are  all  recorded  in  lists  appended  to  the  report.  Those  items  which 
are  mentioned  are  in  no  sense  the  most  significant,  but  rather  a 
good  sampling  of  materials  your  Society  is  acquiring. 

If  we  had  only  acquired  a new  building  this  year,  this  would 
be  one  to  be  remembered.  But  in  addition,  the  Society  has  been 
given  remarkable  collections  of  books,  manuscripts  and  museum 
pieces  which  serve  to  make  this  an  outstanding  year,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  pages  that  follow. 

My  report  might  well  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  new  building. 
Most  of  my  time  was  spent  in  packing,  moving,  planning  and 
installation  of  our  collection  in  the  building.  However,  beyond  a 
few  generalizations,  it  is  pretty  obvious  what  we  did  and  I shall 
let  it  speak  for  itself. 

The  result  is  what  is  important.  My  remarks  are  of  no  lasting 
significance.  The  building  and  what  has  been  done  to  it  will  be 
here  long  after  we  are  gone  and  the  true  test  of  our  efforts  is  how 
well  we  adapted  the  structure  for  our  use  and  how  the  Society 
has  grown  since  securing  a building  of  its  own.  I hope  and  trust 
we  have  fashioned  a nucleus  for  a bigger  and  better  Society,  which 
our  successors  will  find  flexible  enough  for  changing  tastes  and 
requirements. 

The  growth  of  the  Society  is  really  what  counts.  This  will  be 
determined  by  your  interest  and  your  support.  The  air  condition- 
ing system  preserves  the  collection  under  ideal  conditions.  Amer- 
ican District  Telegraph  protects  it  from  fire  and  theft.  We  have 
ideal  storage  and  excellent  display  facilities.  We  are  now  in  a 
position  to  accept  books,  manuscripts  and  museum  pieces  assured 
that  every  known  step  has  been  taken  to  properly  preserve  and 
protect  them. 

After  spending  considerable  sums  of  money  in  purchasing, 
altering,  new  construction  and  equipment,  it  is  difficult  to  appeal 
for  more  funds  without  appearing  ungrateful.  The  plant  at  1 
Elizabeth  Street  resulted  from  specific  bequests  for  the  erection. 
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equipment  and  maintenance  of  a building  by  George  E.  Hoadley 
in  1922  and  George  Dudley  Seymour  in  1945.  Until  now  the 
income  from  these  funds  reverted  to  principal. 

Three  years  ago  our  budget  was  $>10,433.18.  Today  to  do  the 
same  things  costs  $16,069.89.  The  required  increase  in  income  is 
largely  from  the  Charles  G.  Woodward  Trust.  It  covers  the  infla- 
tion in  expenses  and  no  more. 

When  we  consider  that  the  income  from  $50,000  is  required  to 
employ  a typist,  the  true  picture  is  presented.  We  hope  you  under- 
stand this.  The  Society  is  by  no  means  adequately  endowed.  At 
the  present  time  there  is  sufficient  income  from  the  Hoadley  and 
Seymour  Funds  to  operate  the  building,  and  when  the  Washing- 
ton Street  property  is  sold,  this  will  be  materially  increased.  How- 
ever, without  the  Woodward  Trust,  we  should  be  hard  put  to  find 
enough  funds  for  general  expenses.  Wages  have  had  to  keep 
abreast  the  rise  in  cost  of  living  and  everything  else  costs  more. 

Consequently,  we  have  not  solved  the  problem  of  additional 
staff  members,  curators,  cataloguers  and  typists.  This  can  only  be 
possible  through  additional  endowment  for  general  expenses,  or, 
through  greatly  increased  memberships.  Unfortunately  it  is  not 
possible  to  realize  the  utmost  benefits  from  our  new  site  and  build- 
ing until  this  shortage  in  personnel  is  filled.  We  are  open  forty- 
eight  hours  weekly  and  with  time-off  and  vacations,  four  people 
just  do  not  stretch  where  eight  are  needed. 

Cash  gifts  for  general  and  specific  purposes  have  amounted  to 
$4466.67.  This  marks  a steady  increase  in  contributions  over  the 
last  four  years.  Every  dollar  received  in  this  manner  provides  a 
service  or  purchases  supplies  or  articles  otherwise  beyond  our 
means.  It  is  gratifying  so  many  share  in  making  these  improve- 
ments. 

Li  BRARIAN 

The  library  attendance  during  seven  months  we  were  open 
amounted  to  802.  This  shrinkage  is  to  be  expected  and  not  as 
much  as  I feared.  In  fact  considering  we  were  closed  during  what 
ordinarily  is  our  biggest  period,  we  still  averaged  near  the  war 
years  of  1943-45.  Such  a trend  is  noticed  in  most  library  reports 
covering  the  last  twelve  months. 

Attendance  at  meetings  was  137  more  than  last  year's  record. 

This  is  very  encouraging  and  reflects  credit  on  the  program  com- 
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mittee  whose  speakers  despite  various  conflicts  attracted  a total  of 
537  to  our  meetings.  Capacity  would  be  680  so  we  are  close  to  out- 
growing our  lecture  room  after  only  a year  of  occupancy. 

A total  of  12,266  volumes  have  now  been  catalogued  as  a result 
of  the  project  made  possible  by  grants  from  the  Hartford  Founda- 
tion for  Public  Giving.  This  represents  4,051  titles  catalogued  in 
the  last  year.  Some  10,000  cards  were  filed  and  another  10,000  have 
accumulated.  The  addition  of  a typist  has  relieved  Miss  Parsons 
somewhat  and  speeds  the  process. 

Aside  from  making  these  volumes  available,  over  four  years  the 
project  has  discovered  and  permitted  the  disposal  of  duplicate 
materials  valued  at  $8,075.  The  purchases  and  exchanges  that 
resulted  would  have  been  impossible  otherwise.  The  expense  of 
the  project  now  totals  $9,225.15  which  was  charged  to  the  grant. 

We  moved  rapidly  last  summer  getting  our  manuscript  collec- 
tion and  a portion  of  our  library  into  the  new  building.  Since  there 
was  about  a month  delay  between  our  setting  up  and  reopening, 
due  to  the  lag  in  renovations,  we  had  an  opportunity  to  examine 
. some  of  the  things  uncovered  when  packing. 

What  was  formerly  called  our  “South  Vault”  was  inside  the 
South  turret  of  the  Atheneum.  It  was  about  5 x 8 x 20  feet  high. 
To  reach  the  top  was  an  almost  perpendicular  ladder.  It  was  dirty 
and  the  only  light  came  through  a window  which  probably  had 
not  been  washed  since  1843.  We  never  found  time  to  carefully 
examine  these  shelves. 

Consequently  after  packing  and  moving  them,  we  sorted  and 
catalogued  over  100  account  books  and  boxes  of  manuscripts  that 
were  previously  unlisted.  Sixteen  of  these  belonged  to  Jonathan 
Trumbull,  account  books,  day  books,  journals  and  ledgers  from 
I735"I7^5-  There  were  also  eleven  record  books  of  Jonathan  Trum- 
bull, Jr.,  Paymaster  General,  1775-1778.  Another  of  Jonathan 
Trumbull  & Co.,  containing  the  accounts  as  contractor  to  supply 
the  Connecticut  troops  for  the  1761  campaign.  Joseph  Trumbull’s 
accounts  with  the  State  of  Connecticut  as  Commissary  General 
1775  and  his  Ledger  1769-1774  were  also  uncovered. 

Other  valuable  records  include  William  Duer’s  account  book. 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  the  Treasury  with  Michael  Hillegas, 
Treasurer,  1785-1789;  United  States  Loan  Office,  Hartford,  Letter 
Books  3-7,  1791-1795:  record  books  of  John  T.  Peters,  United 
States  Collector  of  Revenue,  Hartford,  1814-16;  United  States

Commissioner  of  Loans  letter  hook,  Richard  Harrison,  auditor, 
ii  Dec.  1793-18  Feb.  1796;  United  States  Custom  House,  Hartford, 
letter  books  1-14,  July  27,  1791-Aug.  26,  1795;  and  five  volumes  of 
letters  to  his  sons  from  Timothy  Pitkin  (1766-1847).  Hartford 
Woolen  Manufactory  record  books  1788-1806  and  Oliver  Wolcott's 
letter  book,  Secretary  of  The  Treasury  1795-1799  are  two  others 
which  should  be  noted.  There  are  still  several  boxes  to  be  worked 
over,  but  these  account  books  are  the  first  benefits  derived  from 
moving  and  I expect  the  next  few  years  to  be  rich  in  discoveries 
and  treasures  both  manuscript  and  printed.

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Three  account  hooks,  1793-1809,  of  John  Babcock,  printer  in 
Hartford,  were  purchased.  These  are  exceptionally  valuable  for 
the  wealth  of  information  on  sales  of  paper,  books  and  printing. 
He  sold  paper  to  many  of  the  printers  in  the  State,  including 
Oliver  D.  and  Increase  Cooke,  and  Hudson  6c  Goodwin,  in  Hart- 
ford, Edward  Gray  in  Suffield,  Luther  Pratt  in  East  Windsor  and 
John  Byrne  in  Windham. 

Babcock  shipped  large  quantities  of  books  in  Middletown  ships 
to  various  places,  many  of  them  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  and  Savan- 
nah, Ga. 

His  sales,  listed  by  titles,  are  of  particular  interest  in  helping  to 
determine  editions  and  in  determining  the  popularity  of  such 
titles  as  Charlotte  Temple,  Clarissa  Harloive  and  Moll  Flanders. 

There  are  three  entries,  Mar  7,  and  Dec.  4,  1798  and  June  7, 
1800  making  payments  to  Dr.  Alexander  Anderson,  wood  engraver 
of  New  York.  It  has  long  been  suspected  that  many  of  the  early 
illustrations  in  Babcock’s  books  must  have  been  by  Anderson.  We 
now  have  documentary  evidence  of  this. 

N.  C.  Brainard  presented  a sketch  book  of  a man  from  the 
Norwich  area  who  started  to  be  an  architect  but  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  mechanical  engineering.  Most  of  his  60  drawings,  1817- 
1835  relate  to  the  textile  industry  but  there  are  a few  such  as  a 
lithographic  press,  a lathe  and  drill  press,  and  a washing  machine. 
Of  particular  interest  are  four  plates  detailing  a communion  table 
and  pulpit  for  the  Lyme  meeting  house  in  1816-17.  Mr.  Brainard 
was  able  to  reproduce  the  table  to  scale  from  these  plans. 

William  H.  Bulkeley  deposited  a rare  variation  of  William  H. 
Brown’s  Portrait  Gallery.  This  copy  is  dated  1845  while  our  other 
copy  and  the  majority  of  the  dozen  or  so  known  to  exist  are  1846. 

The  1845  edition  appears  to  be  sharper,  more  black  and  cleaner 
than  the  1846.  The  story  has  it  that  most  of  the  edition  was 
destroyed  by  fire  which  accounts  for  the  scarcity.  In  addition  single 
plates  bring  a high  price  so  that  many  copies  have  been  broken 
up  and  sold  separately. 

Brown  was  born  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  May  22,  1808.  He  was  in 
Hartford  in  the  1840's  when  he  cut  and  presented  a number  of 
silhouettes  of  local  citizens.  These  were  pasted  by  the  artist  on  one 
of  probably  four  lithographed  backgrounds  which  may  have  been 
done  for  him  by  E.  B.  and  E.  C.  Kellogg,  Hartford  lithographers. 
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The  Portrait  Gallery  was  lithographed  by  them  in  1845  and  1846 
and  the  letter  press  work  was  done  by  Case, Tiffany  and  Burnham. 
It  is  fitting  that  this  variety  should  be  placed  in  the  Society  for  we 
not  only  have  a collection  of  Kellogg  prints,  given  by  St.  John 
Morgan  but  also  own  Brown’s  famous  7 foot  silhouette  of  the 
De  Witt  Clinton,  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson  Railroad  train  that 
first  ran  between  Albany  and  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  August  9,  1831. 

Guy  B.  Holt,  in  memory  of  Regina  Miller  Hudson  Holt  and 
Fred  Park  Holt,  placed  in  our  custody  439  manuscripts  relating  to 
the  Hartford  Charitable  Society,  1792-1871.  This  is  an  important 
collection  and  includes  the  original  draft  of  the  constitution  in 
handwriting  and  signed  by  Noah  Webster,  Jr.,  Secretary. 

From  these  records  it  is  possible  to  trace  the  development  of 
charity  in  Hartford  and  the  manner  in  which  this  was  carried  out. 
It  included  not  only  clothing,  food  and  shelter,  but  also  medical 
care  and  education. 

Mrs.  E.  Baldwin  Smith  of  Princeton,  N.  J.  presented  a folio 
volume  of  correspondence  between  Matthew  Bolles  of  Ashford, 
and  other  members  of  the  Bolles  family,  1792-1827,  a total  of  186 
letters.  There  is  an  index  which  is  of  value  until  we  can  properly 
catalogue  the  collection. 

David  Bolles  was  pastor  in  Hartford,  1801-03.  Three  of  his  sons 
also  became  Baptist  ministers.  Lucius  Bolles  was  pastor  at  Salem 
for  twenty-two  years.  In  1824  he  became  connected  with  the  Bap- 
tist General  Convention  for  Foreign  Missions,  later  becoming 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Augustus  Bolles  was  pastor  at  Tolland  and  Bloomfield.  He  spent 
some  years  supplying  various  pulpits,  editing  The  Christian  Secre- 
tary, settled  in  Indiana  founding  a church  in  the  town  of  La  Porte, 
and  finally  returned  to  preach  in  Colchester. 

Matthew  Bolles  was  pastor  at  Lyme,  Fairfield,  Milford,  N.  H., 
Marblehead  and  West  Bridgewater,  Mass.,  and  New  Britain.  In 
the  course  of  his  preaching,  Matthew  Bolles  travelled  considerably 
and  his  letters  to  his  wife  give  a picture  of  the  times  that  is  very 
important. 

The  comments  on  religious  matters  and  letters  between  the 
brothers  are  significant  in  any  study  of  the  Baptists  in  New 
England. 

Documentary  records  of  Indians  in  Connecticut  are  exceedingly 
rare.  Several  years  ago  we  were  fortunate  to  purchase  a deed  of 
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Auwoneco,  1686,  Sachem  of  the  Mohegans,  to  James  Treat  of 
Wethersfield  for  the  sale  of  a four-year-old  Indian  captive  man 
child.  Recently  we  secured  a deed  from  Ann  Cutock,  Betty  Aucum, 
Wodomow,  Daniel  Pauganook  and  Benjamin  Uncas,  Jr.,  1745, 
selling  land  in  New  London  to  Capt.  Samuel  Bishop,  Joseph  Per- 
kins, Jacob  Perkins,  Joseph  Safford,  John  Safford  and  Solomon 
Safford.  All  the  Indians  were  Mohegans  and  descendants  of 
Owaneco,  as  it  is  spelled  in  this  document. 

War  letters  are  always  sought  after  by  research  institutions.  A 
series  of  five  written  by  Dr.  Levi  Jewett,  Acting  Surgeon  14th 
Connecticut  Regiment  to  his  wife  Mary,  at  Cobalt,  September  16, 
18,  21,  23  and  28,  1862  are  splendid  acquisitions.  These  are  written 
on  four  sides  of  a sheet  lithographed  in  colors  by  E.  Sachse  & Co., 
Baltimore  and  show  views  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  U.  S. 
Patent  Office,  View  of  Washington  and  Map  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  U.  S.  Genl.  Post  Office  and  U.  S.  Treasury  Building. 

Three  of  these  letters  are  from  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  Va.,  one  from 
the  National  Hotel,  Washington  and  the  last  from  Harper’s  Ferry 
shortly  after  its  surrender. 

Dr.  Jewett  was  wounded  August  25,  1864  at  Ream’s  Station 
and  was  discharged  on  account  of  disability,  January  4,  1865. 
His  account  of  the  siege  of  Petersburg  until  struck  in  the  head  by  a 
shell  fragment  is  printed  pages  292-295  of  History  of  the  Four- 
teenth Regiment,  Connecticut  Vol.  Infantry  by  Charles  D.  Page. 

In  past  years  we  have  indicated  our  interest  in  scrap  books  and 
cited  examples  where  they  have  proven  helpful.  They  are  always 
welcome  additions  to  the  collection,  particularly  when  devoted 
exclusively  to  subjects  of  Connecticut  interest. 

Houghton  Bulkeley  has  presented  15  scrap  books  that  were  kept 
by  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley  and  include  newspaper  clippings,  con- 
gratulatory letters,  proclamations  when  Governor,  letters  to  when 
Governor,  invitations,  letters  during  first  campaign  for  Senator, 
campaign  against  McLean,  and  Insurance.  Here  is  a wealth  of 
contemporary  information  concerning  one  of  our  leading  public 
servants. 

From  the  estate  of  William  B.  Goodwin,  we  received  a geneal- 
ogical library  consisting  of  589  genealogies,  town  histories  and 
English  record  books  and  pamphlets.  This  was  the  largest  gift 
received  during  the  year.  Seventy  volumes  of  town  histories  and 
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genealogies  are  duplicates  and  have  been  placed  in  the  Genealog- 
ical Loan  Collection. 

Mr.  Goodwin  was  especially  interested  in  Northumberland 
because  of  family  connection  with  the  Fenwicks.  Of  particular 
importance  was  a set  of  The  Surtees  Society  Publications  in  136 
volumes.  These  contain  valuable  records  including  family  geneal- 
ogies, parish  registers,  parish  books,  ecclesiastical  records  and  wills, 
principally  of  Northumberland.  Also  of  note  are  Dallaway’s 
Sussex  in  three  volumes,  as  well  as  Clutterbuck’s  History  of  the 
County  of  Hertford  in  three  volumes. 

Also  in  the  bequest  was  a collection  of  Fenwick  family  memo- 
rabilia with  Mr.  Goodwin’s  correspondence  between  members  of 
the  Fenwick  family  in  Maryland,  South  Carolina  and  England. 
These  letters  contain  much  genealogical  information  and  there 
are  also  transcripts  of  English  records  dealing  with  the  Fenwick 
name. 

A rare  imprint  was  purchased  entitled:  Report  of  a Board  of 
Officers  of  the  United  States  Army , Assembled  at  Fort  Adams, 
R.  /.,  in  April  1842,  for  the  purpose  of  Experiments  on  fenkj’  Car- 
bine . . . Hartford.  Press  of  Elihu  Geer,  1842.  This  pamphlet  was 
discovered  in  England  and  has  an  English  agent’s  announcement 
pasted  to  the  title  page. 

According  to  the  pamphlet,  this  carbine  had  a decided  advan- 
tage in  range,  penetration  and  saving  of  powder.  It  had  but  34 
pieces,  weighed  6%  pounds  and  was  fired  4500  times  without 
injury.  Its  nearest  competitors  weighed  7 pounds  and  had  56  pieces 
and  the  next  weighed  iolA  pounds  and  had  71  pieces. 

An  annotation  at  the  end  states  that  W.  Jenks,  Chicopee  Falls, 
Massachusetts  was  annually  manufacturing  3700  carbines  for  the 
Navy.  Also  that  orders  for  50,000  had  been  received  from  Mexico 
and  other  States  and  that  negotiations  were  taking  place  to  supply 
China  and  establish  a manufactory  in  Russia. 

A printed  broadside  dated  New  Haven,  April  6,  1826  of  the 
New  Y or \ and  New  Haven  Steam  Boat  Daily  Line  was  purchased. 
It  is  a very  rare  example  of  that  type  of  material.  A cut  of  the 
steamer,  “United  States"  is  at  the  top.  It  and  the  “Providence”  were 
scheduled  daily,  one  leaving  from  New  York  at  7:00  A.  M.  and 
the  other  from  New  Haven  at  7:00  P.  M.  Post  coaches  to  Hartford, 
Boston  and  Providence  met  each  boat.

From  New  York,  passengers  breakfasted  and  dined  on  board 
the  boats,  connected  with  a stage  and  could  be  in  Hartford  within 
fifteen  hours,  in  time  for  a late  supper,  a comfortable  night's  rest, 
and  ready  to  leave  early  in  the  morning  by  stage  to  other  New 
England  cities. 

Mention  was  made  in  our  last  report  of  the  picture  collection 
presented  by  Horace  B.  Clark.  In  fact  the  illustration  of  “Potsdam" 
in  the  Annual  Report  came  from  this  collection. 

Mr.  Clark  has  made  a number  of  additions  this  year.  Among 
them  are  photographs  of  fires  at  Hartford  Builders  Finish  Co., 
August  2 6,  1904;  Union  Station,  February  21,  1914;  the  Audi- 
torium, February  26,  1914;  G.  Fox  & Co.,  January  29-30,  1917; 
Highland  Dairy,  June  19,  1928  and  Miller  Building,  November  7, 
1930.  These  records  probably  cannot  be  duplicated  elsewhere  and 
as  time  passes,  become  increasingly  valuable. 

Newton  C.  Brainard  made  possible  the  purchase  of  a group  of 
splendid  transportation  items.  These  include  photographs  of  a 
Housatonic  Railroad  locomotive,  a Hartford,  Providence  & Fish- 
kill  locomotive,  a Norwalk  Street  Railway  Co.  trolley,  a Hartford 
& West  Hartford  trolley,  a New  Haven  & Westville  RR  trolley, 
Stamford  Street  RR  trolley,  Middletown  Horse  RR  trolley,  a 
broadside  of  the  Providence  & Stonington  Steam  Ship  Lines,  3 
lithographs  of  the  Dimpfel  Locomotive  Coal  Burner  of  New 
Haven,  pamphlet  on  the  loss  of  the  SS  Lexington,  January  13, 
1840,  photograph  of  the  New  York  & Boston  Express  Line  Com- 
partment Car,  photograph  of  the  locomotive  “Union"  of  the 
Providence  & Boston  RR,  the  “Earthquake"  of  the  New  York, 
Providence  & Boston  line,  and  the  “Governor  Jewell,"  Hartford, 
Providence  & Fishkill  RR.

The  lack  of  these  maps  is  a serious  defect  which  must  be  rem- 
edied whenever  possible.  I hope  our  members  will  save  this  list 
and  be  on  the  lookout  for  them.

Records  like  these  are  much  to  be  desired.  They  contain  much 
social  and  economic  information  that  is  important  in  many  fields 
of  research.  They  explain  the  growth  of  some  towns  and  the 
shrinkage  and  demise  of  others.  They  are  becoming  increasingly 
harder  to  find. 

Editor 

Our  publications  consisted  of  the  usual  four  issues  and  index  of 
the  Bulletin,  Annual  Report  and  revision  of  Boo\s  for  Sale. 

Demand  for  extra  copies  of  the  Bulletin  have  been  heavy.  Two 
hundred  copies  alone  of  Dr.  Caulfield's  article  on  gravestones  were 
purchased  by  a monument  firm. 

A booklet  commemorating  the  Society’s  125th  anniversary  was 
prepared  and  will  be  distributed  shortly.  Compilation  of  member- 
ship lists  from  the  original  sources  had  not  been  done  since  1889 
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and  numerous  additions  and  corrections  were  discovered.  No 
progress  was  made  on  other  publications  previously  authorized. 

A Christmas  list  and  revision  of  our  Book^s  for  Sale  resulted  in 
total  sales  of  Si  151.70.  Of  this  $726.81  is  credited  to  income  and  is 
available  for  use  again,  while  the  following  amounts  are  credited 
to  principal,  and  the  income  becomes  available  for  the  purchase 
of  books  and  general  expenses:

In  addition  87  were  admitted  to  membership  and  the  Publica- 
tion Fund  Principal  received  $260  in  fees.  The  sale  of  duplicates 
fell  off  this  year  to  only  $733.70  and  another  $51  in  exchanges. 

Gifts  of  books  to  assure  this  continuing  sale  is  much  to  be  de- 
sired. Kenneth  Lord  has  presented  fifty  copies  of  Descendants  of 
Thomas  Lord  of  Hartford.  The  proceeds  are  to  be  applied  to  the 
Principal  of  the  Library-Museum  Fund.  Since  each  volume  sells 
for  $12,  this  represents  a gift  of  500-600  dollars,  which  ultimately 
will  be  productive  for  the  Society. 

President  Waterman  has  promised  for  the  Waterman  Fund  the 
entire  edition  of  the  Hale  Family  of  Glastonbury  which  is  now  in 
preparation  by  Donald  Lines  Jacobus.  Vice-President  Brainard 
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presented  for  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund  additional  copies 
of  The  Civil  War  Diary,  1862-1865,  of  Charles  H.  Lynch,  The 
Andrus  Bindery  and  a previously  unlisted  title:  Letters  from  Sarah 
Bulkeley  Waterman,  Ship  Highflyer  1854-5. 

Barclay  Robinson  presented  from  the  estate  of  Annie  Eliot 
Trumbull,  some  copies  of  books  by  her  father,  J.  Hammond 
Trumbull.  These  included:

Museum 

I can  not  adequately  describe  the  great  service  rendered  by 
Helen  G.  Waterman  who  became  our  volunteer  curator.  Working 
long  hours  she  catalogued  and  stored  thousands  of  museum  pieces 
as  they  were  brought  from  Main  Street  and  from  the  storage 
warehouse.  Never  in  recent  times  has  so  much  of  the  museum 
collection  been  so  accessible.  There  is  still  much  to  be  done  but  we 
now  have  a catalogue  file  of  the  bulk  of  the  collection  and  indexes 
of  past  donations  compiled  by  Stella  E.  Monson  will  provide  date 
and  name  of  donor  to  many  pieces  whose  labels  have  been  lost. 

Though  this  has  been  a year  when  little  effort  could  be  directed 
toward  acquiring  desirable  objects  for  the  museum,  gifts  have 
nevertheless  increased.

The  Connecticut  River  Ranking  Company  placed  in  our  custody 
the  mahogany  safe  deposit  box  used  by  the  bank  at  the  time  of  its 
establishment  in  1825.  L.  Marsden  Hubbard,  President,  was  instru- 
mental in  arranging  the  transaction  and  the  presentation  was  made 
at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  held  in  the  new  building  in  celebra- 
tion of  125  years  of  the  Society.

Adams  of  New  London  in  October  1709.  The  silver  case  is  stamped 
IW,  undoubtedly  for  Jonathan  Waters,  who  was  apprenticed  in 
London,  1686.

We  have  two  tall  clocks  by  Gideon 
Roberts,  a Simeon  Jocelin,  Seth  Hoadley,  Jacob  Sargeant  and  the 
Griswold  clock.  We  have  only  three  shelf  clocks.  The  Society  is 
now  in  a position  to  provide  a good  home  for  museum  pieces  and 
Connecticut  clocks  are  particularly  desired.
